Committee  on  Dating  Patents 

A  Committee  has  been  appointed  •  by  the  Board  -  of 
Trade  to  consider  whether  any,  and  if  so  what,  change 
is  desirable  in  the  practice  of  :— 

(a)  Dating  patents,  applied  for  under  Section  81  of 
the  Patents  Acts,  as  of  the  date  of  application  in  the 
foreign  state  ;  and 

(b)  Dating  patents  granted  upon  ordinary  applications 
as  of  the  date  of  application  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  main  question  which  the  Committee  has  to 
'examine  is  whether  this  practice  should  be  continued  or 
whether  patents  granted  upon  applications  made  under 
Section  91  should  bear  some  later  date,  such  as  the 
date  of  application  in  this  country,  or  the  date  of 
grant  of  the  patent,  while  still  giving  the  applicant 
the  priority  as  regards  inventorship  which  must  be  given 
to  him  under  international  arrangements.  The  Com- 
mittee will  be  glad  to  receive  suggestions  or  representa- 
tions upon  the  matters  covered  by  their  terms  of  refer- 
ence. In  considering  the  questions  involved,  the  Com- 
mittee desires  that  due  regard  should  be  paid  to  all 
the  interests  involved — i.e.,  the  interests  of  inventors, 
manufacturers,  consumers  and  the  public  generally.

iPark,  London,  manufacturing  chemist. — The  public 
'examination  of  this  debtor  (0.  tb  D.,  June  5,  p.  744) 
iwas  held  on  July  21  at  the  London  Biankru,ptcy  Court. 
Replying  to  the  official  receiver,  the  debtor  stated  that 
iin  1917  she  commenced  the  business  of  a  manufacturing 
chemist  at  Gray's  Inn  Road,  under  the  style  of  Leighton 
Laboratonies.  In  July  1901  she  transferred  the  business 
to  the  Leighton  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  of  which  she  acted 
as  a  director  until  she  resigned  in  Decemlber  1922.  Wit- 
ness attributed  her  failure  to  heavy  expenses  of  structural 
alterations,  to  inability  to  obtain  payment  of  rents  due, 
to  interest  on  borrowed  money,  and  to  other  causes. 
The  examination  was  concluded.

The  King  of  Spain,  during  his  stay  in  Paris,  attended 
a  meeting  of  the  Academic  des  Beaux-Arts,  and  was 
shown  over  the  library  after  the  sitting.  His  attention 
was  attracted  by  some  fine  old  foHo  volumes,  of  which 
the  handsome  bindings  bore  the  French  Royal  arms.  One 
of  these  was  a  manuscript  list  of  the  plants  of  the  Royal 
Garden,  and  bore  the  inscription,  "Given  by  the  King 
to  the  Countess  du  Barry."  The  "  King's  Garden," 
now  known  as  the  Jardin  des  Plantes,  was  in  those  days 
practically  a  medicinal  herb  garden.  " 


Legal  Reports 

British  Patents  in  the  Irish  Free  State.— In  the  High 
Court,  Dublin,  on  July  16,  Mr.  Justice  Meredith  delivered 
judgment  in  a  case  in  which  the  BritisJi  Thomson-Houston 
Co.,  Ltd.,  Manchester  and  London,  applied  for  an  inter- 
locutory injunction  to  restrain  Litton  &  Co.,  electricians, 
Dublin,  from  mannfacturing  or  selling  articles  in  infringe- 
ment of  the  plaintiffs'  letters  patent.  The  jud,ge  ruled 
that  no  p.ateni  issued  before  Deeemher  1922  is  valid  in 
the  Irish  Free  State.  He  understood,  he  said,  that  a 
Patents  and  Designs  Act  and  a  Copyright  Act  were 
contemplated,  but  added :  It  is  quite  clear  that  letters 
patent  under  the  seal  of  the  British  Patent  Office  cannot 
now  confer  the  privileges  in  question  in  respect  of  the 
territory  of  the  Irish  Free  State.  A  power  to  grant  such 
privileges  would  be  inconsistent  with  the  status  of  the 
Irish  Free  State,  under  the  Treaty  and  constitution.  The 
application  was  accordingly  dismissed,  with  costs. 

The  Disposal  of  Government  Stores. — ^At  Southampton, 
'on  July  14,  Isadore  Marcus  Millett,  High  Street,  was 
summoned  for  keeping  open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons, 
he  not  being  a  daly  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist. 
Mr.  A.  J.  Rogers,  prosecuting,  said  that  the  summons 
•related  to  3  per  cent,  double  cyanide  gauze.  Apparently 
defendant  had  in  stock  a/bout  50  tins.  Mr.  G.  A.  Waller, 
who  appeared  for  the  defence,  said  he  must  plead 
"  Guilty,"  bint  he  was  going  to  throw  the  responsibility 
on  the  broader  backs  of  his  Majesty's  Government.  From 
time  to  time  his  client  bought  larg'e  quantities  of  Govern- 
ment stores,  and  he  suocessfutty  tendered  for  a  huge 
supiply  of  medical  stores  at  Devohport.  It  was  the  prac- 
tice of  the  Government,  in  inviting  tenders  for  those 
stores,  to  stipulate  that,  if  there  was  anything  of  a 
dangerous  nature  in  the  articles  sold,  the  person  givang 
the  tender  should  give  to  the  Government  evidence  of 
his  right  to  re-sell  them,  and  also  evidence  of  his  quali- 
tfiication.  In  this  case  that  was  not  done.  "  We  are  not 
ichemists,  and  do  not  profess  that  we  are,"  added  the 
solicitor.  There  was  nothing  secret  about  the  goods, 
which  were  duly  advertised  in  the  Press,  and  displayed 
in  the  firm's  shop  window,  and  they  now  understood  that 
the  Government  had  let  them  in,  and  that  they  had  sold 
something  that  they  were  not  entitled  to  sell.  He  sug- 
gested that  the  wliole  of  the  supply,  \Vhich  was  ^  ior 
bandages,  should  be  handed  over  to  the  local  hospital. 
The  Bench  thought  the  case  wonld  be  met  by  payment 
of  costs. 

Deficient    Wine  At   Richmond,    Surrey,  on  July  15, 

Parkes,  Chemists,  Ltd.,  Harwood  Street,  London,  N.W.I, 
were  summoned  for  selling  an  article  of  food,  Winox, 
which  was  not  of  the  nature,  substance  and  quality 
demanded,  and  for  unlawfully  giving  a  label  with  an 
article  of  food,  Winox,  which  falsely  described  the 
same.  Mr.  S.  C.  T.  Littlewood  appeared  for  the  defence. 
Winox,  Ltd.,  Richmond,  were  summoned  for  aiding  and 
abetting  Parkes,  Chemists,  Ltd.,  by  selling  Winox  whic'^h 
was  not  of  the  nature,  suhstance  and  quality  demanded, 
and  for  giving  with  the  said  article  a  lahel  which 
falsely  described  it.  Mr.  W^alter  Frampton,  barrister, 
appeared  for  the  defence.  Colonel  T.  R.  Ubsdell,  for 
the  Surrey  County  Council,  asked  that  the  case  against 
Messrs.  Parkes  might  be  withdrawn.  Mr.  Walter 
Frampton  accepted  the  warranty.  The  chairman  said 
the  Bench  would  proceed  with  all  the  summonses.  Mr. 
Frampton  having  pleaded  "  Guilty,"  Colonel  Ubsdell 
said  an  article  was  sold  which  did  not  contain  ingre- 
dients it  purported  to  do,  and  secondly  the  label  given 
■with  it  was  false.  Evidence  of  purchase  having  been 
given.  Mr.  Edward  Hinks,  B.Sc,  county  analyst,  said 
he  had  analysed  the  sample  of  Winox  sent  to  him,  and 
his  analysis' did  not  agree  with  that  on  the  bottle ;  _  it 
disagreed  in  several  important  respects,  particularly  with 
regard  to  the  compounds  of  nitrogen  and  phosphorus. 
According  to  the  statement  of  the  manufacturers,  there 
ought  to°be  three  times  the  nutritive  qualities  in  the 
wine  that  he  found.  Dr.  Gates,  medical  officer  for 
Surrey,  said  in  his  opinion,  from  the  point  of  view 
of  its  meat  value,  the  wine  was  practically  valueless. 
Mr.  Frampton  said  the  article  had  been  on  the  market 
for  many  years,  and  there  had  never  previously  been 
anv  complaint.      Time  after  time  tiie  wine  had  been 
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t€Sied  and  al'ways  found  correct.  His  clients  had  not 
the  fainiest  idea  bow  that  particular  -wine  came  to  he 
not  of  ihe  standai-d  claim e<i.  His  clients  had  com- 
mitted their  first  offence  dniing  rears  of  mannfactnring, 
and  it  -was  an.  accident  or  Recurrence  which  might 
happen  in  any  firm,  ho-svever  -well  regulated.  The  Bench 
imposed  a  fine  ci  £10- on  each  summons  against  Messrs. 
Wines,  with  £10  lOs.  costs,  and  agreed  to  the  with- 
drmral  of  the  summonses  against  Messrs.  Parkes. 

Dental  Surgeons'  Dispute  ^In  the  King"s  Bendi  Divi- 
sion of  the  High  Count,  London,  on  June  16  and  19..  Mr. 
Justice  Horridge  and  a  speci&l  jury  heard  an  action  in 
which  Mr.  Mervrn  Arihvu-  Holland.  L.D.S.,  Upper  Brook 
Street.  W..  claimed  from  Mi-.  Camei'on  Robertson 
Stewart,  L.D.S..  St.  Andrew's  Bead,  Surbiton,  damages 
for  alleged  fadse  representation  and  breach  oi  contract 
on  the  sale  oi  a  dental  surgeon's  practice.  Mr.  Stewart- 
denied  having  made  false  representation.  Mr.  Schiller, 
K.C..  and  Mr.  B,  J.  WiUis  appeared  for  the  plaintiff; 
ilr.  Croom-Johnson  was  for  the  defendant.  Mr.  Schiller 
said  thai  in  March  1923  Mr.  Stewart  desii'ed  to  dispose 
of  his  practice  in  Upper  Bsool;  &Te«.  Mr.  Holland  was 
introduced  to  hiin  by  bh  agency.  Mr.  Stewart  told  the 
plaintiff  thai  the  business  had  500  patients,  and  that  the 
gross  annual  income  averaged  about  £2.000.  An  inves- 
tigation of  the  defendant's  books,  said  c-ounsel.  showed 
that  on  the  face  of  it  the  practice  was  a  really  good  one. 
His  acc-ountant.  however,  drew  Mr.  Holland's  attention 
to  the  fact  that  in  the  years  1921  and  1922  the  practice 
had  fallen  off,  the  gross  takings  being  about  £1.600  and 
£1.000  respectively.  Mr...  Stewart  e:sp!ained  that  he  had 
been  unable  to  give  sufficient  tsme  and  attention  to  the 
business  in  those  years,  but  that  anyone  devoting  his 
whole  time  to  it  would  have  no  difficulty  in  bringing 
up  the-  income  to  the  total  he  had  given.  Mr.  Holland 
ultimately  agreed  to  bay  the  practice  for  £2,CC0.  Sub- 
sequently the  defendant  circularised  511  patients  selected 
from  his  books,  and  134  circulars  were  returned  from  the 
dead  l^er  office.  Mr.  Holland  gave  the  practice  fifteen 
months'  trial,  and  found  that  instead  of  producing  £2,C00, 
the  inc-ome  did  not  reacji  half  that  figure.  Some  of  the 
names  included  among  the  patients  were  those  <^  per- 
sons who  had  consulted  Mr.  Stewart  as  far  back  as 
1908.  and  had  consulted.  biTn  only  once.  A  number  of 
other  names  related  to  members  of  the  Canadian  Expedi- 
tionary Force  in  this  country  during  the  war.  Mr. 
Holland  gave  e^dence  confirming  counsel's  opening 
statement,  ilr.  Croom-Johnson.  in  opening  the  defence, 
said,  that  in  the  year  after  Mr.  Holland  took  over  Mr. 
Stewart's  praetice  he  made  £2,700  gross.  He  said  that 
only  about  £800  of  that  came  from  Mr.  Stewart's  connec- 
tion, and  tiat  he  (Mr.  Holland)  had  made  £1,000  in 
Harley  &re€t  dtiring  the  previous  year.  "Where  did  the 
remaining  £SCO  come  from?  'Die  evidence  showed 
plainly  that  Mr.  Holland  knew  that  the  practice  had 
dediaed  in  1^1  and  19^  Every  document  produced 
showed  what  sort  of  practice  Mr.  Stewart's  was.  Mr. 
Stewart"  honestly  thought  that  Mr.  Holland  could  make 
£2,000  a  year  out  of  the  practice.  Mr.  Stewart,  in  the 
wifeiess-box,  said  he  decided  to  sell  his  dental  practice 
becatise  he  found  he  was  unable  to  give  the  necessary 
time  to  it  owing  to  an  interest  he  had  acquired  in  a 
manufacturing  chemist's  business.  He  never  said' he  held 
the  goodwill  of  his  p^ients  to  such  an  extent  that  tiey 
would  return  if  -^e  practice  were  properly  looked  aft^. 
He  also  denied  that  he  ever  promised  to  send  out  circu- 
Jars  to  500  "  live  patsents.  A  turnover  oi  £2.CC0 
could-  be  done  by  a  man  who  would  give  his  time  and 
attention  to  the  business,  as  he  told  the^  plaintiff.  Eeply- 
ing-  to  Mr.  Schiller,  cross-examining,  Mr.  Stewart  agreed 
that  it  would  not  be  unfair  to  say  that  he  had  been 
rather  neglecting  his  practice  for  about  two  years  b^ore 
he  disposed  of  it.  In  1S22  there  was  actually  a  sligfat 
loss  on  me  practice  after  he  had  deducted  es|>enses.  The 
jury  said  that,  while  they  were  of  the  opinion  tliat  tie 
pra<s:ice  was  capable  of  producing  £2,C00  a  year,  they 
were  unable  to  agree  on  ihe  question  relating  to  the 
number  of  pasients.    They  were  accc.rdingly  discharged. 

An  Account  for  Showcards.— In  the  Mavor-"s  and  City 
of  London  Court,  recently.  Gibbs  k  Gibbs.  Ltd..  printers. 
Martin  Lane,  E.C.,  brought  an  action  against  iliddletoii 


&  Payne,  Ltd.,  New  Bond  Street,  "W.,  to  recovei'  tbe 
sum  of  .£41  5s.  8d.r  balance  of  an  account  totalling 
£141  5s.  8d..  for  4.500  showcards  advertising  Yelocinin. 
It  was  stated  for  the  plaintiffs  that  an  order  was  given 
in  January  by  Telocium,  Ltd.,  which  had  since  changed 
its  name  to  Middleton  &  Payne,  Ltd.  The  work  was 
done  and  1,000  cards  were  delivered.  In  March  Mr. 
Mason,  who  had  been  a  diiectot-  of  -Telocium,  Ltd., 
called  upon  Mr.  Freshwater,  a  director  of  the  plaintife, 
and  induced  him  to  accept  £100  in  settlement  of  the 
claim,  stating  that  Telocium,  Ltd.,  did  not  require 
delivery  of  the  remainder  of  the  showcards.  Snl»&- 
quently  Mr.  Freshwater  had  reason  tc^ieheve  that 
settlement  had  been  induced  by  misrepMentations.  ifr. 
Freshwater,  giving  evidence,  said  that  at  the  interview 
which  he  had  with  Mr.  Mason  the  latter  at  first  offered 
£50  in  settlement  of  the  account,  the  plaintiffs  to  main 
the  balance  of  the  showcards.  Witness  pointed  out  that 
they  were  more  than  useless,  as  he  would  have  to  pay 
to  have  them  carted  away.  Mr.  Mason  then  made  an 
offer  of  £75,  but  witness  refused  that.  Mr.  Mason  then 
intimated  that  if  witness  intended  to  press  for  the 
whole  amount  it  was  probable  that  the  plaintiffs  would 
get  nothing  at  all.  He  added  :  "'  You  know  what  limited 
companies  are,  and  the  power  held  by  debent-ore  holders. 
If  they  take~  action  you  will  get  nothing."  Witness 
thereupon  agreed  to  accept  the  £100  in  full  settlemenij 
believing  that  Telocium,  Ltd.,  was  in  an  unstable  finanv 
cial  position.  A  few  days  after,  witness  saw  a  large 
advertisement  in  a  morning  paper  regarding  the  product 
sold  by  the  defendants,  and  later  at  a  tube  station  saw 
a  poster  similarly  advertising  that  remedy.  He  gcA 
suspicious,  but  nevertheless  paid  in  a  cheque  for  £50, 
which  was  due  about  that  time.  It  was  afterwards 
discovered  that  there  were  no  debenture  holders  in 
Telocium,  Ltd.,  and  thereupon  a  demand  was  made  far 
the  balance  of  £41  5s.  8d.  The  defence  was  that  there 
had  been  accord  and  satisfaction,  and  that  the  plaintiffs, 
having  accepted  the  £100  in  full  settlement,  could  wife 
now  reopen  the  matter.  Evidence  was  given  by  Mr 
Joseph  Mason,  who  said  that  at  the  time  of  the  intov 
view  he  had  with  3Jr.  Freshwater  he  had  disposed  «f 
his  interests  in  Telocium,  Ltd..  and  he  told  Mr.  Fresh- 
water that  the  company  had  done  no  satisfactory 
btisiness,  the  whole  of  the  capital  having  been  spent  in 
injudicious  advertising.  He  also  told  him  that  of  the 
1,000  showcards  which  had  been  delivered  only  3C0  had 
been  used,  and  that  in  all  probability  the  reniaind« 
would  not  be  required.  There  was  a  discussion  as  to 
the  value  of  the  showcards  in  the  possession  of  the 
plaintiffs,  and  finally  Mi-.  Freshwater  said  they  might 
be  worth  £15  to  £20.  Then,  continued  witness,  Mr; 
Freshwater  suddenly  said  he  would  take  £100  in  settle- 
ment of  his  account  and  retain  the  balance  of  the  show- 
cards.  The  Becorder  said  he  had  to  decide  whether 
Mr.  Freshwater  entered  into  the  agreement  as  a  result 
of  certain  representations  which  it  was  alleged  were 
made  by  Mr.  Mason.  There  was  a  direct  conflict  of 
evidence  as  to  whether  or  not  reference  was  made  to 
debentures  at  the  meeting  described  in  the  evidence. 
He  was  sorry  to  say  that  he  did  not  believe  Mr.  ^Mason's 
story.  His  conclusion  was  that  at  the  time  the  alleged 
agreement  was  made  the  parties  were  not  ad  idem-,  and 
that  therefore  there  was  no  agreement  at  all.  He  gave 
judgment  for  the  plaintiffs  for  £25,  with  costs,  deducting 
the  sum  of  fel6  5s.  8d.  from  the  plaintiffs'  account," 
that  being  the  value  of  the  sho-n cards  printed  in  excess 
of  the  defendants"  order.  He  made  that  deduction 
because  he  was  not  satisfied  that  there  was  any  custom 
in  the  printing  trade  which  permitted  the  printer  to 
print  10  per  cent,  more  or  less  than  the  quantity  ordered.

The  balance-sheet  shows  that,  'after  deducting  deprecia- 
tion, land,  buildings,  plant  and  machinery  now  stands  at 
£1,699.232,  stocks  on  hand  at  £1,023.503.  debtors  at 
£468,120,  against  sundry  creditors  representing  £319,812, 
while  deducting  £980,136  payable  to  the  preference  share- 
holders nnder  the  scheme  of  reconstruction,  cash  and 
investments  now  appear  at  £2,078,052. 

TiLDESLEY,  Ltd.— A  statement  of  affairs  of  Tildesley, 
Ltd.  Middlesbrough,  chemists  and  opticians,  shsws 
ranking  liabilities  £1,297  Is.

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Mercuric  Chloride  Poisoning 

The  Lambeth  (London)  coroner  held  an  inquiry,  on 
July  15,  concerning  the  death  of  Emily  Florence  Farrer, 
Cook's  Road,  S.E.,  wife  of  a  dispatch  clerk.  The  widower 
stated  that  on  June  28  he  went  to  the  branch  shop  of 
Ascott's  Pharmacies,  Ltd.,  chemists,  in  Lucas  Road, 
Walworth,  and  purchased  two  worm  powders,  one  for  his 
wife,  and  the  other  for  their  daughter,  aged  five.  He 
identified  Mr.  Longstaff  in  court  as  the  person  who  served 
him.  His  wife  took  one  powder,  and  his  daughter  the 
other,  without  any  ill  effects.  On  June  30  his.  brother-in- 
law  went  to  the  shop  and  bought  two  more  powders.  His 
wife  took  the  one  for  an  adult  and  was  taken  ill  imme- 
diately. Witnesis  called  Dr.  Richardson,  who  sent  his 
wife  to  St.  Thomas's  Hospital,  where  she  arrived  thirty- 
five  minutes  after  taking  the  powder.  Witness  found 
the  child's  powder  on  the  mantelpiece,  and  took  it  to 
the  hospital.  He  now  recognised  the  wrapper.  Walter 
Senft,  the  brother-in-law,  proved  handing  the  powders  to 
hiis  sister.  Witness  saw  Mr.  Longstaff  go  to  the  side  of 
the  shop  and  take  a  bottle  from  an  open  shelf.  The  house 
physician  at  St.  Thomas's  Hospital  said  ithat  on  admis- 
sion Mrs.  Farrer  was  vomiting  and  rather  collapsed,  and 
complaining  of  constriction  of  the  throat  and  a  burning 
sensation  in  the  mouth.  She  told  him  about  the  worm 
powder,  and  he  was  handed  the  powder  intended  for  the 
child.  On  analysis  witness  found  that  it  contained  a  high 
percentage  of  mercury  perchloride.  Witness  communi- 
cated with  Scotland  Yard.  Mrs.  Farrer  died  on  July  10. 
Detective-Inspector  Albert  Markham  stated  that  on  July  3 
he  went  to  30  Lucas  Road,  Kennington,  where  he  saw 
Mr.  Longstaff,  and  showed  him  the  powder  that  had  been 
analysed,  telling  him  that  it  corntained  a  high  percentage 
of  percliloride  of  mercury.  He  went  to  a  shelf  and  pro- 
duced a  small  bottle  labelled  "  Hyd.  Subchloride,"  and 
said  he  dispensed  4  gr.  for  the  adult  and  2|  gr.  for  the 
child,  charging  l^d.  or  2d.  each  for  them.  Witness  asked 
him  whether  he  had  any  mercury  perchloride  in  stock, 
and  he  replied  that  he  did  not  know.  On  going  to  a 
poisons  cupboard  he  produced  a-  small  bottle  containing 
perchloride  of  mercury.  It  was  labelled  "  Poison."  The 
poisons  cupboard  was  in  a  little  room  just  beyond  the 
shelf.  Witness  gave  the  bottle  labelled  "  Hyd.  Sub- 
chloride  "  to  the  "medical  officer  of  health  for  analysis. 
On  July  4  witness  interviewed  Mrs.  Farrer  in  hospital. 
Mr.  Cyril  Dickenson,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  public  analyst  for 
Southwark,  said  the  bottle  containing  hyd.  subchlor.  com- 
pletely satisfied  the  requirements  of  the  B.P.,  and  would 
not  be  kept  as  a  poison.  It  was  used  for  worm  powders  : 
4  gr.  would  be  a  proper  dose  for  an  adult.  Perchloride 
was  mostly  used  for  antiseptic  purposes,  and  would  have 
to  be  kept  in  a  poisons  cupboard  :  4  gr.  would  be  a  very 
dangerous  dose,  and  yV  gr.  was  mentioned  in  tho  B.P. 
as  a  dose.  Answering  Mr.  Plummer,  who  appeared  for 
Ascott's  Pharmacies,  Ltd.,  witness  said  there  was  no 
perchloride  in  the  calomel  that  he  analysed. 

Director's  and  Manager's  Evidence 

Mr.  Bertram  Webster,  chemist  and  druggist.  Regent's 
Park  Road,  N.W.,  a  director  of  Ascott's  Pharmacies, 
Ltd.,  deposed  that  Mr.  Longstaff  had  been  sole  manager 
of  the  Lucas  Road  branch  for  seven  weeks.  He  came 
with  two  excellent  references  extending  over  eleven  years, 
and  witness  believed  he  was  ten  years  in  a  berth  before 
that.  Witness  had  seen  him  about  half  a  dozen  times, 
possibly  more,  during  the  seven  weeks.  He  was  always 
sober.  The  perchloride  was  kept  in  a  poisons  cupboard 
on  a  shelf  18  in.  from  the  floor,  and  was  labelled 
"  Poison  "  in  red  letters,  quite  distinctly.  The  bottle 
was  only  half  the  size  of  the  calomel  bottle,  and  the  cork 
was  covered  witli  washleather.  The  Coroner  :  What  did 
you  do  about  Mr.  Longstaff  after  this  incident  ? — I  told 
him  there  had  been  some  trouble,  and  he  said  he  could 
not  understand  it.  Did  you  ask  him  where  he  got  the 
perchloride  ? — No,  I  waited  for  the  police.  I  could  not 
do  anything.  What  did  you  do  afterwards  with  Long- 
staff? — He  was  not  there.  This  happened  during  the 
week  of  his  dismissal.  He  was  not  dismissed  for  this, 
but  was  under  notice  from  June  26.  The  Coroner 
(warmly)  :  It  would  save  a  lot  of  time  if  you  say  he  was 
dismissed.  Witness:  We  paid  him  a  week  in  aflvance 
without  knowing  anything  about  this.  Why  was  he 
under  notice?    (Witness  was  understood  to  say  that  Mr. 


Longstaff 's  figures  were  not  good  enough,  and  that  he 
was  to  have  left  on  Saturday,  July  10.)  The  Coroner; 
And  you  accelerated  his  departure  by  paying  him  a 
week's  wages  on  July  3? — Yes. 

Mr.  Edwin  Longstaff,  after  receiving  the  statutory, 
caution  from  the  coroner,  elected  to  give  evidence.  He 
said  he  was  fifty-six  years  of  age,  and  a  qualified 
chemist.  He  remembered  the  second  purchase  of  worm 
powders,  one  for  an  adult  and  the  other  for  a  child. 
He  made  up  calomel  powders,  having  got  the  bottle 
from  the  open  shelf  in  the  shop.  The  Coroner  :  How 
can  that  be  ?  There  can  only  be  one  explanatfon— that 
you  got  confused  in  your  mind.  Were  you  worried 
about  being  under  notice  and  having  no  other  situation 
to  go  to  ? — No,  I  have  another  situation.  Witness  added 
that  he  had  previously  dispensed  calomel  about  twice 
during  the  seven  weeks  he  had  been  there — in  prescrip- 
tions, he  thought.  He  had  not  dispensed  any  per- 
chloride in  solid,  but  he  had  in  liquid  form  several  times 
for  lotions.  He  kept  perchloride  in  the  poisons  cup- 
board in  solution.  He  had  dispensed  perchloride  for 
photography,  but  not  in  that  shop.  Further  questioned  by 
the  coroner,  witness  said  he  agreed  from  the  evidence 
that  he  had  dispensed  mercury  perchloride,  and  he  was 
sorz'y.  The  Coroner  :  I  think  you  must  have  mixed  up 
perchloride  and  subchloride  in  your  mind  and  automati- 
cally dispensed  the  poison. — I  cannot  understand  it  at 
all.  The  Coroner  :  Have  you  been  to  that  perchloride 
bottle  at  all  ? — No.  sir.  I  did  not  know  it  was  there 
until  the  inspector  came.  The  witness  added  that  he 
was  happy  at  home,  had  never  suffered  from  nervous 
diseases,  and  did  not  drink.  Charles  Dorrington,  errand 
boy,  said  he  was  in  the  shop  when  Senft  asked  for 
the  worm  powders,  and  he  saw  Mr.  Longstaff  take 
the  powder  from  the  shelf  in  the  shop. 

The  Summing  Up 

In  addressing  the  jury,  the  coroner  said  it  was  one 
of  the  most  baffling  cases  that  he  had  ever  had  to  deal 
with.  It  was  proved  beyond  doubt  that  Longstaff  pre- 
pai'ed  two  worm  powders  at  the'  requesit  of  Senft,  and  in 
his  and  Dorrington's  presence,  from  a  bottle  taken  from 
the  shelf  where  calomel  was  kept.  Longstaff  had  never 
dispensed  mercuric  chloride  in  solid  form,  and  did  not 
know  It  was  there,  but  it  was  found  in  the  poisons 
cupboard  in  a  small  bottle.  "  So  there  you  are,"  com- 
mented the  coroner.  "  You  are  faced  with  an  insoluble 
puzzle.  Longstaff  must  have  dispensed  this  powder  in 
excessive  doses,  and  if  Senft  and  the  shop  boy  had 
not  made  a  mistake  he  must  have  had  the  perchloride 
bottle  on  the  shelf  and  made  up  the  powders  from  it. 
Longstaff  does  not  help  us  at  all,  but  the  conclusion 
is  irresistible  that  somehow  or  other  and  for  some  reason 
he  had  taken  the  perchloride  out  of  the  poisons  cup- 
board and  placed  it  in  the  place  of  or  alongside  the 
calomel  bottle.  How  otherwise  oan  you  explain  this 
accident,  this  deplorable  disaster  ?  I  can  only  suggest 
that  in  some  curious  mental  condition,  some  condition 
of  mental  instability,  or  confusion  of  thought,  this  man 
put  the  perchloride  on  the  shelf  in  the  shop,  but  why 
he  should  have  done  so  I  cannot  imagine.  It  is  the 
only  way  in  which  you  can  explain  it.  I  venture  to 
suggest  that  he  put  the  wrong  bottle  on  the  shelf, 
and  the  calomel  bottle  in  the  poisons  cupboard.  He 
denies  that  he  had  had  the  solid  perchloride  out  of 
the  cupboard  at  all,  but  does  he  offer  any  explanation  ? 
It  is  a  very  serious  case,  because  chemists  are  supposed 
not  to  be  careless.  I  do  not  know  what,  conclusion 
you  will  come  to,  but  if  the  carelessness  is  gross  and 
causes  death  you  might  return  a  verdict  of  man- 
slaughter, but  if  it  was  not  gross  then  it  would  not 
necessarily  be  manslaughter.  If  Longstaff  had  said  he 
was  worried,  and  he  was  sorry  he  had  made  a  mistake 
and  placed  the  perchloride  bottle  on  the  shelf  instead 
of  the  one  containing  calomel,  it  would  have  been 
different.  If  he  felt  he  was  not  well,  that  his  mind 
was  not  clear,  and  that  his  mental  condition  was  con- 
fused, and  perhaps  that  he  was  worried,  he  ought  to 
have  gone  sick  and  seen  a  doctor.  It  is  a  complete 
puzzle  that  you  have  to  decide,  and  you  must  do  your 
best."  The  court  was  cleared  of  all  but  the  jury, 
who  after  some  minutes'  deliberation  returned  a  verdict 
of  "  Civil  negligence  "  against  Mr.  Longstaff.

Council  Meeting 

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Phai- ma  cent -leal 
Society  of  i^orthern  Ireland  was  held  on  July  16  in  the 
Society's  new  neadquart'ers,  Scottish  Pxov.ident  Buildings, 
Belfast,  the  President  (iMr.  Horatio  Todd,  JjP.)  in  the 
ohair  There  were  also  present  Messrs.  Fred  Storey, 
H  Pring,  J.P.,  O.B.E.,  A.  C.  McBride,  J.P.,  F.  T. 
Smith,  J^P.,  J.  EX  O'Neill,  J.P.,  H.  Lancashire,  J. P., 
S  S  Badger,  J.P.,  J.  E.  Connor,  J.P..  S.  Suffern,  A. 
Wilson,  W.  J.  Hardy,  J.  Moffet,  J.  C.  Culbert,  J. 
Dundee,  Dr.  S.  E.  A.  "Acheson,  and  Dr.  V.  Fielden,  Mr. 
D.  L.  Kirkpatrick  (secr-etai-y),  and  Mr.  W.  D.  L.  Greer 
(registrar). 

Law  Committee 

Certain  firmis  having  applied  for  licences  to  sell  agri- 
cultural and  norticultural  poisonous  substances,  the  secre- 
tary was  instructed  to  oppose  the  applications. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  :  "  That  the  Pre- 
sident or  Vice-President  of  the  Society,  or,  in  their 
absence,  a  member  of  Council,  when  present  at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  shall  preside  thereat,  and 
all  examinaitiorts  shall  bo  open  to  mombors  of  the  Council." 
It  was  proposed,  as  a  recommendation  to  the  Council,  that 
chemists  and  druggists  and  registered  druggists  recently 
qualified  as  phaj-maceutical  chemists  pay  an  add  tional 
licence  fee  of  lOs.  6d.  for  the  lemainder  of  the  present 
year,,  and  also  a  fee  of  5s.  to  register  as  pharmaceutical 
chemists.  It  was  suggested  that  a  charge  of  3s.  b?  made 
for  the  complete  set  of  e.xamination  papers,  and  a  fee  of 
2s.  for  Parts  I  to  IV.  Arising  out  of  the  above,  the  Secre- 
tary read  the  following  letter  from  Mr,  J.  M.  Hamill, 
legal  adviser  to  the  Society  : — 

-By  Section  3  (1)  (g)  the  Council  is  given  power  to  make 
regulations  with  respect  to  the  fees  to  be  charged  for  .  .  .  . 
registration  under  this  Act.  A  Regulation  has  already  been 
•made  under  which  the  pharmaceutical  chemists  are  to  pay 
£3  3s.'  per  annum  and  registered  druggists  and  chemists 
and  druggists  £2  23.  per  annum.  So  far  as  the  Act  and  the 
Regulation  go,  I  do  not  see  that  it  is  possible  where  a  drug- 
gist qualifies  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  to  give  him  credit 
for  the  £2  23.  which  he  has  already  paid,  and  in  my  opinion 
he  must  pay  the  full  £3  3s.  until  a  regulation  to  the  contrary 
is  made.  In  the  same  way  I  consider  that  under  Section  7 
(1)  a  further  registration  "fee  of  5s.  is  payable  by  a  person 
who  qualifies  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist. 

The  Registrar  said  that  the  Home  Office  legal  adviser 
took  the  same  view  in  the  absence  of  any  regulations  to 
the  contrary.  Considerable  discussion  ensued,  and  it  was 
eventually  resolved,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Storey, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Hardy,  that  chemists  and  druggists  and 
registered  druggists  who  have  taken  out  licences  as  such, 
and  have  qualified  as  pharmaceutical  chemists  at  the 
examinations  held  by  the  Society  in  June  and  July, 
shall  'be  entitled  to  obtain  the  licence  of  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  ou  nayment  of  a  fee  of  10s.  6d.,  the  licence  to 
entitle  them  to  practise  as  pharmaceutical  chemists  until 
December  31,  1926.  The  President  stated  that  the  resolu- 
tion vTOuld  be  forwarded  to  the  Home  Office. 

The  Recent  Examination 

The  Secretary  read  the  report  from  the  Board  of 
Examiners  and  the  Special  Board  of  Examiners  on  the 
recent  examinations,  and  presented  the  results.  The 
report  and  results  have  already  been  published.  In 
reply  to  Mr.  Hardy,  the  Secretary  said  the  results  in 
the  ordinary  examinations  had  not  been  put  in  order 
of  merit.  Mr.  W.  J.  Busby,  jun.,  was  first  on  the 
list  in  Part  IV,  Mr.  C.  W.  Musgrave  second,  and  ;Miss 
Smiley  third  (C.  <£•  D.,  July  10,  p.  40). 

Mr.  McBride  said  they  should  express  appreciation 
of  the  ^ay  the  examinations  were  conducted. 

Mr.  Storey  moved  that  the  thanks  of  the  Council  be 
sent  to  the  Chairman  and  Committee  of  the  College  of 
Technology,  and  to  the  staff  for  their  assistance,  espe- 
cially Professor  Wren. 

Mr.  Hardy  seconded  the  motion,  which  v>-as  passed 
unanimously. 


The  President  read  a  letter  from  Professor  Wren,  of 
the  College  of  Technology,  expressing  his  sincere  thanks 
to  the  members  of  the  Society  who  helped  during  the 
recent  examinations  by  the  loan  of  apparatus  ;  also  to  Mr. 
Kirkpatrick  for  making  himself  responsible  for  its 
collection. 

The  President  congratulated  Messrs.  Smith  and  Moffet, 
members  of  the  Council,  on  their  fuccess  at  the  examina- 
tion, and  said  they  were  now  pharmaceutical  chemists. 
Mr.  Smith  was  now  a  registered  druggist,  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  and  a  dentist. 

The  Library 

The  Secretary  announced  that  Professor  Small  had  pre- 
sented his  book  to  the  Society.  The  President  had  also 
written  that  as  a  nucleus  to  forming  a  library  for  the 
Society  he  would  present  six  volumes  of  Dale's  "  Modern 
Chemistry."  He  trusted  in  a  short  time  they  would 
have  a  library  worthy  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Storey  said  he  would  present  two  volumes  of 
Muspratt's  "  Chemistry." 

Mr.  McBride  asked  had  they  any  place  to  put  the 
library  when  it  was  formed  ? 

The  President  said  the  furnishing  of  the  rooms  had 
been  left  to  the  Vice-President  and  himself. 

Mi".  McBride  suggested  that  the  picture  of  the  Pre- 
sident should  be  hung  in  the  rooms,  together  with  a 
photograph  of  the  first  Council. 

Mr.  Hardy  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  passed. 

The  New  Certificate 

The  President  submitted  a  specimen  of  the  diploma 
to  be  awarded  licentiates,  and  the  secretary  submitted 
a  copy  of  the  proposed  seal  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Storey  moved  :  "  That  ari'angements  be  made 
whereby  the  certificate  of  pharmaceutical  chemist  of 
Northern  Ireland  be  given  to  each  pharmaceutical 
chemist  on  the  Register  of  Northern  Ireland."  Mr. 
Storey  said  that,  although  they  prized  the  certificate 
from  Dublin,  they  would  like  to  have  the  Northern 
certificate.  The  wording  would  have  to  be  carefully 
gone  into,  but  he  did  not  think  there  would  be  any 
difficulty.  They  could  send  the  matter  to  a  committee 
and  the  legal  adviser.  The  recipients  would  have,  of 
course,  to  pay  a  fee  for  it  to  defray  the  cost. 

Mr.  Smith  seconded  the  motion.  The  resolution  was 
passed  and  the  matter  referred  to  the  Law  Committee 
to  go  into  its  legality  and  the  wording. 

Mr.  Storey  next  moved  that  a  presidential  badge 
and  chain  of  ofRce  be  obtained.  He  said  the  Dublin 
and  other  societies  had  a  badge.  It  had  been  suggested 
each  link  of  the  chain  should  bear  the  name  of  each 
succeeding  President. 

Mr.  Connor,  seconding  the  resolution,  said  that  each 
President  should  be  provided  with  a  repli.-a  of  the 
badge,  as  was  done  in  Dublin. 

The  President  said  that  would  require  a  notice  of 
motion. 

The  resolution  was  passed,  and  the  matter  was 
referred  to  the  General  Purposes  Committee  to  arrange. 

The  Se.\l  of  the  Society 

Arising  out  of  a  request  from  a  pharmaceutical  chemist 
for  a  copy  of  the  seal  of  the  Society  to  put  on  his 
stationery, 

The  President  said  there  was  -i  legal  question  involved 
as  to  whether  outsiders  could  use  the  seal  of  the 
Society.  It  had  been  done  in  England,  he  believed, 
but  it  should  not  be  done.  The  matter  was  referred 
to  the  Law  Committee. 

Question  of  Reciprocity 

The  secretary  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  W.  Honneynian, 
applying  for  registration  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist 
in  Northern  Ireland,  under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act  (N.I.),  1925.  He  has  been  domiciled  in  Northern 
Ireland  for  six  and  a  half  years,  and  holds  the  Major 
diploma  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain, 
and  is  a  member  of  that  Society. 

Mr.  H.\Ri>Y  proposed  that  the  matter  be  referred  to 
the  Law  Committee.   The  question  of  reciprocity  came  in.

The  President  said  they  had  power  to  giant  the 
request,  but  wliether  they  should  do  so  was  a  matter 
that  required  consideration.  After  further  discussion 
Mr.  Hardy's  resolution  was  agread  to. 

Sale  of  Hohticultubal  Poisons 

The  secretary  made  a  statement  on  the  subject  of 
licences  for  the  sale  of  agricultural  and  horticultural 
poisons.  He  said  they  were  opposing  all  applications 
for  these  licences  from  outsiders.  In  Downpatrick  hard- 
ware men  and  grocers  were  continuing  to  sell  these 
poisons.  They  were  applying  for  licences,  those  they 
had  having  been  withdrawn. 

Mr.  Hardy  asked  was  it  not  for  the  Home  Office  to 
take  the  initiative.  He  thought  the  Law  Committee 
should  go  into  the  whole  matter,  and  that  steps  should 
be  taken  to  have  the  law  obeyed. 

The  Secretary  said  that  at  Downpatrick  Urban 
Council  the  clerk  told  the  Council  he  would  ascertain 
the  practice  in  other  districts  as  to  the  administration 
of  tlie  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1925. 

Several  members  urged  the  necessity  for  seeing  that 
the  law  as  to  the  sale  of  these  poisons  was  carried  out, 
and  in  the  end  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Law 
Committee. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Culbert,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Badger,  there  were  forty-nine  pharmaceutical  chemists 
nominated  for  membership  and  five  registered  druggists 
as  associates. 

Mr.  Hardy  asked  how  the  newly  passed  pharmaceu- 
tical chemists  stood  in  the  matter  of  elections. 

The  Secretary  said  that  if  they  were  on  the  register 
before  that  day  month  they  would  be  all  right.  He 
automatically  transferred  druggists  who  passed  to  the 
pharmaceutical  chemists'  section.  A  discussion  arose  as 
to  the  advisability  of  holding  a  meeting  in  August, 
owing  to  the  holiday  season. 

Mr.  Hardy  said  that  there  were  important  matters  to 
come  up  on  the  reports  of  the  committees  in  August, 
and  he  thought  they  should  meet  as  usual.  This  was 
agreed  to. 


Dangerous  Drugs  Acts 

The  following  letter,  dated  July  15,  has  been  sent  by  the 
secretary  ol  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
to  t'hie  Under-Secretary  at  the  Home  Office  : — 

I  am  directed  by  the  Council  of  the  Society  to  refer  to 
your  Letter  of  June  5,  enclosing  copies  of  draft  amending 
Regulations  proposed  to  be  made  under  Section  7  of  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920,  and  to  the  recent  semi-official 
discussion  upon  those  Regulations.  The  Council  wish,  in 
the  first  place,  to  e.xpress  their  regT€t  that  the  Ho-ne 
Seci'etary  did  not  &ee  fit  to  permit  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  to  offer  their  observations  upon 
the  Regulations  before  they  were  made  p-ublic.  The 
Council  realise  that  by  publication  in  draft  an  opportunity 
is  given  for  representations  to  be  made,  but  they  feel  tliat 
when  regulations  directly  affecting  pharmacists  are  under 
consideration  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  a.s  the  statutory 
body  responsible  for  tlie  administration  of  the  Pharmacy 
Acts,  may  reasonably  expect  to  be  permitted  to  offer  its 
observations  before  such  Regulations  have  reached  the 
stage  of  publication. 

Upon  the  details  of  the  proposed  Regulations  I  am 
directed  to  submit  the  following  observations  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Home  Soo'etary. 

Ifcgulatian  1  [1).  The  Council  appreciate  that  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  strict  administration  of  the  Danger- 
ous Drugs  Acts  the  present  wording  of  Regulation  5  of  the 
principal  Regulations  may  be  unsatiafactory,  since  it  per- 
mits the  prescribing  of  certain  proprietary  preparations 
which  are  dangerous  drugs  without  an  indication  upon  the 
prescription  of  the  proportion  of  alkaloid  or  other  active 
ingredient  present.  They  submit,  however,  that  it  can- 
not be  said  that  in  practice  there  has.  been  any  abuse  of 
the  drugs  in  consequence,  and  they  fail  to  see  that  the 
propased  amendment  will  have  any  effect  in  furthering 
the  objects  for  which  the  dangerousi  drugs  legislation  was 
originally  introduced.  It  appears  to  the  Council  that  its 
only  effects  will  be  to  place  considerable  difficulties  in  the 
way  of  prescribers  and  to  inform  patients  that  a  habit- 
forming  drug  is  being  administered  to  them.    The  Council 


note  that  while  special  provision  has  been  made  for  pre- 
parations contaijied  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  British 
Pharmaceutical  Codex  and  Drug  Tariff,  no  provision  has 
been  made  for  preparations  contained  in  the  formularies 
of  hospitals  or  in  the  formularies  or  pharmacopoeias  pre- 
pared by_  local  Insurance  Committees  for  the  purposes  of 
the  National  Health  Insurance  Act.  These  preparations 
are  regularly  prescribed  by  the  name  under  which  they 
appear  in  such  formularies. 

Regulation  1  [2).  It  is  suggested  that  the  deletion  of 
the  words  "  when  required  "  will  remove  the  possibility 
of  the  regulation  being  interpreted  to  mean  that  a  danger- 
ous drug  is  only  to  be  prescribed  at  the  particular  time 
when  it  is  required  for  use. 

Regulations  2  and  4.  The  Council  will  be  glad  to  receive 
an  assurance  that  provision  will  b©  made  for  exempting 
a  pharmacist  from  liability  to  conviction  for  supplying  an 
unauthorised  person  if  he  pi-oves  that  he  was  unaware, 
and  had  nO'  reasonable  means  of  ascertaining,  that  the 
person  in  question  was  unauthorised  by  virtue  of  the  pro- 
visions of  either  of  these  Regulations.  The  Council  are 
particularly  concerned  with  the  difficulty  which  pharma- 
cists will  have  in  ascertaining  that  the  right  of  a 
physiciau  to  prescribe  dangerous  drugs  has  been  with- 
drawn. 

Regulation  7.  Upon  this  Regulation  the  Council  feel 
it  necessary  to  express  again  what  has  always  been  the 
contention  of  the  Society  and  what  is  the  foundation  of 
poisons  legislation  in  Great  Britain,  namely,  that  in  the 
distribution  of  poisons  the  real  protection  of  the  public 
lies  in  the  education,  training  and  examination  of  the 
vendor  rather  than  in  mechanical  safeguards.  Provision 
for  the  regulation  of  the  keeping  of  ipoisons  is  made  by 
the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868,  and  the  Council  are  of  oipinion 
that  any  additional  Regulations  which  may  be  considered 
necessary  for  the  storage  of  dangerous  drugs  should  be 
made  under  Section  1  of  this  Act.  In  anticipation  that 
this  view  will  be  shared  by  the  Home  Secretary,  the 
Comicil  have  appointed  representatives  to  confer  with 
representatives  of  the  Home  Office  upon  the  drafting  of 
an  amendment  to  the  present  Regulations  governing  the 
keeping,  dispensing  and  selling  of  poisons.  I  am  directed 
to  e.xpress  the  hope  that  this  proposal  for  carrying  out 
the  intention  of  Regulation  7  will  be  acceptable,  and  to 
suggest  that,  in  the  event  of  the  proposed  conference 
being  arranged,  an  invitation  be  extended  to  the  Privy 
Council  Office  to  be  represented. 

The  Council  also  trust  that  it  may  be  found  possible 
at  an  early  date  to  consolidate  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Regulations  into  one  nublication.  The  difficulties  and 
inconveniences  which  have  arisen  through  supplementary 
Regulations  having  been  published  separately  from  time 
to  time  do  not  need  to  be  emphasised.

(2)  In  regard  to  the  procedure  for  tbe  modification  or 
extension  of  the  Schedule  of  Poisons  to  which  the  Acts 
apply.

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Local  Reports 

Blackburn. — Tlie  Insurance  Committee  lias  appointed 
Drs.  J.  T,  T.  Ramsay,  Reid,  and  Harrison,  and  Messrs. 
Grimshaw,  Gifford,  and  Lightbown  (chemists)  to  revise 
the  local  pharmacopoeia.  During  May  23,890  prescriptions 
were  dispensed  in  the  Blackburn  area,  at  a  total  cost  of 
£870  (ingredients  £422,  dispensing  fees  £448).  The 
average  cost  per  script  was  8.7d.  Tlhe  Pharmac«utical 
Service  Subcommittee  reported  on  an  investigation  of 
alleged  wrongful  dispensing  of  a  prescription  through  the 
chemist's  assistant  misreading  the  doctor's  handwriting. 
The  prescription  was  for  mist,  tonic  aperiens,  and  mist, 
ferri  aperiens  was  dispensed,  owing,  it  was  stated,  to 
the  doctor's  handwriting  being  illegible.  The  majority  of 
the  Subcommittee,  after  inspecting  the  prescription,  held 
that  the  handwriting  could  be  read  as  mist,  ferri  aperiens, 
and  decided  to  recommend  the  Committee  to  take  no 
further  action  in  the  matter.  Mr.  W.  Hayhurst  asked 
how  far  was  a  chemist's  assistant  justified  in  dispensing 
medicine  without  this  being  cbex>ked  by  a  qualified  man. 
In  the  course  of  a  discussion  Councillor  W.  H.  Grimshaw 
(chemist)  said  in  his  opinion  there  was  no  doubt  a<s  to 
the  duty  of  a  chemist.  In  all  cases  medicine  must  be 
checked  before  being  sent  out,  whether  the  medicine  con- 
tained poison  or  not.  It  was  an  important  part  of  a 
chemist's  training.  Mr.  R.  Lord  Gifford,  J.P.,  supported 
Mr.  Grimshaw's  view.  The  Committee  decided  to  report 
the  facts  to  the  Minister  of  Health. 

Denbighshire — During  1925,  164,278  prescriptions  were 
dispensed,  at  a  cost  of  £5,789  2s.,  the  average  cost  per 
prescription  being  8.47d.  During  the  five  years  1921-1925 
the  low&st  average  cost  was  in  1923,  when  it  was  8.33d. 
Througlhout  Wales  last  year  the  prescriptions  dispensed 
numbered  2,263,582,  at  a  cost  of  £79,927  Is.  Id. 

Isle  of  Wight. — ^It  was  reported  at  the  quarterly  meet- 
iug  of  the  Insurance  Commititee,  held  on  July  16,  that 
payments  to  doctors  amounted  to  £2,954  16s.  and 
£243  15s.  on  account  of  mileage,  and  £1,121  9s.  6d.  to 
cihemists.  It  was  decided  to  give  a  donation  of  £100 
to  the  Royal  I.W.  County  Ho;^pital,  Ryde.  in  considera- 
tion of  treatment  received  by  insured  persons  over  a 
period  of  twelve  years.  The  Panel  Committee  has 
rescinded  their  resolution  of  protest  against  insurance 
practitioners  vrriting  prescriptions  for  analysis. 

Rutland. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee, 
on  July  15,  it  was  reported  that  the  cost  of  prescriptions 
for  February,  March  and  April  averaged  6.9d.  per  head, 
against  8d.  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year. 
From  1916  to  1926  the  number  of  prescriptions  issued  had 
increased  by  over  50  per  cent.,  and  the  number  for  1925 
constituted  a  record.  For  that  year  the  prescriptions 
numbered  6,069,  an  increase  over  1924  of  62.  and  over 
1916  of  more  than  2,000. 

Walsall — ^During  1925  there  were  37,944  panel  patients 
in  the  area,  for  whom  176,922  prescriptions  were  dis- 
pensed, at  a  cost  of  £2,501  14s.  8d.  for  ingredients  and 
£3,383  7s.  5d.  for  dis;pensing  fees. 

West  Ham.— A  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
was  held  on  July  12,  wlien  the  Pharm.aceutical  Service 
Subcommittee  reported  that  they  had  investigated  two 
oases  of  inaccuracy  by  chemists  in  dispensing  prescrip- 
tions, and  after  hearing  the  explanations  cf  the  con- 
tractors they  recommended,  in  the  first  instance,  that  the 
contractor  be  cautioned  against  a  repetition  of  such  in- 
accuracies,  and,  in  the  second  insitance,  the  deficiencies 
and  excesses  were  not  sufficiently  serious  to  justify 
action.  The  analyst's  report  on  two  other  drug  tests 
showed  that  these  samples  were  accurately  di.spensed. 

Westmorland.— At  the  July  meeting  of  the  Insurance 
Committee  it  was  reported  that  three  samples  of  drugs 
had  been  taken  for  testing  purposes,  two  of  which  were 
unsatisfactory  and  the  third  faulty!  The  chemist  con- 
cerned with  the  latter  came  l>6fore  the  Committee  and 
said  that  the  mixture  had  contained  more  acid  sulph.  dil. 
than  it  should  have  contained.      His  explanation  was 


that  the  assistant  had  prepared  the  ingredient  from  tha 
1898  I'harmacopceia  instead  of  from  the  1914  Pharma- 
copa?ia,  the  one  being  stronger  tlian  the  other.  Tha 
Committee  accepted  the  explanation,  and  the  case  was 
dismissed  with  a  caution. 

Worcestershire — A  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee was  held  on  July  3,  when  prescription  statistics 
presented  for  the  quarter  showed  a  total  cost  of 
£3,825  7s.  Id.,  compared  with  £3,296  18s.  6d.  in  the 
previous  quarter  and  £3,850  5s.  6d.  in  the  corresponding 
quarter,  1925.  The  number  of  prescriptions  were  109,560, 
against  94,783  and  115,501,  and  the  number  of  persons 
85,604.  against  84,964  and  82,265.  The  average  cost  was 
8.4d.,  against  8.3d.  and  8.0d.,  per  insured  person. 


SCOTLAND 

Dundee — It  was  recently  reiported  to  the  Medical 
Benefit  Subcommittee  that  in  the  cases  of  four  practi- 
tioners the  frequency  and  cost  of  prescribing  were,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Panel  Committee,  more  than  was 
reasonably  necessary.  It  was  recommended  tihat  the  fol- 
lowing sums  be  recovered  from  the  practitioners  con- 
cerned:— £49,  £1  17s.  6d.,  £2  2s.,  and  £18. 

Elgin. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Moray  and  Nairn  Insui'- 
anoe  Committee,  held  on  July  7,  the  clerk  reported  that 
the  Central  Ohecking  Bureau  had  drawn  attention  to 
the  excessive  prescriptions  of  a  doctor  in  the  area.  For 
one  person  this  doctor's  prescriptions  had  "been  :— 
January,  £5  4s.  Igd. ;  February,  £6  7s.  6d. ;  and  March, 
£9  13s.  O^d.  A  doctor  on  the  Committee  explained  that 
the  patient  suffered  from  cancer  and  that  morphine  had 
been  used  to  ease  the  pain.  This  statement  was 
accepted.  During  last  year  the  cost  per  panel  ipatient 
was  Is.  7d.  The  sums  paid  to  chemists  during  the  first 
quai'ter  of  the  year  were  (January)  £129,  (February) 
£116  8s.  5d.,  and  (March)  £127  10s.  Id. 

Ross  and  Cromarty. — ^A  report  to  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee states  that  last  quarter  3,055  prescriptions  were 
dispensed,  at  a  cost  of  £184  13s.  10^-d.,  an  average  od 
11.27d.  per  prescription. 


Westminster  Wisdom 

Notes  on  Parliamentary  Matters 

Narcotic  Drugs  m  India 

Replying  to  a  question  in  the  House  of  Comm.ons,  on 
July  19,  the  Under-Secretary  of  State  for  India  etated 
that  in  th*  four  years  to  October  1925  there  had  been 
manufactured  in  India  730  lb.  of  refined  morphine  hydro- 
chloride. 6,050  lb.  of  crude  morphine  hydrochloride, 
and  14  lb.  of  morphine  acetate.  In  the  five  years 
to  October  1925,  50  lb.  of  refined  and  100  ib.  of  crude 
codeine  had  'been  manufactured.  On  the  same  day  the 
Under-Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department  stated 
that  116,000  lb.  of  raw  opium  was  inroorted  from  India 
in  1925,  and  16,000  lib  exported.  The  Indian  opium 
retained  in  this  country  is  us>ed  (for  the  manufacture  of 
morphine  and  other  drugs  and  medicinal  preparations. 

Patents  in  Irish  Free  State 
Sir  W.  Davison  asked  the  Secretary  for  Dominion 
Affairs  whether  his  attention  had  been  called  to  the 
recent  decision  in  the  High  Court  of  the  Irish  Free 
State  in  Dublin,  which  laid  down  that  British  patent 
nights  were  no  longer  valid  in  the  Irish  Free  State;  and, 
in  view  of  the  concern  occasioned  to  the  holders  of 
British  patents,  what  action  the  British  Government  were 
taking. 

Mr.  Ormsby-Gore :  His  Majesty's  Government  have 
been  in  communication  with  the  Government  of  the  Irish 
Free  State  in  tliis  matter,  and  they  are  inform.ed  by  them 
that  notice  of  appeal  against  the  judgment  in  question 
ihas  been  entered,  but  that  it  is  doubtful  whether  it  will 
be  possible  for  the  appeal  to  be  heard  before  the 
autumn.  His  Majesty's  G-overnment  are  further  informed 
that  the  Ministei'  for  Commerce  and  Industry  intj^oduced 
yesterday  into  the  Dail  a  Bill  declaring  the  validity  in 
the  Irish  Free  State  of  all  patents  registered  in  tha 
Patent  Office,  London,  prior  to  December  7,  1921. 
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Photographic  Sensitivity 

In  a  review  of  developments  enhancing  the  sensitivity 
of  the  photographic  plate  since  the  dag-uerrotype  process 
(Communication  No.  262,  Research  Laboratory  of  the 
Eastman  Kodak  Co.),  Dr.  C.  E.  K.  Mees,  director, 
recalls  that  Draper,  in  1841,  enunciated  the  doctrine  that 
"  the  chemical  action  produced  by  the  rays  of  light 
depends  upon  the  absorption  of  these  rays  by  sensitive 
bodies,"  which  conclusions  were  confirmed  later  by 
Abney  and  Eder,  who  found  that  the  visible  absorption 
of  silver  bromide  was  changed  by  "ripening,"  whereby 
its  spectral  sensitiveness  extended  into  the  red  or  even 
inifra-red  regions  of  the  spectrum.  Wilsey  showed,  in 
1925,  that  iodine  enters  into  the  cubic  lattice  of  crystals 
which  have  the  structure  of  silver  bromide  when  bromide 
;and  iodide  of  silver  are  precipitated  together.  These 
precipitates  are  much  deeper  in  colour  than  the  pure 
iodide,  and  there  is  a  considerable  extension  in  colour 
sensitivity  into  the  green  region  of  the  spectrum.  The 
absorption,  by  gelatin  becomes'  important  in  ultra-violet 
photography,  as  this  has  a  -strong  absorption  below 
a280,  and  all  radiation  of  A.200  is  not  effective  even  in 
very  thin  layers.  Schumann  made  plates  sensitive  to 
very  short  waves  in  the  extreme  ultra-violet  by  using 
only  a  trace  of  gelatin  to  bind  together  the  particles 
of  silver  bromide,  but  these  are  difficult  to  make  and 
accordingly  expensive.  The  method  of  Duclaux  and 
Jeantet  (1921)  of  bathing  photographic  plates  with 
fluorescent  materials  (such  as  mineral  oils)  has  been 
applied  with  success  in  the  last  few  years  by  Lyman. 
A  satisfactory  procedure  is  to  coat  the  plate  with  a 
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thin  layer  of  liquid  paraffin,  and,  after  exposure,  remove 
excess  thereof  by  means  of  an  acetone  bath,  care  being 
taken  to  allow  sufficient  time  for  this.  Waterhouse 
found  that  eosin  sensitised  collodion  plates.  Clayton 
and  Tailfer  applied  this  dye  to  gelatin  emulsions  and 
invented  "  isochromatic  "  plates,  for  which  they  obtained 
a  patent  in  England  and  France.  These  for  many  years 
■were  the  only  colour-sensitive  plates  used  generally  by 
photographers.  At  the  present  time  erythrosin  is  used 
almost  exclusively  for  the  preparation  of  isochromatic 
or  orthochromatic  plates,  this  being  the  most  powerful 
sensitiser  available  for  the  green  region  of  the  spectrum 
jffith  a  maximum  at  A565  and  a  sharp  minimum  at 
A500.  A  new  period  in  the  development  of  photo- 
graphic sensitivity  arose  from  the  discovery  by  Miethe 
and  Traube  (1902)  of  the  sensitising  power  of  ethyl  red. 
By  1904  the  Hoechst  dyeworks  Jiad  marketed  the 
isocyanine  dyes  orthochrome  T,  pinaverdol,  and  pina- 
chrome,  which  sensitised  as  far  into  the  red  as  A  650, 
but  these  are  essentially  sensitisers  for  green  and  orange. 
A  true  sensitiser  for  red  (to  A  720)  was  not  discovered 
until  Hi  molka  made  pinacyanol  (1906).  The  extension 
of  colour  sensitivity  as  a  result  of  the  introduction  of 
these  new  dyes  (made  from  quinaldine  ethiodide  and 
quinoline  ethiodide)  was  of  the  greatest  importance  in 
practical  photography,  and  they  were  adopted  widely  in 
commercial  photography.  Modern  panchromatic  films 
enable  expoisures  of  -gnth  of  a  second  to  be  given  through 
tricolor  red  and  green  filters  at  apertures  as  low  as 
//4.5.  Dicyanine,  which  is  unsatisfactory  in  use,  repre- 
sented the  limit  (at  A  710)  until  the  discovery  of  krypto- 
cyanine  by  Adams  and  Haller  (1919),  who  condensed 
lepidene  in  the  presence  of  formaldehyde.  This  sensi- 
tises powerfully  to  A  800,  whilst  neocyanine  (a  less 
soluble  type,  obtained  by  H.  T.  Clarke  in  1925,  during 
the  kryptocyanine  reaction)  reaches  to  A  900  with  quite 


a  short  exposure  and  is  hypersensitised  with  ammonia, 
which  makes  it  .  easy  to  photograph  A  1,000  {See 
C.  Jb  D.,  June  26,  p.  871).  The  illusitraition  reiproduced 
sums  up  progress  in  spectral  sensitivity  up  to  date. 
Krypitocyaniine  has  been  applied  to  the  production  of 
"  night  photographs  "  in  cinematographic  productions, 
these  being  distinguished  by  intense  local  lighting  and 
blackness  of  sky.  Chlorophyll,  which  emits  light  around 
A700,  appears  as  the  highest  lights  of  the  landscape 
in  photographs  taken  by  infra-red  rays  which  can  be 
taken  at  normal  speed  with  an  aperture  of  //2  by  using 
a  kryptocyanine  film  with  a  suitable  filter.  The  article 
concludes  with  comment  upon  the  ultramicroscopic  work 
of  Barnard  (on  cancer  virus),  in  which  it  is  stated  that 
"it  is  perhaps  questionable  whether  the  use  of  the 
quartz  instrument  is  worth  while  for  the  gain  it  gives." 
Providing  Barnard  could  use  a  wavelength  of  Al85  with 
numerical  aperture  of  1.25,  the  resolving  power  of  0.075 
might  be  an  advance  of  the  utmost  importance  for 
bacteriology,  but  the  whole  instrument  would  have  to  he 
worked  in  a  vacuum,  as  the  line  Al85  is  absorbed  by 
three  millimetres  of  air.

Edinburgh. — A  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council  of 
the  Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federation  was  held  on 
July  5,  Mr.  W.  G.  McNab  (President)  in  the  chair. 
Among  various  matters  the  following  were  dealt  with  : — 
Report  of  Joint  Conference  held  in  London  on  March  23, 
with  regard  to  a  possible  Bill  in  connection  with  pro- 
prietary medicines.  Indemnity  claim  against  a  member 
for  £100.  Case  aigiainst  a  member  under  the  Shops  Act, 
1912.  Corre.spondence  between  the  Federation  and  the 
Scottish  Board  of  Health  with  regard  to  industrial 
methylated  spirit,  including  a  letter  from  the  Scottish 
Board  of  Health  explaining  how  a  chemist  may  now 
obtain  industrial  methylated  spirit  from  another  chemist 
in  quantities  not  exceeding  one  gallon  at  a  time.  Pro- 
test by  the  Federation  witli  I'eference  to  proposal  to  bring 
witliin  the  limits  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  veronal 
and  other  medicinal  chemicals  of  the  barbituric  group. 
Proposed  Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations  1926.  Correspon- 
dence with  "Glaxo."  in  connection  with  price-cutting 
in  Glasgow.  The  accounts  of  the  Federation  to  A^ril  30 
were  subm.itted,  the  funds  being  satisfactory.  The 
following  office-bearers  for  the  current  financial  yeai 
were  appointed  : — Chairman,  Mr.  Alex.  A.  Dick,  Bells- 
hill;  Vice-Chairman,  Mr.  P.  M.  Duff,  Partick,  Glasgow, 
together  with  the  General  Purposes  Committee  and  the 
Parliamentary  Committee. 

Edinburgh. — The  Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants"  and 
Apprentices'  Association  held  the  fifth  botanical  excm-sion 
of  the  session  at  the  herb  farm  of  Duncan,  Flock- 
hart  &  Co. ,  Inverledth,  recently,  when  about  thirty 
members  were  conducted  over  the  herb  garden  by  Mr. 
J.  J.  Blackie,  Ph.C,  F.C.S.  Attention  was  directed  to 
belladonna  plants  wilted  by  an  attack  of  the  fungus 
Phytophthora,  which  formed  the  subject  of  an  interest- 
ing paper  at  one  of  the  evening  meetings  of  the  Society 
recently,  and  was  fully  described  at  a  subsequent  meet- 
ing of  the  Botanical  Society.  Among  interesting  medi- 
cinal plants  examined  were  Bheum  palinatitm,  Grindclia 
robnsta,  Atropa  bdladonna,  Colchicum  autumnale,  Vera- 
triim  viride,  V.  album.,  Digitalis  purpmrea,  Valeriana 
officinalis,  .Tuniperus  sabina.  Datura  stramonium,  Aconi- 
tum  napeJlus,  Lactuca  virosa,  Anthemis  nabilis,  Mentha 
-pipeiita,  Solamim  dulcamara,  Ruta  graveolens.  The  in- 
door practical  botanical  demonstration,  which  concludes 
the  summer  session,  took  place  in  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  house,  36  York  Place,  recently,  and  was 
conducted  by  Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill.  Plants  represent- 
ing 36  natural  orders,  85  genera,  and  102  species  were 
systematically  arranged  ;  the  classification,  diagnostic 
features,  methods  of  identification  and  relationships  were 
also  indicated.

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Modern  Physico-Ghemistry 

and  its  Pharmaceutical  Applications 

By  W.  A.  Whatmough 
XXXIX.  Heat  a  Mode  of  Motion  (or  Ethereal 
Dynamics)- — VII 

Heat  and  radiant  energy  in  general  only  Iqeconie  elusive 
whenever  attempts  are  made  by  mathematical  analysis 
to  divorce  the  radiator  from  its  radiation.  Mode^Ti 
mathematics  has  made  astounding  progress,  in  describing 
in  mathematical  language  fundamental  conceptions  con- 
cerning the  mechanical  motion  of  matter  in  space]  yet 
these  inevitably  lead  to  complex  expressions  which  obscure 
rather  than  explain  the  inherent  simplicity  of  natural 
phenomena  as  effects  combining  the  interaction  of 
vibratory  matter  with  space.  To  the  philosopher  it  is 
immaterial  whether  a  mathematical  expression  or  a 
mechanical  model  serves  best  to  explain  the  working  of 
a  physico-chemical  change  or  energy  transformation ;  but 
whatever  practical  value  either  may  have  depends  upon 
whether  it  possesses  a  meaning  as  judged  by  the  stan- 
dards of  reference  which  science  set^  up  for  comparison. 
This  accounts  for  the  traditional  preference  in  Great 
Britain  for  comparatively  crude  mechanical  ideals  (and 
formula;)  that  work  to  elegant  metaphysical  concepts  (and 
mathematical  expressions)  that,  despit*  their  obvious 
attractions,  fail  to  provide  working  bases  for  scientific 
phenomena.  The  mathematician  dominates  modern 
physical  science ;  and  the  delusive  trend  of  pure  mathe- 
matics results  from  the  fact  that  it  does  not  recognise  the 
limitations  of  reality,  and' includes  in  its  ambit  both  abso- 
lutism and  relativity.  Indeed,  mathematical  equations  can 
tie  written  in  quite  different  languages,  and  it  is  necessary, 
just  as  in  everyday  idiom,  to  know  what  is  taken  for 
granted  or  "understood"  to  arrive  at  the  ultimate 
meaning  of  mathematical  "  expressions."  Thus,  one  and 
the  same  physical  principle  embodied  as  a  "  law  "  may 
be  stated  in  a  simple  algebraic  (or  absolute)  form  which 
becomes  almost  unrecognisable  when  translated  into  the 
corresponding  complex  expression  embodying  the 
"approximations"  and  "summations"  of  the  differen- 
tial, integral,  and  tensor  calculus ;  but  only  the  latter 
abstractions  are,  by  an  anomaly  of  (reasoning),  regarded 
as  permissible  in  "rigorous"  mathematical  analysis. 
The  simplest  method  of  comparing  practice  with  theory 
of  heat  is  to  commence  with  the  former,  and  proceed  to 
the  difficulties  of  the  latter  by  a  succession  of  easy 
stages. 

Temperature  as  a  State  oe  Thersial  Equilibrium 
The  first  question  that  arises  is  the  distinction  between 
"  temperature  "  and  "  heat."  Temperature  is  explained 
in  detail  in  Article  XXIV  as  a  state  of  thermal  equili- 
brium or  localised  balance  between  atomic  vibration  and 
ethereal  radiation.  Three  possibilities  are  ever  present 
for  each  individual  atom  in  a  solid,  liquid,  or  gas,  viz.  : — 

(1)  The  atom  i^  absorbing'  ethereal  energy  (radiation)  and 
is  increasing  its  temperature  or  vibration  frequency.  [This 
occurs  when  the  ether  is  being  forced  between  particles  of 
matter;  cf.  induction  furnace — -Articles  V  and  XXXVII.] 

(2)  The  atom  is  emitting  radiation  and  decreasing  in 
temperature  and  reducing  its  vibration  frequency.  [Particu- 
late matter  is  condensing  or  closing  together  and  pushing 
ether  outwards— Article  XXXVI.] 

(3)  The  atom  is  being  maintained  at  a  constant  tempera- 
ture (i.e.,  regular  vibration  period)  when  absorption  and 
emission  of  ethereal  energy  are  in  equilibrium  (  =  "  black 
body  "  condition  of  radiation).  [This  corresponds  to  stable 
equilibrium-  in  a  heat-tight  enclosure,  whether  this  be 
vacuum  flaak,  ice  box,  dark  cupboard  or  red-hot  furnace. 
Note  that  it  is  the  re-radiation  from  the  walls  of  the  enclo- 
sure that  preserves  the  state  of  equilibration. — See  Article 
XXIII.] 

The  above  are  actualities  which  concern  individual 
atoms  and  atomic  states.  When  atoms  are  subjected  to 
restraints,  as  in  a  solid,  and  receive  external  radiation 
(e.g.,  light),  as  well  as  undergo  continuous  internal 
exchanges  of  (heat)  energy,  conditions  become  decidedly 
complex,  and  vibrations  of  wfidely  different  fi-equencies 
may  occur,  causing  a  variety  of  physico-chemical 
phenomena.  For  example,  a  substance  immei'sed  in  a  bath 
of  radiant  energy  will  frequently  show  colour,  which 
requires  not  only  preferential  absorption  of  certain  fre- 


quencies of  ethereal  pulsations,  but  also  the  presence  of 
vibratory  atoms  which  in  consequence  of  vibrational 
attunement  of  radiation  and  radiator  results  in  the 
reflection,  absorption,  or  transmission  of  each  particular 
frequency  of  energy  observed  in  one  way  or  another. 
The  colour  is  not  present  in  the  substance  or  the  radia- 
tion; it  is  the  interaction  of  both.  Each  colour  we  see  is 
an  optical  effect  which  may  be  due  to  blending  of  a 
few  spectral  "  lines,"  or  if  the  colour  is  due  to  a  banded 
spectrum  it  represents  the  combined  effect  of  an  illimit- 
able number  of  vibrations  (frequencies)  on  the  retina  of 
the  eye. 

For  a  true  understanding  and  a  real  insight  into 
physical  and  chemical  phenomena,  consideration  of  the 
complexity  of  natural  or  artificial  radiation  must  not 
be  shirked,  because  this  intrudes  upon  all  our  experi- 
mental procedure.  It  is  imperative  to  comprehend  that 
all  forms  of  ethereal  energy,  visible  or  invisible,  differ 
only  in  vibration  frequency,  and  that  the  incidence  of 
a  ray  of  radiant  energy  (whether  it  be  a;-ray,  ultra-violet 
ray,  light  ray,  heat  ray,  or  wireless  wave)  denotes  the 
presence  elsewhere  of  an  atom  or  electron  which  vibrated 
with  the  frequency  received.  In  particular  it  is  neces- 
sary not  to  invent  ideals  which  eliminate  from  considera- 
tion either  the  radiating  atom  (as  in  thermodynamics)  or 
the  energy  -present  in  intervening  space  (as  with  kinetic 
theory  of  gases).  The  inherent  simplicity  of  one-sided 
ideals  cjuickly  vanishes  on  further  consideration.  Thus 
colour  can  be  regarded  as  formed  by  combinations  of 
one  or  more  of  three  primary  colours  ;  but  this  promptly 
disappears  as  soon  as  we  study  effects  of  transmission 
and  absorption  of  light ;  complementary  colours  have  to 
be  invented  straight  away  without  any  explanation  of 
their  origin.  By  comparison  the  miscellany  of  vibratory 
effects  possible  in  a  solid  seem  conflicting  and  confusing. 
However,  once  the  principles  underlying  the  transmis- 
sion, absorption,  and  re-radiation  of  radiant  energy  are 
understood  (Article  XXIII),  the  way  is  clear  to  a  full 
understanding  of  physico-chemical  processes.  Absorption 
and  re-ra'diation  of  ethereal  energy  explain  accurately 
the  conditions  requisite  for  the  diverse  colours  of  trans- 
mitted and  reflected  light ;  but  the  student  immediately 
becomes  aware  also  that  chemical  "  reactions  "  ordinarily 
ignored  are  as  likely  to  occur  whenever  radiant  energy 
is  absorbed.  Thus  it  may  lead  to  ionisation  and  ex- 
change of  electrons,  which  accounts  for  permanent  colour 
changes.  These  will  ordinarily  be  limited  to  exposed 
surfaces,  because  rapid  degeneration  of  high-frequency 
radiant  energy  results  in  low  penetration.  Herein  lies 
the  first  principle  of  chemical  activation — the  absorption 
of  radiant  energy  from  without.  This  applies  equally 
to  all  sections  of  sciences,  even  if  they  are  so  diverse 
as  combustion,  photography,  and  radio-therapy.  The 
student's  power  of  prophecy  of  action  and  reaction  is 
only  limited  by  his  capacity  for  fitting  together  the 
vibratory  interactions  of  matter  and  space. 

Heat  Exchanges 

"  Heat  "  results  whenever  change  occurs  in  thermal 
equilibrium ;  but  since  the  emission  and  absorption  of 
ethereal  (heat)  energy  is  continuous  under  the  "  dyna- 
mic "  equilibria  of  Nature,  it  is  more  accurate  to  say 
that  one  body  is  hotter  than  another  whenever  the 
former  is  reacting  more  ii-equently  on  its  circumambient 
ether  (or  more  simply  vibrating  with  a  greater  fre- 
quency). This  applies  equally  to  atomic  complexes  or 
their  individual  components  (atoms  or  electrons).  Experi- 
ence tells  us  that  the  "  hotter  "  body  will  lose  heat  to  a 
"  cooler  "  one  in  close  proximity,  irrespective  of  whether 
they  are  in  actual  contact  or  separated  by  empty  space. 
[Actually  it  is  doubtful  whether  atoms  or  electrons  ever 
come  into  real  contact,  and  it  is  quite  likely  that  their 
affinity  for  one  another  represents  differences  in  relative 
motion  of  intervening  space.]  When  we  say  that  a  body 
is  losing  heat,  we  mean  that  it  is  radiating  energy  into 
the  surrounding  medium ;  and  when  it  is  gaining  heat, 
that  the  surrounding  medium  is  supplying  radiant  energy 
faster  than  it  leaks  away.  It  is  necessary  to  be  extremely 
critical  in  interpreting  effects  caused  by  the  absorption 
of  radiant  energy.  The  very  existence  of  a  certain 
spectral  line  brings  up  the  question  whether  this  denotes 
the  frequency  of  the  radiation  itself,  or  that  of  tli« 
radiating  substance.

Aberdeen. — The  Aberdeen  and  North-Eastern  Scottish

In 
connectio'n  with  this  and  other  pharmaceutical  maitters  to 
which  Mr.  Thomson,  M.P.  (<South  Aberdeen),  hasi  given 
generous  aid  in  the  House  of  Commons,  the  secretary  was 
instructed  to  convey  their  grateful  thanks  to  him  (Mr. 
Thomson).  The  secretary  and  treasurer's  reports  showed 
that  there  were,  to  date,  159  rri«-mbers  ^d  30  student 
associates',  an  increase  of .  14  since  December  1925.  The 
financial  position  showed  a  credit  balance  at  bank  of 
£14  Ss.  6d.  Mr.  RutKerford  Hill  then  addressed  the 
meeting  on  the  present  position  of  pharmacy, .  warning 
members  thait.  there  must  he  no  dissensions  in  the  pharma- 
ceutical camp  ;  enemy  forces  might  h&  nearer  than  they 
thought,  ajid  it  hehoved  all— the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
the  Retail  Pharmacistsi'  Union,  and  the  .Scottish  Pharma- 
ceutical Federation — tO'  close  their  ranks  and  stand 
shoulder  to  shoulder  ready  for  thie  impending  fight. 
Pharmacy  must  speak  with  one  voice  in  Paxliajment.  Mr. 
Hill  then  replied  to  questions.  Th'e  pi'esent  Branch 
officers  and  Executive  were  re-elected  for  next  year.

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Observations  and  Reflections

Jury  Service 

is  more  common  among  chemists  than  the 
experience  of  "J.  P.  N."  (C.  D.,  July  10,  p.  113) 
would  appear  to  show.  Nevertheless,  it  is  probably 
less  of  a  nuisance  to  us  generally  than  it  used  to  be, 
because  the  calls  on  our  time  for  this  unprofitable  duty 
are  less  frequent.  There  are  nowadays  more  people 
who  can  be  summoned  for  jury  service,  including  our 
recently  enfranchised  womenfolk;  so  that,  provided  the 
entire  lists  of  possibles  are  worked  through  systemati- 
cally, we  ought  not  to  be  called  upon  so  often.  In 
addition,  the  exemption  of  pharmaceutical  chemists  is 
more  familiar  to  the  public  officials  concerned  than  is 
the  difference  between  pharmaceutical  chemists  and  other 
shopkeeping  chemists  or  pharmacists.  As  a  result,  an 
impression  prevails  that  the  exemption  of  the  former 
has  a  wider  application  than  is  really  the  case.  I  can 
remember  one  old-established  chemist,  who  had  only 
passed  the  Modified  examination,  but  managed  to  secure 
exemption  because  of  his  membership  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society !  I  think  it  must  have  been  that  blessed 
word  "pharmaceutical  "  which  did  the  trick  in  his  case. 
There  can  b©  no  question,  however,  that  every  chemist 
who  is  unable  to  employ  a  qualified  assistant  should  be 
entitled  to  exemption  {rom  jury  service  in  the  public 
interest.  All  who  carry  on  business  as  chemists  and 
druggists  would  have  been  exempt  at  the  present  time 
if  there  had  been  a  complete  register  available  at  an 
earlier  period  of  our  history.  When  the  claim  was 
made  that  all  chemists  keeping  open  shop  should  be 
exempted,  the  question  was  raised  how  they  were  to 
be  distinguished ;  and  because  the  only  register  in 
existence  at  that  time  was  that  of  pharmaceutical 
chemists,  they  alone  were  actually  excused  service  by 
the  Legislature. 

Managers'  Salaries 

must  necessarily  be  dependent  largely 
upon  the  profits  of  the  shops  under  management.  Some- 
times a  manager  makes  a  better  thing  of  a  business 
than  the  proprietor  could  do,  and  the  wise  proprietor 
in  such  a  case  is  he  who  gives  the  manager  a  free 
hand  to  develop  the  business.  I  am  not  disposed  to 
offer  suggestions  as  to  how  managers  should  be  remu- 
nerated, but  in  my  opinion  it  is  a  good  plan  to  regard 
a  branch  shop  as  an  investment  of  so  much  money 
on  which  a  certain  minimum  interest  is  expected  in  the 
shape  of  net  profits.  This  is  how  I  should  regard  the 
matter  if  I  were  following  the  example  of  so  many  of 
my  friends  who  find  it  profitable  to  build  up  multiple- 
shop  concerns.  The  great  advantage  of  the  latter  is 
lhat  the  proprietors  can,  in  a  marked  degree,  act  as 
their  own  wholesalers  and  buy  goods  to  better  advantage 
than  when  separate  purchases  are  made  for  every  shop. 
But  the  managers  of  the  shops  ought  to  be  best  qualified 
to  know  what  they  can  sell,  and  every  facility  should 
be  afforded  them  to  obtain  the  stock  they  know  they 
can  sell  best.  The  great  trouble  is  that  there  are  pro- 
bably not  enough  good  managers  to  go  round.  Wllien 
such  are  secured  they  should  be  made  the  most  of — be 
trusted  to  the  utmost,  tied  to  the  business  by  an  interest 
in  increased  profits,  and  so  encouraged  to  regard  them- 
selves as  part  of  the  concern  that  they  may  be  content 
to  stay  on  indefinitely. 

Testing  of  Dispensing 

is  a  subject  that  might  well  be 
approached  from  the  point  of  view  that  it  cannot,  as 
a  rule,  pay  the  chemist  to  substitute  inferior  materials, 
or  to  supply  less  or  more  of  a  particular  ingredient  than 
is  actually  ordered.  When  interpreting  results,  there 
should  be  less  regard  for  departures  from  theoretical 
accuracy,  so  far  as  concerns  purity  and  the  quantities 
of  drugs  supplied,  and  a  clearer  apprehension  of  the 
fact  that  absolute  precision  in  the  matter  of  dosage 
makes  no  material  difference  to  patients.  Analysts  who 
have  had  no  pharmaceutical  experience  are  accustomed 
to  search  for  substances  of  theoretical  purity  where  it 
is  unreasonable  to  expect  them  to  be  found^  and  they 


may  state  their  results  in  terms  of  something  quita 
different  from  what  the  prescriber  intended  and  the  dis- 
penser supplied.  It  is  also  to  be  remembered  that  tests 
of  dispensing  are  invariably  based  on  bogus  prescriptions, 
which  were  never  intended  to  be  dispensed  for  actual 
patients.  If  it  should  be  urged  that  it  would  be  impos- 
sible to  test  dispensing  except  by  laying  such  traps, 
my  retort  would  be  that  where  so  much  depends  upon 
theory  and  pure  assumption,  the  chemists  should  be 
entitled  to  tne  benefit  of  the  doubt  to  a  greater  extent 
than  in  any  other  circumstances,  and  not  be  dragged 
to  court  like  criminals  to  answer  charges  based  largely 
upon  suppositions. 

A  Place  has  been  Found, 

I  see,  in  your  Commercial  Com- 
pendium for  gaTlic,  am  article  which  recalls  the  days  of 
my  apprenticeship,  when  I  bad  to  incorporate  it  in  the 
mass  for  cough  balls  for  horses  and  cattle.  As  a  drug  it 
is,  I  suppose,  now  quite  neglected.  At  one  time  it  was 
official  in  the  London  Pharmacopoeia,  and  was  the  cfiief 
constituent  in  a  syrup  and  an  oxymel.  To  the 
Greeks  it  was  known  as  scorodon,  and  to  the 
Romans  as  allium.  The  former  name  m.ay  have 
meant  something  that  was  offensive ;  the  Latin 
name,  it  has  been  suggested,  may  have  had  a  Greek 
origin  signifying  something  to  be  avoided.  As  for  the 
current  name  in  this  country,  it  is  accepted  as  bsirig  a 
compound  of  the  words  ffdr  (OE  =  a  spear  or  iavelin,  an 
allrsion  to  its  leaves)  and  Uac  (OE,=a  leek).  In  the  older 
treatises  on  Anglo-Saxon  physic  it  appears  as  gerlec.  The 
ranlc  odour  of  garlic  may  have  had  some  influence  on  the 
origin  of  the  idea  that  it  useful  in  the  repelling  of 
witches.  Among  Greeks,  Turks,  Chinese  and  -lapanese 
it  is  still  used  as  a  protection  against  the  «vil  eye  and 
against  witchcraft  generally.  Reginald  Scot  ("Discovery 
0?  Witchcraft,"  1^4)  said  that  in  some  countries  they 
hung  garlic  "  in  the  roof  of  the  house  to  keep  away 
witches  and  spirits."  The  literature  of  Europe  in  all  ages 
testifies  to  the  impression  its  disagreeable  odour  has  made. 
In  several  passages  Shakespeare  refers  to  it.  Horace 
reviles  it  as  "  cicutis  allium  nocentius  '—as  more  noxious 
than  hemlock.  Aristophanes  coined  a  word  which  should 
for  ever  be  on  the  tongues  of  garlic  eaters  ;  it  is  found  in 
his  "  Lysistrata,"  where  Ihe  speaks  of  a  woman  as  a 
SKopoSoTOrSo/ceurpiapTOTwAis — a  garlic-bread-selling  hostess. 

A  Further  Reference 

to  your  special  number  will,  I  hope,  not 
be  taken  amiss.  Mr.  Cecil  Owen's  article  on  the  Confer- 
ence town  with  his  references  to  its  antiquities  called  to 
mind  Thomas  Fuller's  account  of  the  "  Natural  Com- 
modities "  of  Leicestershire,  its  "beans"  and  "cole." 
Of  the  beans  he  said  that  there  were  "  plenty  in  this 
county,"  and  of  the  "cole"  that  it  was  "digged  up 
plentifully  at  Cole-Orton."  There  must  have  been  a  good 
demand  for  this  latter  article,  because  he  stated  that 
"  Mines  of  Coles  as  these,  without  any  help  of  Alcumy, 
are  quickly  turned  into  Gold  and  Silver,  sold  at  goad 
rates  to  the  Countryes  round  about."  If  he  were  to  see 
Leicester  to-day  he  would  find  that  the  "  Husbandman's 
Acre-Staffe  and  the  Shepheard's-hook,"  do  not  now 
"  engross  all  to  themselves,"  and  are  no  longer  able  "  to 
command  manufactures  to  observe  their  distance  from 
them."  Is  it  true  to-day  that  if  you  shake  a  Leicester- 
shire yeoman  you  can  hear  the  beans  rattle  in  his  belly? 
Fuller* avers  that  the  said  yeomen  smiled  at  this  pleasantry 
because  they  Icnew  that  the  "  good  silver  ringeth  in  their 
pockets."  What  an  urbanity  possessed  our  reverend 
doctor  !  He  was  assured  that  "  nothing  will  put  Leicester- 
shire men  out  of  conceit  of  their  beloved  Beans,  the  rather 
because  their  plenty  argueth  the  goodness  of  their  ground. 
For  whereas  lean  land  will  serve  for  fmling  pease  and 
faiiif  fetches,  it  must  be  strong  and  fruitful  soyle  indeed, 
where  the  masculine  Beans  are  produced."    I'lorcat  Faha  \

Editorial  Articles 

Industrial  Methylated  Spirits 

The  intention  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  include 
industrial  methylated  spirits  in  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Tariif  on  August  1  has  caused  much  confusion 
among  chemists  owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  instructions 
sent  out.  In  addition,  local  excise  officers  do  not  appear 
to  have  received  consistent  instructions,  or  if  they  have, 
they  are  interpreting  them  in  different  ways  varying  with 
locality.  There  are  also  loud  protests  at  the  short  time 
allowed  chemists  for  obtaining  industrial  spirits.  The 
Ministry  does  not  appear  to  have  advised  Insurance 
Committees  of  the  proposed  change,  and  inquiries  we 
have  made  indicate  that  the  posisibility  of  panel  chemists 
generally  being  able  to  dispense  the  .spirits  on  August  1 
is  remote.  We  suggest  that  the  date  be  altered  to 
October  1.  The  'regulations  were  printed  in  the  C .  i:  D., 
January  9,  p.  49,  and  came  into  force  on  February  1.  • 
Tn  order  to  make  clear  what  is  expected,  the  general 
regulations  for  industrial  methylated  spirits,  so  far  as 
affected  by  this  Order,  are  : — 

1.  A  pha.nnac-eiiticaJ  chemist,  chemist  and  druggist,  or  a 
company  legally  carrying  on  the  business,  may  be  authorised 
to  receive  and  possess  for  sale  as  received  or  as  a  con- 
stituent of  an  antiseptiic  lotion  or  other  prepaj-ation  prescribed 
for  external  use  which  cannot  be  used  for  internal  purposes. 

2.  Permission  mu-st  be  obtained  from  the  local  officer'.  - 

3.  Orders  given  for  the  .spirit  must  be  in  writing,  dated 
and  s-igned. 

4.  The  spirit  may  be  prescribed  by  a  doctor,  dentist,  or 
veterinary  surgeon  for  external  use  only. 

5.  The  spirit  may  be  orcWred  by  presei-ibers  in  quantities 
not  greater  than  one  pint  for  .specific  external  purposes. 

6.  The  order  shall  state  the  purpose,  which  must  be  au 
authorised  one,  e.g.,  lotions,  or  external  application, 
sterilising  skin  or  instriuncnts. 

7.  An  order  may  not  be  executed  after  seven  days. 

8.  The  order  or  prescription  must  bear  the  name  and 
address  of  the  per.son  to  whom  the  spirit  or  preparation  is 
to  be  supplied. 

9.  The  order  or  prescription  must  b«  copied  in  the  prescrip- 
tion book  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  patient  and  full 
name  and  address  of  the  practitioner. 

10.  A  fresh  order  or  pre^scription  must  be  obtained  on 
every  occasion  and  entered  each  time. 

11.  The  battle  or  vessel  containing  indu.st.rial  methylated 
spirit  supplied  without  admixture  must  bear  the  label, 
"  Methylated  Spirits,  for  external  use  only,  for  medical, 
.surgical,  or- veterinary  purposes,"  and  the  name  and  address 
of  the  vendor. 

12.  Records  must  show  (a)  da.te  of  receipt  of  spirits,  (b) 
name  and  address  of  methylator  from  whom  received,  (c) 
bulk  quantity  received,  (d)  date  of  sale,  (c)  number  of  order 
of  ]>rc-(  ription.  (/)  quantity  supplied  on  order  or  prescription. 

The  above  are  the  official  regulations  No.  1,240,  dated 
December  7,  1925.  In  order  to  comply  with  the  demands 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  each  chemist  on  the  panel 
must  be  in  possession  of  the  spirits  in  order  to  fill 
prescriptions.  He  should  first  write  to  the  local  officer 
for  authority  to  possess  industrial  spirits.  What  the 
reply  will  be  is  as  yet  uncertain,  since  no  official  circular 
is  available.  The  regulations  given  above,  however, 
cannot  apply  to  the  Insurance  prescriptions,  as  they  are 
more  exacting  even  than  "  dangerous  "  drugs,  and  could 
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not  be  carried  out  in  detail.  Quantities  of  one  gallon 
may  be  bought  from  a  wholesaler  or  neighbouring 
chemist  if  he  holds  a  methylated-spirit  licence,  and 
records  of  each  quantity  received  and  dispensed  should 
be  entered  in  a  book  set  aside  for  the  purpose  or  in 
the  prescription  (book.  It  is  justifiable  to  expect  the 
official  authorisation  when  received  for  dispensing  pur- 
poses will  simplify  the  procedure.  Should  any  chemist 
require  to  make  any  preparation  with  industrial  methyl- 
ated spirits  he  must  obtain  a  form,  fill  it  up,  and  state 
the  formula  of  the  preparation  he  proposes  to  make. 
When  used  for  this  purpose,  the  entry  will  cover  the 
preparations  allowed  in  the  British  Pharmacopceia, 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  or  other  well-known  book 
of  reference,  and  the  formula  should  be  recorded  in  the 
prescription  book.  Any  special  formula  must  receive 
specific  authority. 


Japan's  Camphor  Problem 

Not  alone  the  Japanese  producers  of  natural  camphor, 
but  also  the  Government,  are  seriously  perturbed  by  the 
menacing  increase  in  the  consumption  of  synthetic 
camphor,  which  has  now  definitely  established  itself  as 
a  formidable  rival  to  the  natural  product.  This  anxiety 
concerning  the  future  of  an  important  source  of  national 
wealth,  hitherto  regarded  as  an  unassailable  monopoly, 
is  reflected  in  the  very  serious  view  of  the  situation 
taken  by  the  Japanese  Camphor  Monopoly  Bureau,  now 
investigating  ways  and  means  of  combating  this 
dangerous  competitor,  which  has  succeeded  in  supplant- 
ing the  natural  product  in  almost  all  its  applications, 
aspiring  even  to  claim  equality  in  regard  to  therapeutic 
action.  Undoubtedly  a  very  effective  step  would  be  a 
drastic  reduction  in  the  price  of  natural  camphor,  based 
on  an  enormously  increased  production.  The  Monopoly 
Bureau  is  fully  alive  to  the  importance  of  increasing 
the  area  under  cultivation  with  a  view  to  introducing 
mass  production,  and,  as  an  inducement  t-o  cultivators, 
is  now  offering  to  supply  yoltng  camphor  trees  free  of 
charge,  and  even  to  defray  the  costs  of  planting.  How- 
ever, it  is  recognised  that  this  course  affords  no  solution 
of  the  problem,  since  about  twenty  years  must  elapse 
before  these  trees  will  be  able  to  yield  any  camphor, 
and  in  the  meantime  the  synthetic  product  is  likely  to 
have  established  itself  more  firmly  than  ever.  Since 
there  is  no  prospect  of  increasing  production  in  the 
near  future,  it  is  evident  that  there  is  some  justification 
for  the  pessimistic  outlook  which  is  finding  expression 
regarding  the  future  of  the  Japanese  camphor  industry, 
as  any  further  important  fall  in  prices  would  only 
hasten  the  crisis.  Curiously  enough,  these  fears  are 
being  expressed  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  exports  of 
camphor  show  an  increase,  since  the  Monopoly  Bureau 
reports  that  in  the  fiscal  year  April  1,  1925,  to  March  31, 
1926,  exports  totalled  2,600,000  kin  (1,560  tons),  or  450,000 
kin  (270  tons)  more  than  in  the  preceding  twelve  months. 
On  the  other  hand,  in  commercial  circles  business  is 
stated  to  be  bad  and  stocks-  are  said  to  be  accumulating, 
although  in  May  there  was  a  decided  improvement 
coupled  with  a  brisk  demand.  During  the  past  fiscal 
year  Japan,  including  Formosa,  produced  8,538  tons  of 
camphor  and  camphor  oil,  of  which  crude  camphor  repre- 
sented 2,028  tons,  Japan's  shave  being  1,176  tons  and 
Formosa's  852  tons.  Of  the  6,510  tons  of  camphor  oil 
produced,  Japan  supplied  2,040  tons,  and  Formosa  4,470 
tons.  Of  the  total  production,  1,550  tons  was  exported, 
while  the  remainder  was  put  to  the  following  uses  in 
Japan  : — Manufacture  of  refined  camphor,  1.8C0  tons ; 
manufacture  of  celluloid,  840  toVis ;  camphol,  etc., 
90  tons;  aromatic  oils,  2,310  tons.    The  following  table 


shows  the  exports  of  camphor  from  Japan  during  the 
past  three  years,  amounts  in  piculs  ; —

However,  the  fact  remains  that  the  United  States, 
Japan's  chief  customer  for  natural  camphor,  imported  in 
1925  no  less  than  1,834,988  lb.  of  synthetic  camphor, 
valued  at  $920,936,  and  while  Japanese  natural  camphor 
fetches  on  the  American  market  from  140  to  170  yen 
per  100  kin,  according  to  quality,  the  synthetic  product 
is  offered  by  German  manufacturers  at  about  15  yen 
per  100  kin  below  these  Japanese  quotations.  In  this 
connection  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  year  1929 
will  witness  the  completion  of  the  programme  laid  down 
by  the  Government  of  Formosa  in  1918,  whereby  the 
area  under  camphor  cultivation  was  to  be  gradually 
increased  from  20,000  to  55,000  cho  (1  cho  =  2.45  acres). 
It  is  estimated  that  when  all  the  trees  mature,  the  total 
annual  production  of  Formosa  will  amount  to  about 
8,000,000  kin  of  crude  camphor. 


Bankruptcy  Law  Changes 

After  having  been  in  force,  unaltered,  for  twelve  years, 
the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1914,  has  been  revised  by  a  short 
amending  Act.  On  the  whole,  the  laws  embodied  in  the 
original  measure  have  proved  satisfactory  in  practice, 
and  such  changes  as  have  now  been  made  are  not  altera- 
tions in  principle  or  procedure,  but  are  designed  to  make 
the  path  of  the  unscrupulous  debtor  more  thorny  and 
the  protection  of  creditors  against  victimisation  more 
effective.  For  the  most  part,  the  Bankruptcy  (Amend- 
ment) Act,  1926,  to  give  it  its  full  title,  merely  carries 
out  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  which  was 
appointed  by  the  late  Labour  Government  and  reported 
at  the  beginning  of  last  year.  Undoubtedly,  from  the 
trader's  point  of  view,  the  most  important  amendment 
is  one  which  relates  to  the  keeping  of  books  of  account. 
Hitherto  the  position  has  been  that  only  in  the  event 
of  a  second  or  subsequent  banltruptcy  is  failure  to  keefi 
proper  accounts  a  punishable  offence.  In  future  it  will 
be  essential  for  every  trader  to  keep  accounts,  since 
neglect  to  do  so  may  be  a  misdemeanour  even  in  the 
case  of  a  first  insolvency.  The  new  Act  provides  that 
if  it  transpires  that  a  bankrupt  who  has  been  engaged 
in  trade  or  business  during  any  period  in  the  two  years 
preceding  the  presentation  of  the  petition  has  failed  to 
keep  proper  accounts  throughout  that  period  he  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanour  unless  his  unsecured  liabili- 
ties, at  the  date  of  the  receiving  order,  did  not  exceed 
£500  upon  a  first  insolvency  or  £100  in  other  cases,  or 
unless  he  can  prove  "  that  in  the  circumstances  in  which 
he  traded  or  carried  on  business  the  omission  was  honest 
and  excusable."  In  fairness  to  those  who,  in  the  past, 
have  not  kept  a  record  of  their  transactions  this  section 
of  the  Act  does  not  become  operative  for  two  years ; 
but  it  is  clear  that  the  only  safe  course  is  for  every 
trader,  in  the  meantime,  to  put  his  book-keeping 
thoroughly  in  order  lest  financial  disaster  overtake 
him  in  two  years'  time.  The  nature  of  the  accounts 
which  he  must  keep  is  defined  as  follows  : — 

Such  books  or  aecoimts  as  are  necessary  to  exhibit  or 
explain  his  transactions  and  financial  position  in  liis  trade 
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CT  business,  including  a  book  or  books  containing  enitries 
from  day  to  day  in  sufficient  deifcail  of  all  cash  received  and 
cash  paid,  and,  where  the  trade  or  business  has  involved 
dealings  in  goods,  statements  of  annual  stocktakings,  and 
(except  in  the  case  of  goods  sold  by  way  of  retail  trade  to 
the  actual  consumer)  accounts  of  all  goods  sold  and  pur- 
chased showing  the  buyers  and  sellers  thereof  in  suflBcient 
detail  to  enable  the  goods  and  the  buyeirs  ajid  sellers  thereof 
to  be  identified. 

Bea)'ing  in  mind  the  frequency  with  which  omission 
to  keep  satisfactory  accounts  is  revealed  in  the  course  of 
bankruptcy  proceedings,  -  and  the  importance  of  this 
factor  as  a  cause  contributing  to  insolvency,  the  advan- 
tages of  this  new  obligation — not  less  in  the  interests 
of  the  trader  himself  than  of  his  creditors — are  manifest. 
Another  salutary  amendment  extends  from  six  months 
to  twelve  the  period  prior  to  the-  preisentation  of  a 
bankruptcy  petition  during  which  it  is  a  misdeineanour 
to  perpetrate  certain  "  dodges,"  such  as  to  conceal  or 
remove  property  to  the  value  of  £10  or  upwards ;  to 
suppress  or  falsify  books  or  documents ;  to  set  up  ficti- 
tious losses  or  expenses;  to  obtain  goods,  in  certain 
cij'cumstances,  on  credit,  or  to  dispose  of  goods  "  other- 
wise than  in  the  ordinary  way  of  trade."  This  extension 
of  the  dangerous  period  for  those  heaxling  for  Carey 
Street  is  most  desirable,  inasmuch  as  a  debtor  who  has 
been  guilty  of  one  of  the  offences  in  question  may  often 
be  artful  enough  to  stave  off  his  bankruptcy  for  six 
months ;  but  he  will  find  it  exceedingly  difficult  to  do 
so  for  a  year.  It  is  made  clear  by  the  new  Act  that 
the  priority  given  to  the  wages  ov  salary  of  any  clerk 
or  servant  in  respect  of  services  rendered  to  a  bankrupt 
during  four  months  before  the  date  of  the  receiving 
order,  not  exceeding  £50,  applies  to  any  wages  or  salary, 
whether  or  not  earned  wholly  or  in  part  by  way  of 
commission.  Doubts  are  also  removed  upon  other  points 
which  were  obscure  under  the  original  Act,  including 
the  circumstances  in  which  and  the  extent  to  which  the 
unsatisfied  balance  of  debts  proved  in  a  first  bankruptcy 
is  payable  out  of  the  assets  in  a  second  bankruptcy. 
If  property  belonging  to  a  bankrupt  has,  after  the  date 
of  the  receiving  order  but  before  the  notice  has  been 
gazetted,  been  transferred  by  a  person  in  whose  posses- 
sion it  was,  and  who  was  not  aware  of  the  receiving 
order,  any  right  of  recovery  which  the  trustee  may  have 
against  the  transferor  shall  not  be  enforced  except  in 
so  far  as  it  is  not  reasonably  practicable  to  recover  fi'om 
the  transferee.  For  the  rest,  the  recent  legislation  does 
little  more  than  overhaul  the  conditions  affecting  the 
discharge  of  bankrupts  and  facilitate  the  prosecution  of 
and  increase  the  summary  punishment  for  offences.

ANNUAL  MEETING  &  CONGRESS  OF  PROFESSIONAL  &  INDUSTRIAL  CHEMISTS, 

London,  July  19-23

Exhibition  of  Chemical  Plant 

The  crowded  opening  ceremony  foreshadowed  the  excep- 
tional attractions  which  filled  to  overflowing  the  many 
meetingis  of  the  Congress.  Sir  Max  Muspratt  made  a 
happy  hit  in  regard  to  the  most  noteworthy  feature  of  the 
exhibition  and  the  congress  by  referring  te  the  great 
work  that  had  been  done  in  overcoming  the  rooted  anti- 
pathy between  chemicals  and  metals  and  between  chemist 
and  engineer.  The  chemical  plant  manufacturer  had 
made  this  union  both  effective  and  prosperous.  The 
exhibition,  which  was  arranged  in  the  Central  Hall^  West- 
minster, by  the  British  Chemical  Plant  Manufacturers' 
Association,  was  excellent.  The  exigencies  of  space  did 
not  permit  of  very  large  plant  being  shown,  but  models 
were  much  in  evidence,  showing  what  could  be  done.  The 
use  of  alloys  to  a-esist  corrosive  action  of  chemicals  was 
undoubtedly  the  prime  feature  of  the  display  of  chemical 
plant.  At  the  stand  of  Thomas  Fieth  &  .Son  it  was 
interesting  to  see  steel  stay  bright  (and  justify  its  name 
"  Staybrite  ")  when  immersed  in  various  corrosive  acids 
and  "brines  and  kept  boiling  on  a  "  hot  "  plate. 
The  "  Era  "  steels  of  Hadfields,  Ltd.,  certainly 
usher  in  also  a  new  era  in  corrosion-resisting 
plant.  The  heat-resisting  variety  withstands  tempera- 
tures up  to  ],0O0°  C.  without  deformation.  Peodoeite, 
Ltd.,  show  their  new  acid-resisting  concrete  in  which  a. 
prepared  hard  pitch  replaces  Portland  cement.  This 
removes  any  limitation  in  size  of  tanks,  vessels,  or 
conduits  for  acids.  The  Thermal  Syndicate,  Ltd.,  in 
Vitreosil  (fused  silica  ware),  presented  the  acid-resisting 
material  of  the  best  type. 

Cast  iron  is  camouflaged  under  acid-resisting  enamel  by 
Cannon  Iron  Foundries  and  T.  and  C.  Cl.\ek  &  Co. 
The  cheapness  of  iron  combined  with  non-corrosive 
properties  was  to  be  seen  in  Inonac  vessels  and  castings, 
exhibited  by  HAtrcHTON's  Patent  Metallic  Packing  Co. 
The  Mond  Nickel  Co.,  Ltd.,  depicted  the  manufacture 
of  nickel,  which  enters  into  so  many  acid-resisting  alloys, 
and  also  illustrated  many  of  its  applications— such  as  in 
coinage  and  electrical  resistances 

Baker  Peekins,  Ltd.,  give  pride  of  place  to  their  uni- 
versal mixing  machines,  of  which  one  was  made  through- 
out of  acid-resisting  metal.  The  centre  of  the  stand 
was  occupied  by  a  huge  totally  enclosed  mixer  with 
bronze  interior,  and  with  steam  or  water  jacketing. 
The  Webb  colloid  mill  is  the  newest  plant  unit  in  the 
exhibition,  and  as  it  is  intended  for  making  em.ulsions 
it  presents  pharmaceutical  possibilities.  The  jacketed 
body  of  the  mill  is  spherical,  and  contains  three  circular 
beaters,  with  little  clearance  between.  Of  these,  the 
outermost  and  innermost  rotate  at  3,000  revolutions  a 
minute,  while  the  central  one  moves  more  quickly  (4,000 
revolutions  per  minute)  and  shears  the  liquid.  Evaporat- 
ing pans  and  vacuum  plant  Avere  greatly  in  evidence. 
Bennett,  Sons  &  Shears,  Ltd.,  gave  a  pharmaceutical 
aspect  to  their  corner  with  polished  copper  vacuum  stills. 
The  Kestnee  Evaporatob  and  Engineering  Co.  showed 
their  vertical  and  horizontal  evaporators,  beat  exchangers 
and  spray  driers,  which  effect  economies  in  concentration 
of  chemical  liquors,  syrups,  milk,  etc.,  and  are  finding 
new  applications  in  manufacturing  pharmacy  also.  A 
small  plant  for  fat  extraction  by  solvents  was  also 
shown. 

The  helix  triple  roller  mills  of  Brinjes  &  Goodwin. 
Ltd.,  could  with  advantage  be  applied  to  milling  oint- 
ments, as  the  middle  roller  oscillates  sideways  and 
prevents  any  possibility  of  "  grooving."  The  Lennox 
Foundry  Co.  displayed  fine  examples  of  plant  or  fittings 
(mixing  pans,  pumps,  compressors,  vacuum  driers),  made 
with  their  non-corroding  metals  (Tant  iron,  Tant  copper, 
Tant  nickel,  and  Tant  lead).  Mould  metal  vessels  shown 
hy  G.  &  J.  Weir,  Ltd.,  have  a  special  attraction  to 


makeis  of  perfumery  preparations  and  like  delicat« 
products.  Aluminium,  well  represented  by  the  Alumi- 
nium Plant  and  Vessel  Co.,  is  making'  good  4u  fat 
industries  and  for  organic  alcohols  and  chemicals.  The 
lightness  and  relative  cheapness  of  this  metal  make  it 
useful  for  vessels  and  trays  for  drying  maijy  pharmaceu- 
tical products.  The  extension  of  works  practice  to  the 
laboratory  waj  greatly  in  evidence,  the  various  firms 
displaying  both  large  scale  and  miniature  plant,  which 
latter  intrigue  the  experimental  chemist.  Notable 
examples  were  :  Thomas  Broadbent  &  Sons  (centrifugal 
machines) ;  and  S.  H.  Johnson  &  Sons  (filter  presses). 
Laboratory  equipment  is  fully  represented  by  Beown  & 
Son.  Negretti  &  Zambea  make  a  feature  of  distance- 
reading  thermometers,  the  error  to  -which  these  were 
prone  being  overcome  by  nickel  alloy  rod  compensation 
on  the  mercury  capillary.  Though  initially  expensive, 
recording  therm.ometers  frequently  economise  by  provid- 
ing a  real  check  and  control. 

Exhibition  of  Apparatus 

The  exhibition  of  laboratory  apparatus  arranged  at  th« 
Institute  of  Chemistry,  Eussell  Square,  W.C,  was  well 
worthy  of  more  attention  than  it  received.  In  parti- 
cular it  illustrated  the  triumphs  of  British  perse- 
verance in  a  field  formerly  entirely  foreign,  viz.,  chemical 
reagents  and  organic  research  chemicals.  The  British 
Deug  Houses,  Ltd.j  make  delicate  coloured  cobalt  salts 
the  centre  of  attraction  on  one  side  of  their  double  stand, 
and  colormetric  Ph  determination  on  the  other.  A  largo 
show  of  jars  of  organic  liquids,  such  as  ethyl  malinate 
butyl  benzoate,  stand  out  among  the  wide  range  of 
research  chemicals  exhibited.  Hopkins  &  Williams, 
Ltd.,  who  are  pre-war  pioneers  in  fine  chemicals  and 
reagents,  have  to  the  fore  their  new  book  on  standards 
and  testis  for  analytical  reagents.  Special  mention  must 
also  be  made  of  the  chemicals  recently  added  to  the  firm's 
list,  among  which  are  adepic  acid  and  methyl-benzo- 
thiazole.  The  range  of  benzene  and  naphthalene  deri- 
vatives was  notable,  also  indicator  dyes  for  Ph  determi- 
nation, and  quinhydrone  (for  electrode  use).  Special 
solvents  are  a  feature  here,  these  including  not  only  the 
now  familiar  isopropyl  alcohol,  but  also  cyclohexanol 
(detergent  soap  solvent),  cyclohexanol  acetate  (for  gum 
resins),  cyclohexanone  (for  synthetic  resins  and  plastics). 

Boots  Puee  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  a  fine  display  of 
rare  synthetic  organic  products,  in  addition  to  reagents 
and  chemicals.  The  purity  of  British  chemicals  now 
ordinarily  exceeds  those  from  America,  and  even  German 
houses  of  world  renown.  Harrington  Brothers,  Ltd., 
who  display  their  special  chemicals  for  both  analytical 
and  technical  purposes,  are  educational  in  aspect  in 
exhibiting  specially  grown  crystals  of  typical  colour  salts 
and  also  sodium  and  potasisium  in  crystalline  form.  The 
display  of  laboratory  ware  is  representative  of  the 
enormous  advance  in  design  of  delicate  electrical  and 
mechanical  devices.  A  tiny  electrical  blower  will  deliver 
air  at  '7-lb.  pressure  or  act  as  suctTon  for  filtering.  Many 
types  of  apparatus  for  special  purposes,  such  as  electro- 
metric  titration  apparatus,  oil  testing  apparatus,  and  a 
tintometer  for  the  leather  industry  illustrate  the  in- 
creasing specialisation  in  industrial  laboratories.  The 
laboratory  houses  who  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their 
educational  exhibits  are  :  Baird  &  'Tatlock  (London), 
Ltd.,  a.  Gallenkamp  &  Co.,  W.  &  J.  George,  John  J. 
Griffin  &  Sons,  Ltd..  and  Townson  &  Meecer.  The 
apparatus  typified  the  modern  trend  towards  comparative 
luxury  in  the  laboratory,  with  electric  heating  replacing 
the  humbler  gas  for  hot  plates,  electric  ovens,  electric 
furnaces,  but  of  course,  there  is  the  compensation  of 
more  even  heating  and  better  regulation.  Simple  items 
like  a  gas-heated  vacuum  sublimer  at  =£3  7s.  6d.,  by  W. 
&  J.  George,  appear  dear,  owing  to  unnecessary  com- 
plexity, until  one  realises  it  will  sublime  from  crude 
drugs  alkaloids,  such  as  morphine,  hyoscyamine,  and 
strychnine,  which  are  decomposable  at  ordinary  pressures. 
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giving  them  directly  in  a  pure  condition,  and  science  is 
ever  prepared  to  pay  for  results.  The  new  micro-chemi- 
cal methodis  are  also  well  represented,  notably  with  micro- 
titration  aipparatus  by  Standley  Belcher  &  MASOff, 
Ltd.,  who  specialise  in  graduation  of  chemical  glassware. 

Two  technical  novelties  are  the  Stream-line  Filter 
Co.'s  method  in  laboratory  size  and  the  application  by 
Cox's'  Ignite  Combustors  of  surface  combustion  radiant 
burners  to  laboratory  plant.  K.  Lewis  &  Co.  supplied 
the  educational  side  as  regards  books. 

The  display  of  optical    instruments  (spectroscopes, 
polariraeters,  ref rac'tometers,  and  microscopes)  shows  that 
this  British  industry  is  first  in  its  field.  Magnificent 
displays  are  staged  by  R.   &  J.    Beck,    Ltd.,  Adam 
Hilger,  Ltd.,  and  W.  Watson  &  Sons,  Ltd. 

Considering  the  failure  of  the  promised  State  support 
to  the  scientific  glassware  industry,  their  display  is 
highly  creditable,  and  shows  the  British  industry  is 
successfully  surviving  Continental  competition,  despite 
advantages  of  exchange  gnd  labour  costs.  The  exhibitors 
of  chemical  glassware  are  John  Moncrieff,  Ltd., 
Plowden  &  Thompson,  Ltd.,  The  Scientific  Glass 
Blowing  Co.,  Wood  Brothers'  Glass  Co.,  Ltd.,  and 
DuiiOGLASS,  Ltd.  Besides  beakers  and  flasks,  splendid 
specimens  of  lampblown  glassware  are  on  display,  such 
as  a  four-surface  condenser. 

Other  war-born  British  industries  more  than  holding 
their  own  are  laboratory  porcelain  by  Doulton  &  Co. 
and  The  Worcester  Royal  Porcelain  Co.  Filter 
papers  are  also  duly  represented  by  W.  &  R.  Balston, 
Ltd.,  and  Evans,  Adlard  &  Co.,  Ltd.  Other  special 
displays  are  by  Thb  Therm.4L  Syndicate,  Ltd.  (Vitreosil), 
Brown  &  Son  (stills,  ovens,  etc.),  S.  Barnett  &  Co. 
("  Eta  "  pressure  filter  for  laboratory  use),  Scientific 
Supply  Co.  (ielly  tester),  L.  Oertling,  Ltd.  (balances), 
and  The  Royal  Sovereign  Pencil  Co.  (Chinagraph 
pencils  for  marking  glassware,  etc.). 

Messel  Memorial  Lecture  and  Presentation 

The  afternoon  meeting-  at  the  Mansion  House  was,  in 
the  words  of  the  Lord  Mayor  of  London,  "  most  magnifi- 
cent," the  great  hall  being  filled  to  overflowing,  and  its 
bright  and  gilded  aspect  enhanced  by  the  presence  of 
many  ladies.  In  calling  upon  the  Duke  of  York  to  pre- 
sent the  Messel  medal  of  the  Society  to  the  Rt.  Hon.  the 
Earl  of  Balfour,  K.G.,  O.M.,  F.R.S.,  the  President,  Mr. 
W.  J.  U.  Woolcock,  C.B.E,,  said  that  the  presentation 
was  "  a  token  of  esteem  to  a  very  distinguished  scholar  in 
the  school  of  life.'' 

The  Earl  of  Balfour,  in  his  Messel  Memorial  Lecture, 
outlined  his  view  of  the  connection  between  science 
and  industry.  To  men  of  genius,  moved  only  by  the 
desire  to  further  knowledge,  fell  the  immortal  glory 
of  making  those  discoveries  which  lay  at  the  root  of 
our  knowledge  of  nature,  and  of  all  our  powers  of 
turning  nature  to  account.  In  the  next  stage  some 
man  of  constructive  ability  might  see  in  the  discoveries 
made  by  pure  science  the  foundation  of  some  great 
practical  application,  in  the  realisation  of  which  certain 
difficulties  had  first  to  foe  overcome  and  many  problems 
solved.  If  successful,  the  third  stage  was  reached, 
the  direct  application  of  the  discovery  to  industry  by 
the  provision  of  the  necessary  manufacturing  plant  and 
the  organisation  of  markets.  A  Government  department 
could  do  little  or  nothing  to  further  fundamental  dis- 
coveries; it  was  outside  its  province  to  find  the  capital 
which  industry  ought  to  supply  for  producing  full-scale 
apparatus,  or  for  building  factories  and  providing 
marketing  facilities.  The  best  fields  for  Governmental 
efforts  lay  in  promoting  research  work  and  laboratory 
experiments,  but  it  should  be  left  to  the  enterprise  of 
individuals  to  carry  to  a  successful  financial  result  what 
had  ceased  to  be  an  investigation  into  pure  truth. 
During  the  last  quarter  of  a  century  he  had  seen  no 
falling  off  in  the  contributions  by  men  of  science  in 
Great  Britain  to  the  advancement  of  knowledge,  although 
it  was  true  that  nobody  was  going  to  make  money 
directly  out  of  the  modern  theories  of  the  constitution 
of  the  atom.  However,  when  it  came  to  the  jjractical 
application  of  scientific  knowledge  to  industrial  enter- 
prises, in  Lord  Balfour's  opinion  we  had  not  shown 
ourselves  the  equals  of  some  of  our  friends  and  com- 


petitors. It  was  no  excuse  to  say  that  we  laboured 
under  tjie  disadvantage  of  not  possessing  the  material 
resources  which  were  the  essentials  of  successful  industry, 
since  many  valuable  modern  commercial  products  required 
nothing  more  than  coal,  water  and  air,  of  which  there 
•was  no  lack  in  Great  Britain.  The  heavy  chemical 
industries  were  largely  dependent  on  coal  as  a  raw 
material,  distinct  from  coal  as  a  source  of  power,  light, 
or  heat.-  The  essential  materials  for  the  production  of 
synthetic  ammonia  and  of  methyl  alcohol  were  coal, 
water,  and  air.  There  was  also  the  question  of  the 
employment  of  coal  as  the  raw  material  of  other  forms 
of  fuel.  It  \vas  not,  perhaps,  so  much  in  the  direction 
of  low-temperature  carbonisation  that  great  developments 
would  be  made,  but  in  some  process  for  the  hydrogena- 
fion  of  coal  which  would  relieve  industry  from  reliance 
on  the  oilfields  of  the  world.  It  was  clear  that  as 
far  as  Great  Britain  was  concerned  it  would  be  an 
enormous  advantage  if  it  were  possible  to  utilise  the  coal 
deposits  for  the  reproduction  of  liquid  fuel.  The  chemical 
industry  should  be  capable  of  turning  coal  to  every  sort 
of  account  from  the  production  of  dyes  to  heavv  oils, 
and  thus  add  immensely  to  production  and  employment 
within   the   comparatively   narrow   frontiers   of  Great 
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Britain.  In  concluding  his  address,  Lord  Balfour 
remarked  that  it  was  unfortunate  that  most  of  the 
modern  inventions  which  had  found  practical  applica- 
tion were  of  foreign  origin.  This  fact  suggested  that 
there  was  something  wanting  in  the  application  in  Great 
Britain  of  scientific  knowledge  to  industry.  A  scientific 
process  commercialised  needed  perpetual  adjustment,  and 
demanded  ah  immense  supply  of  trained  technical  assis- 
tants. In  some  cases  we  found  it  impossible  to  hold 
our  own  against  competitors,  not  because  we  had  any 
material  disadvantage  to  contend  with,  but  because,  for 
some  reason  or  another,  we  did  not  use  to  the  best 
advantage  the  resources  which  were  in  a  measure  at 
our  disposal.  He  was  certain  that  io  conduct  great 
modern  developments  of  industry  needed  not  only 
ability  and  probity  tiut  scientific  imagination.  While 
he  yielded  to  none  in  his  admiration  of  the  business 
capacity,  the  incomparable  directness,  and  the  moral  and 
intellectual  qualities  which  ha^i  given  the  business  com- 
munity of  this  country  a  special  place  in  the  economic 
working ,  of  the  world,  he  thought  they  were  in 
some  respects  in  some  quarters  lacking  in  that  com- 
bination of  special  scientific  knowledge  with  the  broad 
and  imaginative  outlook  which  was  more  or  less  possessed 
by  some  great  industrial  countries  with  whom  we  were 
brought  into  the  closest  relations  not  merely  of  friend- 
ship but  competition. 

Annual  Meeting 

The  annual  meeting  on  July  20,  which  was  fully 
attended,  was  harmonious,  and  thus  comparatively 
uneventful. 

Presidential  Address 

The  following  are  the  principal  passages  in  Mr.  Wool- 
cock's  brief  presidential  address  : — 

Finance 

At  the  beginning-  of  the  present  year  we  reorganised 
our  advertisement  department,  and,  I  believe,  as  a 
result  of  this,  that  the  income  from  advertisements  this 
year  will  at  lea^t  not  be  less  than  the  corresponding 
amount  of  1925.    We  h&ve  still  more  recently  taken  a 
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very  important  step  by  entering  into  an  agreement  with 
a  high-class  firm  for  printing  the  Journal,  commencing 
•with  the  first,  issue  of  October  next,  and  we  have 
every  reason  to  believe  that  under  this  agreement  we 
shall  materially  reduce  our  printing  costs. 

Co-operation 

It  has  been  my  aim  since  I  became  your  President 
to  encourage  and  extend  in  every  possible  way  the 
scheme  of  co-operation,  which  has  been  consistently  kept 
in  the  forefront  of  the  Council's  policy  for  a  good  many 
years  past.  This  co-operation  which,  in  the  past,  has 
been  carried  on  successfully  with  the  older  allied  societies, 
tias  been  gradually  extended  in  scope  until  this  year  we 
have,  for  the  first  time  in  the  Society's  history,  been 
able  to  make  our  annual  meeting  the  nucleus  of  a 
Congress  of  Chemists,  representative  of  sixteen  scientific 
and  technical  societies  and  associations  in  addition  to 
our  own.  I  am  sure  you  will  agree  with  me  that  the 
cordial  co-operation  which  has  been  shown  among  these 
Ibodies  on  this  occasion  augurs  well  for  the  future  of 
British  chemistry.  There  is  another  body  of  men  with 
whom  we  should  very  much  like  to  be  associated,  and 
that  is  the  Electrical  Engineers.  Perhaps  they  may 
accept  what  I  am  saying  as  a  "  gesture."  I  should 
be  very  willing  to  approach  and  ask  them  for  their 
co-operation,  particularly  with  reference  to  our  fuel 
policy,  and  I  have  every  hope  that  if  such  a  "  gesture  " 
were  made  it  would  receive  a  most  friendly  response. 

Membership 

To  return  to  our  domestic  affairs,  I  am  sorry  that  our 
membership  continues  to  diminish,  although  not  to  the 
same  extent  as  it  did  three  or  four  years  ago.  We  know 
that  with  regard  to  withdrawals,  in  a  very  large  number 
of  cases,  these  are  due  to  lack  of  employment,  and  in 
many  cases  to  a  member  changing  his  profession.  We 
have  used  every  endeavour  to  induce  those  who  have 
left  us  to  rejoin  the  Society,  but  I  am  sorry  to  say 
that  only  a  very  small  proportion  have  seen  their  way 
to  do  this.  To  attract  young  members  the  Council  some 
years  ago  instituted  a  scheme  whereby  applicants  under 
the  age  of  twenty-five  were  entitled  "under  certain  con- 
ditions to  pay  a  reduced  subscription  until  attaining  that 
age,  or  for  three  years,  whichever  is  the  longer  period. 
During  the  past  two  years  ninety  persons  have  taken 
advantage  of  this  concession.  I  feel  that  this  policy  is 
the  right  one,  and  that  there  is  nothing  we  can  do  to 
assist  our  younger  chemists  which  should  be  left  undone. 
More  recently,  the  entrance  fee  was  suspended,  and  is 
not  at  present  payable  by  new  members.  There  may 
be  two  views  on  the  wisdom  of  the  policy  adopted  by 
the  Council  in  suspending  the  entrance  fee"  But  having 
considered  all  the  reasons  which  could  be  urged  for  and 
against  it,  the  Council  decided  on  its  policy,  and  I, 
personally,  think  the  Council  was  quite  right.  Cireat 
efforts  have  been  made  by  your  staff,  by  the  local 
sections,  and  by  individual' members  of  the"  Society  to 
increase  the  membership.  W^e  have  also,  with"  the 
consent  of  the  respective  councils,  circularised  all  the 
members  of  tlie  Belgian  and  Dutch  chemical  societies, 
and  similar  propaganda  is  still  being  carried  on. 
Important  negotiations  are  going  on  at  present  with  a 
view  to  forming  local  sections  in  Bombav  and  the  Cape 
Provmce  in  South  Africa. 

Btjre.\u  of  British  Chemical  Abstracts 
With  regard  to  our  publications,  a  verv  important 
step  was  taken  in  the  formation  of  the"  Bureau  of 
British  Chemical  Abstracts.  It  has  long  been  known 
that  a  considerable  amount  of  duplication  of  effort  was 
incurred,  by  many  papers  being  abstracted  both  in  the 
Journal  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  and  in 
the  Journal  of  the  Chemical  Society.  To  obviate  this 
overlap  and  in  the  spirit  of  co-operation,  the  two 
Societies  concerned  joined  forces  and  formed  the  Bureau. 
The  Bureau  is  conducted  by  a  Committee  consisting  of 
representatives  of  the  two  S"ocieties,  with  Professor  f.  C. 
Philip,  F.R.S.,  as  chairman.  As  you  are  aware,  the 
Chemical  Society  continues  to  publish  the  abstracts  in 
pure  chemistry,  and  our  own  Society  those  in  applied 
chemistry,  the  work  beina;  done  by  one  editor,  assisted 
toy  a  staff  of  assistant  editors  and  abstractors. 


Journal 

The  journal  of  any  Society,  I  care  not  which  you 
choose,  is  always  the  easiest  point  at  which  to  direct 
criticism  A  member  receives  it,  whether  he  wants 
it  or  not,  and  it  must  be  exactly  what  each  of  our 
5,000  members  individually  prefers.  How,  then,  are 
we  to  suit  such  varying  tastes?  We  can  only  hope  so 
to  shape  our  policy  as  to  satisfy  the  greatest  possible 
number  of  our  members.  This  we  have  succeeded  iu 
■doing  within  the  limits  of  our  finances.  In  the  interests 
of  economy,  it  has  been  found  necessarjf  to  cut  down 
the  number  of  )pages  allotted  to  "  Chemistry  and 
Industry,"  and,  for  the  same  reason,  the  separate  edition 
of  this,  which  was  for  three  years  published  under  the 
title  of  "  Chemistry  and  Industry  Review,"  was  dis- 
continued at  the  end  of  1925.  The  Council  feel  strongly 
the  necessity  of  maintaining  an  adequate  transactions 
section  of  the  Journal,  and  they  will  continue  their 
policy  of  publishing  all  the  valuable  papers  containing 
original  work  that  are  read  before  the  sections  of  the 
Society,  as  well  as  other  contributions  of  importance 
which  may  be  sent  in  for  publication.      ■  .  .'^ 

Annual  Reports 

We  have  now  published  ten  volumes  of  annual  reports 
of  the  progress  of  applied  chemistry,  as  we  believe  that 
these  serve  a  very  useful  purpose  as  records  of  the 
results  of  research  accomplished  year  by  year.  In  the 
last  published  volume  we  have  had  the  co-operation  of 
the  Oil  and  Colour  Chemists'  Association  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  report  dealing  with  paints,  pigments, 
varnishes  and  resins,  and  the  Institute  of  Brewing 
co-operates  with  us  in  connection  with  the  report  ou 
fermentation. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Woolcock  referred  to  the  new  fuel 
section  of  the  Society,  and  to  the  friendly  relations 
existing  between  the  staff,  the  Council  and  himself. 

Council's  Report        -  -'     -  . 

The  annual  report  submitted  by  the  Council  stated  that 
the  number  of  members  on  the  register  is  4,802,  compared 
with  4,831  a  year  previously.  The  death  of  thirty-seven 
members  during  the  past  year  is  recorded.  A  table  for 
five  years  shows,  with  one  exception,  a  continuous 
•decline  in  membership  from  5,654  at  the  beginning  of 
the  period  1921-22.  Mr.  E.  V.  Evans  and  Dr.  H. 
Levinstein  have  been  re-elected  treasurer  and  foreign 
secretary  respectively.  The  four  Vice-Presidents  nomi- 
nated to  fill  the  vacancies  caused  by  retirement  are 
Professor  P.  Phillips  Bedson,  Dr.  Bernard  Dyer,  Sir 
James  Walker,  and  Mr.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock ;  and  to 
fill  four  vacancies  among  members  of  Council  the 
nominees  are  Mr.  D.  Lloyd  Howard,  Dr.  Percy  May, 
Dr.  E.  W.  Smith,  and  Mr.'  J.  H.  Young.  The  imiugura- 
tion  of  a  fuel  section,  with  Professor  Arthur  Smithells 
as  chairman,  is  announced,  and  the  formation  of  a 
section  of  the  Society  in  India  is  under  consideration. 

Annual  General  Meeting  (1927). — The  Council  has 
received  an  invitation  from  the  Edinburgh  and  East  of 
(Scotland  Section  to  hold  the  annual  meeting  in  Edin- 
burgh in  1927,  and  recommends  its  acceptance. 

Journal. — Tbe  Council  has  continued  to  give  most 
careful  consideration  to  the  publication  of  the  Journal, 
and  a  considerable  reduction  in  cost  of  publication  has 
been  effected.  The  Journal  for  1925  (fifty-two  issues) 
contained  2,824  pages  of  text  (review  1.260  ;  transac- 
tions 548;  abstracts  1,016)  compared  with  2,706  in  1924. 
The  number  of  pages  of  advertisements  in  1925  was 
1.214  as  compared  with  1,334  in  1924.  .  .  .  For  reasofis 
of  economy,  the  issue  of  the  separate  copies  of 
"  Chemistry  and  Industry,"  whicli  liad  previously  been 
published  under  the  title  "  Chemistry  and  Industry 
Review,"  were  discontinued  at  the  end  of  1925.  For 
the  same  reason  the  number  of  pages  in  "  Chemistry 
and  Industry  "  has  been  restricted  to  sixteen  in  any 
issue ;  but  at  the  same  time  the  Council  feels  itself 
under  a'  special  obligation  to  tlie  members  to  allot  an 
adequate  number  of  pages  to  transactions,  and  it  will 
be  found  that  the  number 'of  these  in  1925  is  nearly 
50  per  cent,  more  than  in  1924. 

C'rants.- — Orants  have  been  made  during  the  past  year 
to  the  Library  of  the  Chemical  Society  (£100).  "tha 
Federal  Council  for  Pure  and  Applied  Chemistry  (£100), 
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the  Optical  Convention,  1926  (£10  10s.),  Nottingham 
and  District  Technical  Societies'  Library  (for  1924  and 
1925)  (£10),  and  the  Newcastle  Chemical  Industry  Club 
(£5).  All  of  these  payments  have  been  made  out  of  the 
income  from  the  Society's  Messel  Fund. 

Teeasueeb's  Report 

The  financial  statement  for  the  year  ended  Decem- 
ber 31,  1925,  presented  by  the  treasurer  (Mr.  E.  V. 
Evans),  showed  total  expenditure  as  £26,047  13s.  Id, 
{£36,413  17s.  3d.  in  19-24),  with  income  amounting  to 
£1,274  lis.  3d.  less  than  the  expenditure.  The  chief 
items  of  income  were : — Members'  subscriptaons, 
£10,463  5s.  8d. ;  "Journal"  advertisements, 
£8.968  16s.  5d.  ;  "  Journal  "  subscriptions, 
£3,609  8s.  lOd.  ;  dividends  and  interest,  £530  15s.  On 
the  ct.her  side  the  principal  entries  were : — Advertise- 
ment department  expenses,  £1,297  Os.  4d. ;  publisihing 
e.^penses,  £16,595  Ss.  2d.;  "Chemistry  and  Industry," 
£2,107  7s.  2d.;  bureau  of  chemical  abstracts, 
£2,C42  16s.  lOd. ;  sectional  exipenses,  £1,2S6  3s.  Id.  ; 
working-  exipenses,  £2,850  7s.  5d.  The  report  also  'n- 
cluded  balance  sheet  as  at  December  31,  1925,  and 
income-and-exipenditure  account  of  the  "  Messel  Fund." 

The  reports  were  adopted  neiii.  con.,  the  only  question 
raised  being  one  by  Dr.  Tripp  of  the  advisability  of 
preparing  a  collective  index  for  the  "  Journal  "  for  the 
twenty  years  since  the  one  of  1906,  as  thiis  would  have 
meant  an  outlay  of  a  sum  approaching  £10,000,  the  matter 
was  shelved.  The  invitation  from  the  Edinburgh  Section 
of  the  Society  to  hold  the  next  annual  meeting  in  Edin- 
burgh was  accepted. 

Mr.  F.  H.  Carr  (President-elect),  in  moving  a  hearty 
vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Woolcock  (retiring  President),  said 
that  his  presidential  achievements  stand  second  to  none 
and  superior  to  many  of  those  Oii  his  predecessors,  and  the 
effects  would  not  be  fully  known  for  many  years  to  come. 

Symposium  on  Hormones 

Sir  Alfred  Mond  presided  over  a  splendid  gathe'ririg  of 
bio-chemistis  and  industrial  chemists  at  the  joint  meeting 
on  July  20  to  discuss  "  Hormones."  Sir  Alfred,  in  intro- 
ducing the  subject,  said  its  object  was  a  furtherance  of 
the  alliance  between  industrial  and  academic  workers  in 
this  field. 

Both  the  scientific  and  industrial  problems  presented  by 
hormones,  which  were  designated  as  "  The  Natural  Drugs 
of  the  Body,"  were  under  discussion  at  this  joint  meet- 
ing of  the  Bio-Chemical  Society  with  the  London  Section 
of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

Dr.  H.  H.  Dale,  in  an  introductory  address,  dealt  with 

The  Experimentai,  Study  and  Use  of  Hormones 

It  was  pointed  out  that  developmenits  during  one  genera- 
tion have  transferred  the-  initiative  in  the  treatment  of 
disease  from  the  bedside  to  the  la'boTatory.  Physiology 
haa  revealed,  in  the  body  organs  which  are  constantly  add- 
ing to  the  blood-stream  substances  rivalling  in  intensity 
of  action  the  most  potent  of  vegetables  alkaloids.  Already 
hormones  play  a  large  part  in  the  treatment  of  dis'jase, 
but  enthusiasm  and  enterprisfe  have  too  often  lost  touch 
wi-th  scientific  caution.  The  suprarenal  gland  was  the  first 
organ  of  the  body  shown  to  contain  a  principle  which  pro- 
duces all  the  vascular  and  visceral  reactions  which  accom- 
pany and,  according  to  one  school  of  psychology,  provide 
the  basis  of  the  emotions'  of  anger,  excitement  and  fright. 
-  "  The  hair  stands  on  end,  th*  face  becomes  pale,  the  heart 
thumps  urgently  on  the  chest  wall,  the  art-erial  blood  pres- 
sure rises  rapidly,  the  muscular  coats  of  the  bronchioles 
relax  and  leave  the  air-way  clear  for  vigorous  breathing, 
and  glucose,  the  fuel  of  the  muscular  machine,  is  poured 
from  the  carbohydrate  depot  of  the  liver  into  the  blood- 
stream." The  organism  is  prepared  for  combat  or  for 
flight.  Apart  from  this  emergency  function,  the  constant 
presience  of  traces  in  blood  maintains  a  healthy  tone.  In 
therapeutics,  adrenalin,  besides  its  undoubted  value  in 
relaxing  the  bronchioles  in  spasmodic:  asthma,  finds  its 
chief  use  in  surgery  owing  to  its  powerful  constructing 
action  on  small  blood-ves..S'e]s.  This  extremiely  potent  and 
highly  unstable  substance,  which  was  .  the  first  of  the 
hormones  to  be  separated  in  a  stat«  of  purity,  plroved  to 
be  a  relatively  simjale  aromatic  amine,  difficult  to  work 
with  only  on  account  of  it,s  ready  oxidation.  Though 
adrenalin  from  chemical  and  manufacturing  standpoints 


furnishes  a  complete  chapter,  there  etill  remains  for  the 
bio-chemist  the  fascinating  problem  of  ite  origin  ;  which 
of  the  na.tural  amino-acids  (tyrosine  or  trytophane)  is  its 
natural  parent,  or  whether  it  is  newly  built  up  from 
simpler  units.  Thyroid  gland  has  only  in  the  present 
year  yielded  the  secret  of  jts  constitution,  but  it  furnished 
the  earliest  and  most  dramatically  successful  example  of 
treatment  by  administration  of  a  missing  hormone. 
11iyrox:m  is  an  intensely  active  subetanoe,  hut  its  action 
IS  slow  and  persistent  and  contrasts  with  the  evanescent 
effect  of  adrenalin.  Pituitary  gland  is  invaluable  in 
obstetrics,  but  its  action  on  uterine  muscle  is  still  con- 
troversial, as  to  whether  this  is  due  to  one  or  to  several 
different  principles;  but  all  are  so  similar  in  stability 
that,  from  the  practical  point  of  view,  they  can  safely 
be  treated  as  on*.  A  simple  extraction  of  fresh  material 
with  boiling,  acidulated  water  gives  an  extract  of  high 
potency  and  great  stability  at  acid  reaction ;  the  raw 
material,  if  dehydrated  and  freed  from  fats,  can  be  pre- 
served indefinitely.  On  the  other  liand,  the  activity  of 
pituitary  gland  is  so  extraordinarily  sensitive  to  traces  of 
autolytic  change  or  bacterial  action  that  variations  in 
activity  of  this  simple  extract,  so  potent  for  good  or  for 
harm,  has  been  a  scandal  to  scientific  manufacture  and  a 
danger  to  life.  In  biological  standardisation  the  activity 
of  producits  containing  different  hormones  must  be 
measured  , accurately  and  recorded  in  some  uniform  nota- 
tion. Even  with  crystallised  adrenalin  or  thyroxin  it  is 
doubtful  whether  adequate  chemical  criteria  of  purity  ave 
yet  available,  and  for  some  time  it  will  be  necessary  to 
control  the  activity  by  direct  physiological  test.  With 
pituitary  and  insulin  it  is  lamentably  possible  for  conscien- 
tious manufacturers  to  make,  by  apparently  identical 
methods,  remedies  exhibiting  a  very  wide  range  of  activity 
in  the  absence  of  adequate  physiological  control.  Some 
years  ago  samples  of  pituitary  extract  represented  as 
physiologically  standardised  for  the  same  purpose  ranged 
from  1  to  80  in  potency  for  a  preparation  where  either  too 
weak  or  too  strong  may  spell  death  to  the  patient.  The 
word  "  standardisation  "  has  its  only  proper  appJicatioa 
to  measurements  made  in  relation  to  some  common,  invari- 
able .standard,  and  the  principle  of  relativity  applies  to 
bioloo-ical  standards  as  well  as  to  the  standard  metre. 
"The  oasis  of  every  true  biological  standardisation  must 
be  comparative,  and  those  re-sponsibie  for  administering 
the  new  Therapeutic  Substances  Act  should  give  legal 
authority  to  this  essential  principle. 

Dr.  H.  W.  Dudley,  who  dealt  with 

The  Chemistry  of  the  Pituitary  Gland  and  of  Insulin, 

was  pessimistic  as  regards  the  possibility  of  isolation  and 
chemical  identification  of  these  hormones.  A  kilogram  of 
dried  pituitary  gland  represents  the  yield"  from  10,000 
oxen,  and  making  the  generous  assumption  that  0.1  per 
cent,  of  the  dried  tissue  represents  the  active  principles, 
the  preparation  of  100  grams  would  involve  the  wording 
up  of  material  from  1,000,000  oxen.  This  quantity, 
probably  a  mixture  of  at  least  two  additive  principles, 
would  be  a  very  modest  amount  with  which  to  embark 
on  an  attempt  to  separate  and  determine  the  chemical 
constitution  of  the  substances  present.  By  treatment 
with  butyl  alcohol  it  is  possible  to  effect  a  partial  separa- 
tion of  two  substances,  one  of  which  makes  plain  muscle 
contract,  and  the  other  causes  a  rise  in  blood  pressure. 
The  muscle-stimulating  hormone  is  destroyed  by  boilmg 
with  strong  mineral  acids,  and  it  is  rapidly  inactivated 
at  room-temperature  by  dilute  alkali,  which  facts  lead 
to  the  supposition  that  it  may  be  an  e.ster.  Its  destruc- 
tion by  trypsin  gives  rise  to  the  belief  that  it  may  con- 
tain the  peptide  linkage  characteristic  of  proteins,  which 
latter  view  is  strengthened  by  the  recent  observation  that 
it  is  not  inactivated  by  the  ester-splitting  enzyme  lipase. 
Hormones  are  active  in  isuch  minute  amounts  that  a 
crystelliue  substance  judged  pure  by  analysis  may  have 
the  hormone  adsorbed  on  it  in  infinitesimal  amounts. 
Thus  a  crystalline  picrate  obtained  by  Dr.  Dudley 
retained  its  physiological  activity  unchanged  on  recrysjtal- 
lisation  from  water,  but  when  recrystallised  from  dilute 
alcohol  the  activity  remained  in  the  mother  liquor  and 
the  crystals  were  identified  as  potassium  creatinine 
picrate.  The  mother  liquor  yielded  a  minute  unattractive 
residue  from  a  chemical  standpoint  which  was  active  one 
part  in  twelve  thousand  millions  (1  in  12,000,000,000). 
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Insulin  of  modern  chemical  technology  contains  12  to  15 
per  cent,  nitrogen  and  1.6  to  3.4  per  cent,  sulphur,  but 
physiological  activity  cannot  be  correlated  with  sulphur 
content,  and  although  potent  in  extremely  small  doses  it 
is  by  no  means  a  chemically  pure  substance,  but  rather 
a  mixture  of  protein-like  substances  containing  an  un- 
known proportion  of  actual  hormone.  Professor  Abel 
has  announced  of  the  isolation  of  a  crystalline  substance 
which  he  regards  as  the  hormone  in  a  chemically  pure 
form.  This  has  a  physiological  activity  only  a  little 
higher  than  commercial  insulin,  which  would  thus  have 
a  greater  degree  of  purity  than  hitherto  suspected.  ^  The 
experience  with  pituitary  hormone  unfortunately  makes  it 
necessary  to  exercise  caution,  especially  as  the  crystalline 
substance  bears  a  striking  resemblance  to  cystine  and 
crystallisation  of  a  protein  such  as  edestin  from  an 
insulin  solution  will  remove  a  great  part  of  its  activity. 
The  properties  of  insulin  are  well  in  keeping  with  the 
view  that  it  is  a  protein-like  substance. 

Mr.  F.  H.  Carr,  who  described 

The  Commehcial  Production  of  Hormones, 
emphasised  the  importance  of  rapid  chilling  of  fresh 
raw  pancreas  to  below  1°  C.  in  order  to  inhibit  destruc- 
tion of  insulin,  as  otherwise  autolytic  changes  cause 
almost  complete  loss  of  hormone  within  a  few  hours. 
In  particular,  small  portions  of  gut  (containing  entero- 
kinase,  which  activates  pancTeatic  enzymes),  are  removed 
in  trimming  the  pancreas,  which  is  spread  in  thin  layers 
in  a  cold  room  with  a  temperature  of  —5°  C.  or  less, 
and  a  current  of  cold  air  is  circulated  over  the  trays. 
The  air  is  cooled  by  passage  through  a  cascade  of  cal- 
cium chloride,  and  pumped  over  the  ammonia  coil  of  a 
refrigerator  baffles  serving  to  separate  spray.  Owing 
to  the  low  temperature  of  the  calcium  chloride  solution 
the  air  is  dried  and  removes  water  as  it  chills  the  glands, 
and  by  this  means  it  is  possible  to  dry  animal  or  vege- 
table material  well  below  0°  C.  in  a  comparatively  short 
time.  Disintegration  of  material  is  conveniently  done 
in  two  stages,  first  through  a  mincing  machine  (keeping 
temperature  below  0°  C),  and  then  with  beaters  in 
troughs,  during  which  acid  and  alcohol  are  incorporated 
in  its  continuous  passage  to  a  pair  of  grinding  stones, 
from  which  a  sludge  with  Ph  3  containing  65  per  cent, 
alcohol  is  obtained  by  suitable  adjustment  of  flows  of 
material  .and  menstrua.  Filtration  and  clarification  are 
also  continuous  by  centrifuge.  Tubular  vacuum  con- 
tinuous evaporators  with  two-stage  vacuum  pumps  work- 
ing through  large  area  condensers  (cooled  with  brine  at 
0°  C.)  minimise  further  destruction  of  insulin,  enzymic 
and  bacterial  action  being  a  '  function  of  temperature 
and  time.  Purification  of  insulin  extract  begins  by  pre- 
cipitation with  half  saturated  ammonium  sulphate  solu- 
tion, but  treatment  of  the  mixture  of  albumoses  thus 
obtained  requires  the  exercise  of  considerable  judgment 
and  skill  in  adjusting  the  degree  of  acidity  to  remove 
proteins  (at  Ph  5),  leaving  insulin  in  solution,  and  then 
steering  through  a  maze  of  operations  based  upon 
adsorption  of  insulin  on  a  colloid  precipitated  at  Ph  6  to 
Ph  7.  Ultimate  purification  of  high-grade  insulin  depends 
upon  the  application  of  Dudley  s  method  of  precipitation 
of  insulin  with  picric  acid  and  subsequent  regeneration 
as  hydrochloride,  but  emphasis  is  laid  on  the  imperative 
necessity  that  biological  control  should  be  close  at  hand 
to  determine  blood  sugar  reducing  power  of  samples 
taken  at  selected  stages  of  manufacture. 

Thyroxine,  apparently,  is  only  released  by  submitting 
thyroid  gland  tissues  to  prolonged  hydrolysis,  Harington 
making  its  isolation  a  comparatively  rapid  operation  by 
effecting  hydrolysis  in  two  stages.  Briefly,  Harington's 
process  consists  in  treating  dried  thyroid  gland  with 
aqueous  baryta  for  six  hours,  separating  the  liquor,  and 
re-extracting  the  gland  with  aqueous  caustic  soda  for 
fifteen  minutes  only.  The  two  liquors  are  combined  and 
acidified,  and  the  precipitate  produced  on  boiling  with 
strong  baryta  for  eighteen  hours  leaves  an  insoluble 
precipitate  consisting  for  the  most  part  of  the  barium 
compound  of  thyroxine.  Only  14  per  cent,  of  the  total 
iodine  content  of  the  gland  is  accounted  for  in  the 
thyi'oxine  thus  isolated.  The  physiological  action  of 
thyroxine  so-  closely  resembles  that  of  thyroid  substance 


that  the  action  of  the  latter  may  be  assumed  to  be  due 
to  thyroxine,  though  this  is  not  apparently  present 
originally  as  such.  Both  the  above  instances  of  hormone 
manufacture  were  achieved  by  the  alliance  of  manufac- 
turers with  State  laboratories  and  Universities,  and  have 
resulted  in  bringing  medicines  previously  prohibitive  in 
price  within  the  reach  of  the  poor. 

Lantern  slides  were  shown  illustrating  topical  portions 
of  the  insulin  plant  of  The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd., 
including  refrigeration  of  gland,  continuous  grinding  in 
cold  alcohol,  enclosed  centrifuges,  and  Kestner  continuous 
low  temperature  evaporators. 

Dr.  H.  A.  D.  Jowett,  who  related 

The  History  of  Adrenalin, 

stated  that  this  claims  attention  as  the  only  hormone 
whose  chemical  constitution  has  been  fully  elucidated. 
An  interesting  feature  in  connection  with  its  isolation 
in  a  crystalline  condition  by  Takamine  (in  1901)  was 
the  use  of  a  large  quantity  of  ammonia  to  precipitate 
the  principle  under  conditions  preventing  its  oxidation, 
whereas  previous  workers  had  obtained  no  result  by  the 
usual  practice  of  cautiously  adding  weak  ammonia,  which 
curiously  enough  precipitates  the  isolated  base  from  its 
acid  solution. 

Jowett  estaiblished  in  1904  the  constitutional 
formula  of  adrenalin,  and  Stolz,  who  must  have 
proved  its  constitution  previously,  synthetised  the  base  in 
1803.  The  final  stage  in  the  resolution  of  synthetic  adrena- 
lin into  its  optical  isomers  was  effected  by  Flacher  in  1908. 
Gushing  thought  a-adrenalin  was  devoid  of  pressor  effect, 
but  it  has  been  proved  since  to  have  an  activity  which  is 
one-fifteenth  of  that  of  natural  ^adrenalin.  Synthetic 
adrenalin  is  available,  which  is  identical  in  all  respects 
with  the  national  product,  and  is  sold  as  suprarenin 
synthetic.  Bio-chemical  interest  concerns  how  the  supra- 
renal gland  synthetises  adrenalin ;  and  though  what 
little  is  known  is  speculation,  it  certainly  does  not  copy 
the  laboratory  method. 

Dr.  Jowett  caused  much  merriment  by  stating,  in  con- 
nection with  crystalline  adrenalin,  that  "  once  a  substance 
was  got  in  crystalline  form,  the  problem  passed  into  the 
hands  of  a  real  chemist." 

Recent  Progress  in  the  Chemistry  of  Thyroxine 

Professor  G.  Barger,  in  summarising,  said  he  was  depu- 
tising for  Dr.  C.  R.  Harington,  w.ho  was  in  Germany. 
The  steps  taken  by  Dr.  Harington  to  prove  the  consti- 
tution of  desiodo-thyroxine  were  outlined.  Dr.  Haring- 
touihas  synthetised  desiodo-thyroxine  or  iodine-free  thyrox- 
ine obtained  by  removal  of  four  molecules  of  iodine  from 
the  thyroxine  molecule.  This  proves  to  be  (3  [4 — (4' — hy- 
droxy phenoxy)  phenyl]  —  a  —  aminopropionic  acid  or, 
more  simply,  the  y-hydroxy-phenyl  ether  of  tyrosine  :

The  orientation  of  the  iodine  atoms  in  thyroxine  is  not 
yet  finally  determined,  but  experiments  indicate  that  they 
probably  occupy  the  3,  5,  3',  5'  positions.  The  probable 
constitution  of  thyroxine  itself  was  stated  as  : —

The  oxygen  linkage  is  remarkably  stable,  and  requires 
fusion  with  potash  at  over  300°  C.  to  break  it  down. 
Di-iodo-tyrosin,  which  occurs  in  sponges,  is  the  only 
natural  product  showing  tlie  same  placing  of  iodine  as  in 
the  first  ring  of  thyroxine.  Photographs  were  thrown  on 
the  screen  showing  that  thyroxine  possessed  identical 
physiological  action  with  thyroid  gland. 

Symposium  on  Corrosion 

The  symposium  on  "  Corrosion  "  on  July  20  con- 
tained a  paper  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Hatfield,  which  was  of 
prime  interest  to  pharmaceutical  manufacturers,  and 
was  entitled 
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Chbmtcally  Resistant  Steels  fob  Chemical  Engineeeing 
This  title  related  to  the  properties  of  chromium-nickel 
steel  of  the  austenitic  class  containing  18  .per  cent,  of 
chromium  and  8  per  cent,  of  nickel  (which  can  be 
rendered  soft  and  ductile  by  quenching  at  a  high  tem- 
perature) and  to  12  to  14  per  cent,  plain  chromium  steel 
(used  for  making  stainless  knives,  and  thus  known  as 
stainless  steel).  These  chromium  steels  are  of  low 
carbon  content,  containing  only  sufficient  (0.30  per  cent.) 
to  impart  the  requisite  hardness,  and  if  this  is  reduced 
further  (to  0.1),  the  alloy  is  sometimes  called  stainless 
iron.  Chrome-nickel  steel  is  being  applied  in  particular 
in  chemical  industry  on  an  extensive  scale  owing  to  its 
capacity  for  plastic  deformation.  It  can  be  hot-  or 
cold-pressed,  can  be  welded,  and  is  available  in  bar, 
sheet,  castings,  forgings,  tubes,  and  wire.  Its  resistance 
to  the  action  of  many  chemical  solutions  gives  it  practical 
advantages  in  many  fields.  The  paper  brings  out  some 
troubles  which  may  arise  owing  to  presence  of  certain 
im.purities  and  some  unexpected  examples  of  passivity. 
Thus  sulphuric  acid  in  citric  acid  attacked  the  acid-, 
resisting  steel,  but  0.5  per  cent,  could  be  allowed  in 
concentrated  citric  acid  solutions  with  comparative 
safety.  Hydrochloric  acid,  which  attacked  chrome- 
nickel  steel  when  alone,  was  passive  in  the  presence  of 
sodium  nitrite,  though  the  solution  becomes  virtually 
dilute  aqua  regia.  Malt  vinegar  did  not  etch  chromium 
steel,  whereas  it  was  heavily  etched  by  5  per  cent,  acetic 
acid.  Lemon  juice  does  not  attack  this  steel,  but  citric 
acid  solution  of  the  same  strength  of  acid  does.  Pre- 
limiaary  experiments  did  not  agree  with  any  theory  of 
colloidal  protection.  Nitrobenzene  had  a  quite  definite 
restraining  action  on  corrosion  of  stainless  steel  b}' 
acetic,  citric  and  tartaric  acids. 

The  effect  of  various  acid  media  and  solvents  or  solu- 
tions on  nickel-chromium  steel,  chromium  steel  and  mild 
steel  is  shown  below  in  form  rearranged  from  the 
appendix  to  Mr.  Hatfield's  paper  : — ■

Thus  chromium  nickel  steel  resists  action  of  chemicals 
in  Groups  1.  2  and  3  (trade-marked  as  "  Staybrite '' 
and  "  Era  "),  but  is  attacked  by  Group  4.  It  is  thus 
vastly  superior  to  chromium  (stainless)  steel,  which  is 
attacked  by  the  chemicals  in  Groups  3  and  4.  Mild  steel 
can  only  be  applied  to  the  few  chemicals  in  Group  1, 
which  comprise  only  a  few  inert  substances,  or  chemical 
compounds  which  render  it  passive.  This  property  of 
becoming  "  passive  "  or  resistant  to  corrosion  is  the 
characteristic  which  is  making  chromium-nickel  steel 
revolutionise  chemical  plant  construction. 

"  Chemistry  House  " 

was  the  topic  at  a  combined  meeting  of  the  societies, 
held  after  luncheon  on  July  20,  which  apparently  did 
not  predispose  to  an  optimistic  outlook.  The  principal 
feature  was  not  what  was  said,  but  the  overshadowing 
feeling  that  the  chemical  industry  already  has  all  the 
burdens  it  can  conveniently  carry.  In  the  words  of  the 
President,  there  was  no  controversy  between  diiferent 
sections  regarding  wanting  "Chemistry  House";  the 
problem  was  how  to  get  it.  Dr.  Miall,  the  editor  of 
"  Chemistry  and  Industry,"  who  was  the  chief  speaker, 
pointed  out  that  the  £250,000  scheme  for  housing  and 
officing  the  different  chemical  societies,  with  provision 
for  adequate  library  and  club  accommodation,  died  on 
the  death  of  Lord  Moulton.  Dr.  Miall  concluded  by 
calling  attention  to  the  possibility  of  putting  into  opera- 
tion a  much  smaller  scheme,  costing  from  £25,000  to 
£50,000,  for  a  building  to  bring  together  the  staffs  of 
the  different  societies  and  purchase  a  site  lalge  enough 
for  future  expansion  during  the  ensuing  ten  or  twenty 
years.  Mr.  Knapp,  speaking  for  the  British  Association 
of  Chemists,  apparently  saw  much  in  a  "  register  "  of 
"chemists"  for  raising  "  Chemistry  House,"  but  the 
meeting  called  him  to  order.  Dr.  Ormandy  crystallised 
opinion  by  saying  that  something  more  concrete  was 
■wanted — namely,  a  scheme  which  would  cut  down  fees 
for  subscriptions.  Though  a  few  enthusiasts  desired  to 
do  something  by  starting  a  trust  fund,  the  consensus  of 
opinion  was  decidedly  in  favour  of  doing  nothing ;  and 
Dr.  Miall  wound  up  by  agreeing  that  the  discussion  had 
been  premature  in  view  of  prevailing  conditions. 


The  art  of  healing  being  a  valuable  means  of  spread- 
ing civilisation,  the  Governor  of  French  East  Africa  is 
offering  special  inducements  to  doctors  and  pharmacists 
to  serve  in  the  colony.  French  army  pharmacists  of  the 
reserve  are  offered  a  first  outfit  allowance  of  1,500  francs. 

Drug  adulteration  in  India. — A  Bombay  firm  of 
wholesale  druggists  has  distributed  a  circular  to  15,000 
doctors  in  India,  Burma  and  Ceylon,  pointing  out  the 
necessity  of  supplying  genuine  and  full-strength  drugs- 
only.  As  is  well  known,  the  drugs  and  chemicals  sold, 
in  the  Indian  market  are  frequently  adulterated,  and 
among  the  latest  instances  are  ferri  et  quin.  cit.,  con- 
taining 10  per  cent,  quinine  instead  of  15  per  cent.  ;, 
syr.  ferri  iodid.,  containing  2  gr.  only  of  ferrous  iodide 
in  each  drachm  instead  of  5  per  cent.  ;  and  pulv.  ipec^- 
CO.,  containing  less  or  no  opium  instead  of  the  B.P. 
standard  10  per  cent. 
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rh«  mricta  ttven  ia  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  Im^ 
oorters  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original 
nacbages.  To  these  prices  various  charges  have  to  be 
added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly 
augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods 
into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be  incurred 
in  fiarbling,  packing,  etc.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
essential  and  fixed  oils,  and  many  other  commodities 
vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted 
are  charged  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products 
even  in  bulk  quantities.

Business  in  the  Mincing  Lane  produce  markets  con- 
tinues on  restricted  lines,  and  so  far  as  regards  crude 
drugs,  interest  this  week  has  centred  on  the  auction. 
Privately  there  has  been  a  good  business  in  cascara 
sagrada  and  senega  at  rising  prices,  both  on  the  spot 
and  to  arrive.  Menthol  is  dearer  in  sympathy  with 
Japanese  peppermint  oil.  Morocco  canary  seed  is  slightly 
easier,  and  cumin  seed  to  arrive  is  cheaper.  Opium  is 
practically  unchanged,  and  saffron  is  firmer.  Apart  from 
the  steady  depreciation  of  the  franc  and  lira,  which 
affects  the  value  of  French  and  Italian  products,  there 
re  few  outstanding  changes  in  essential  oils.  Lemon  is 
cheaper  and  slow  of  sale ;  the  same  applies  to  bergamot 
and  orange.  There  are  indications  of  cheaper  rates  for 
new  crop  Spanish  pennyroyal.  Japanese  peppermint  has 
continued  active  and  is  again  dearer,  but  little  interest 
is  shown  in  American.  Clove  oil  is  cheaper.  In  the 
pharmaceutical  chemical  group  the  general  tone  continues 
steady,  with  no  important  outstanding  changes.  Aceta- 
nilide  is  easier,  and  higher  prices  are  asked  for 
benzonaphthol.  Citric  and  tartaric  acids  are  firm  and  in 
good  seasonable  demand.  Among  the  fixed  oils  and 
allied  products,  markets  have  been  quiet  throughout. 
Castor  is  easier  for  all  grades.  Cotton,  palm  kernel  and 
soya  oils  are  all  cheaper.  Linseed  on  the  week  shows 
an  advance,'  closing  unsteady.  Among  industrial  chemi- 
cals the'  position  remains  unchanged,  with  an  almost 
entire  lack  of  inquiiy  for  many  products,  consequent 
on  the  shortage  of  fuel  in  consuming  industries.  Coal 
tar  products  also  show  little  change,  and  prices  in  the 
absence  of  adequate  supplies  are  mostly  nominal.

Menthol  is 
higher  at  $4.50  per  lb.  Cartagena  ipecacuanha  is  cheaper 
at  $5.10,  and  refined  camphor  is  also  lower  at  79c. 
Carbolic  acid  has  been  reduced  to  22c.  per  lb. 

Crude  Drugs,  etc. 

Antimony  is  irregular  ;  while  high-grade  English  stands 
at  £74  10s.  to  £75  per  ton,  ordinary  brands  have  been 
secured  at  £69  10s.  to  £70.  Chinese  metal  is  firmly 
held  on  the  spot  at  £60  to  £61,  and  c.i.f.  terms  for 
forward  shipment  are  harder  at  £50  upward.  Advices 
from  China  are  to  the  effect  that  there  has  been  some 
difficulty  in  moving  supplies,  owing  to  floods.  Chinese 
crude  is  slow,  spot  being  about  £40  and  forward  £32  per 
ton,  c.i.f. 


Cadmium. — ^There  is  a  moderate  consumptive  demand, 
and  Australian  agents  are  selling  quite  freely  at  Is.  9d. 
per  lb.,  although  Is.  lO^d.  and  even  more  is  wanted  by 
American  companies.

Up  to  July  17  the  landings  of 
Zanzibar  in  London  have  been  9,759,  against  8,541  in 
1925,  while  the  deliveries  amount  to  10,252,  against  11,443 
last  year.

Menthol  has  been  a  rising  market  in  .sympathy  with 
Japanese  peppermint  oil,  and  the  spot  price  of  Koba- 
yashi-Suzuki  has  advanced  to  20is.  per  lb.,  with  sales  at 
from  18s.  6d.  to  19s.  6d.  Sales  in  forward  positions  in- 
clude October-December  at  17s.  to  17s.  6d.  and  January-

Mercury. — There  is  no  apparent  change  in  the  state 
of  the  market,  bub  the  undertone  seems  strong  with 
sellers  asking  £15  5s.  to  £15  10s.  per  bottle.

Offers  from 
the  Continent  are  few  and  rather  limited.  According 
to  an  Ainerican  report,  efforts  are  being  made  to  increase 
output  at  a  mine  in  Oregon,  which  it  is  stated  might 
give  a  good  yield  eventually.

Spot 
closes  at  62s.  3d.,   and  July-December  63s.     Last  week's 
deliveries  w-ere  good,  amounting  to  2,168  barrels,  making  a  [ 
total  of  64,436  since  January  1.   This  compares  with  53,952  j 
barrels  same  period  last  year.    There  was  some  increase  in  : 
the  London  stock  to  11,420  barrels,  which,  togetheo"  with  ; 
th«  quantities  landing  and  afloat,  made  the  total  London  I 
visible   supply  17,437  barrels,  against  26,596  barrels  same 
date  last  year.

Moderate  supplies  only  were  brought  forward  by  twelve 
brokers,  but  the  tone  throughout  was  depressed  and  sales 
were  more  difficult  to  effect  than  usual,  although  im- 
porters were  willing  to  meet  buyers.  Where  business 
was  done  prices  were  in  buyers'  favour.  Of  aloes  and 
csrdamoms  not  a  package  sold.  Annatto  seed  is  in  large 
supply  and  offering  at  lower  rates.  Buchu  leaves  were 
from  3d.  to  5d.  per  lb.  cheaper.  Cassia  fistula  was 
easier,  and  for  dragon's  blood  there  was  no  demand. 
Gamboge  is  about  steady,  and  for  honey  irregular  but 
lower  prices  were  accepted  for  the  small  business  done. 
Matto  Grosso  ipecacuanha  was  the  turn  easier,  in  view 
of  rather  larger  stocks.  Rhubarb  was  in  comparatively 
fair  demand,  while  for  grey  Jamaica  sarsaparilla  the 
sale  was  quite  retail ;  good  Alexandrian  senna  pods  sold 
at  extremely  high  prices.  On  the  other  hand,  ordinary 
half  leaf  was<  quitted  cheaply.  Squill  seconds  also  sold 
cheaply.  Beeswax  wais  steady  where  sold.  The  follow- 
ing table  shows  the  quantity  of  goods  offered  and  sold,

liquid  Jamaica  realised  48s.  ;  ten  light  amber  setting 
Jamaica,  43s.  ;  and  five  amber  setting  at  37s.  ;  eleven 
packages  light  brown  set  to  setting  at  37s.  per  cwt.  ;  five 
pale  set  San  Domingo  sold  privately,  and  fermenting 
(thirteen  packages)  sold  at  10s.  to  15s.  per  cwt.  A  fair 
average  price  for  good  liquid  and  white  Jamaica  set 
would  be  from  48s.  to  50s.  per  cwt. 

Ipecacuanha. — iMatto  Grosso  was  the  only  description 
offered,  and  the  bulk  so  far  as  outward  appearance  was 
concerned  was  lean  and  stemmy.  Sound  was  held  for 
14s.

— Three  cases  "  Suzuki  "  brand  sold  without 
reserve  at  from  18s.  3d.  to  18s.  6d.  per  lb.,  less  2^  per 
cent,  discount. 

Musk  seed. — Two  bags  fair  Grenada  were  obtainable 
at  2s.  6d.  per  lb. 

Peppermint  oil. — A  parcel  of  15  cases  Jaipanese  de- 
mentholised  oil  (Nagayoka  brand)  was  put  up  without 
reserve,  and  sold  at  9s.

Of  Canton,  two  cases 
medium  round  with  two-thirds  greyish  and  one- 
third  ordinary  pinky  fracture  sold  at  2s.  3d.  ;  two  cases 
Canton  druggists'  trimming  went  at  2s.  3d.  Of  rough 
round  horny  high  dried  two  cases  sold  at  Is.  6d.  subject 
for  medium  with  two-thirds  poor  pinky  fracture,  and 
two  cases  medium  round  with  two-thirds  good  pinky 
fracture  went  at  Is,  7d.  per  Ih. 
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Sarsaparilla. — Grej'  Jamaica  met  with  a  small  demand 
at  about  steady  rates,  including  four  bales  at  Is.  6d. 
per  lb.  IJull  yellow  to  fair  red  Native- Jamaica  was 
limited  at  from  Is.  5d.  to  Is.  7d.  per  lb.,  but  no  sales 
were  mtide.    Two  bales  Mexican  had  been  sold  privately. 

Senna. — Fourteen  bales  Alexandrian  half-leaf  off  colour 
sold  without  reserve  at  4^d.  to  4|d.  per  lb.,  being  cheap, 
and  for  ten  bales  good  pale  selected  Alexandrian  pods 
4s.  6d.  per  lb.  was  paid  under  usual  conditions.  Of 
Tinnevelly  leaf  five  bales  sold  at  3d.  per  lb.  for  small - 
yellowish.  Pods  were  held  at  4^d.  to  5d.  per  lb.,  and 
a  bid  of  4^d.  per  lb.  is  to  be  submitted  for  dark  slightly 
sea-damaged. 

Squill. — A  lot  of  39  bagis  ordinary  seiconds  sold  cheaply 
at  15s.  per  cwt. 

Tragacanth. — A  lot  of  five  bags  partly  blocky  hog  gum 
sold  without  reserve  at  £5  10s.  per  cwt. 

Turmeric. — ^The  offerings  included  137  bags  fair 
Madras  finger,  for  which  24s.  to  25s.  per  cwt.  was  asked. 
Sales  privately  have  been  made  at  these  figures. 

Valerian  root. — A  lot  of  eleven  bags  Indian  was 
retired  at  52s.  6d.  per  cwt. 

Wax,  bees'. — A  single  case  of  fair  red  and  brown 
Jamaica  block  sold  at  <£9  per  cwt.,  and  twenty  bags  of 
fair  brown  East  African  block  sold  subject  to  sellers' 
approval  at  £9  per  cwt.  ;  for  two  cases  bleached  East 
African  £10  5s.  was  paid.  Good  bleached  Calcutta  was 
held  at  £10  5s.  per  cwt. 

Wax,  carnauba. — ^Seven  bags  comprising  various 
qualities  sold  ait  from  170s.  to  217s.  6d.  per  cwt. 

Wax,  vegetable. — ^A  lot  of  15  cases  good  pale  Chinese 
slab  was  limited  at  67s.  6d.  per  cwt. 

English  Herb  Crops 

Stafford  Allen  and  Sons,  Ltd.,  write: — The  cultivation  ol 
medicinal  herbs  has  been  rather  more  difficult  tliis  year 
owing-  to  the  cold,  wet  spring-  and  abundance  of  weedis.  With 
the  recent  spell  of  fine  weather,  prospects  look  rather  more 
encouraging  than  they  did  a  month  ago. 

Aconite. — This  has  been  a  poor  crop  as  far  as  the  fresh 
herb  is  concerned. 

Belladonna. — Thi.s  is  a  crop  which  was  largely  affected 
by  tih«  cortd,  wet  spring,  but  leaves  of  average  alkaloid  value 
have  been  collected. 

Henbane.— Tliere  has  been  a  good  crop,  ajid  flowering  tops 
and  leaves  of  good  quality  have  been  successfully  harvested. 

Chamomile. — The  plants  have  now  started  to  grow  ivell, 
and  given  fine  weather  there  should  b©  a  fair  crop  of  flowers. 

Peppebmint. — The  wet  wea/ther  in  May  was  advantageous 
for  extending-  plaiAations,  and  the  plants  are  Jooking  very 
well  ait  present. 

Lavender. — The  cold  and  v'et  in  the  spring  of  the  year 
have  retarded  this  crop,  but  the  flowering  spikes  are  shoAving 
better  now,  but  praotically  ever5'thing  depends  upon  the 
.amount  of  sunshine  during  the  next  month  or  so.  Given  fine 
weather  there  should  be  a  fair  yield  of  oil,  but  not  up  to 
the  average. 

Foxglove. — The  plants  are  rather  under  narmal. 

Valehian. — This  will  be  an  averaige  crop,  and  the  same 
applies  to  broom. 

Dill  seed. — The  wet  spring  made  cleaning  this  crop  a  very 
difficult  matter,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  crop  to  bo 
harvested  will  be  much  smaller  than  usual. 

WiUia.m  Ransom,  and  Son,  Ltd  ,  write  that  for  the  third 
year  in  succession  the  winiter  and  ea.rly  spring  v,-eather  condi- 
tions have  been  generally  unfavourable.  The  autumn  sowing  of 
belladonna  and  henbane  seed  germinated  early  and  subse- 
quently received  a  severe  check  from  a  cold  and  wet  period 
in  the  spring.  Since  then,  gro'v\''th  has  been  s^ow  and  the 
crops  difficult  to  olean.  The  crop  of  belladonna  herb  has 
been  about  the  same  as,  last  year,  and  the  supply  will  remain 
insufficient  for  our  large  requirements.  There  is  a  full 
planit — ^with  the  exception  of  four  acres — of  first-year 
henbane  ;  but  the  cut  of  second-year  herb,  which  took  place 
in  June,  was  considerably  below  expectations.  However, 
some  gocid  quality  leaves  (P.B.  1914)  and  flowering  top.? 
(P.B.  1898)  were  picked  and  dried  in  good  condition.  Whilst 
we  have  made  several  new  peppermint  beds,  these  Avill  yield 
but  little  duriuig  the  present  season,  and,  as  the  established 
beds  carry  a  light  crop,  we  anticipate  only  a  small  qmantity 
of  oil  this  year.  The  production  of  lavender  oil  is  expected 
to  be  about  normal,  and  if  the  present  warm  weather  con- 
tinues, the  flowers  will  soon  be  ready  for  distillation.  Rainy 
weather  would  reduce  the  oil  content.  Chamomile  flowers 
appear  to  be  somewhat  smaller  than  usual.  Rosemary  herb 
will  be  a  light  crop  this  season.  Squirting  cucumber 
(Elaterium)  carry  some  good  bloom,  and  the  crop  of  fruit 
should  be  up  to  the  normal  quantity.    White  poppies  look 


well  at  present,  some  nice  capsules  having  formed;  but 
much  depends  upon  the  weather  obtaining  during  the  coming 
few  ■\ve6ks.    Some  good  quality  herb  of  common  thyme 
been  harvested  and  dried.    Other  medicinal  herb  crops  are 
noi-mal. 

Potter  and  Clarke,  Ltd.,  write:— Owing  to  the  simless 
spring,  following  a  wet  winter,  most  crops  are  later  thaTi 
usual,  but  on  the  whole,  are  looking  well.  A  good  crop  of 
wormwood,  tansy,  meadowsweet,  comfrey  and  valerian  is 
expected.  ^  Scullcap,  dandelion,  peppermint  (planits  are 
affeoted  with  blight),  and  feverfew  are  expected  to  be  medium 
crops.  Culinary  herbs,  such  as  spearmint,  will  be  a  good 
crop._  Lemon  thyme  is  medium.  Sage  and  parsley  are  dis- 
appoiruting.  Tlie  yield  of  the  first  cuttings  was  negligible. 
It  is  hoped  that  later  crops  will  yield  better,  otherwise  the 
market  will  be  bare  of  home-grown  supplies. 

Joseph  Seymour  writes  that  poppies  are  a  good  crop; 
dill  is  doing  well ;  and  belladonna  is  not  so  good  as  usual. 
Peppermint. — Owing  to  the  long  wet  winter,  plants  came  up 
very  thin,  and  have  not  developed.  We  have  planted  out 
an  extra  acreage,  but  snufi  or  rust  is  taking  the  crops,  and 
we  shall  have  to  commence  distilling  weeks  sooner  than 
usual,  and  do  not  expect  more  than  half  the  u^sual  quantity 
of  oil  per  acre. 

Bulgarian  Rose  Oil  Exports 

According  to  the  official  Bulgarian  statistics,  exports  of 
rose  oil  during  the  month  of  April  totalled  121  kilos,  valuwl 
at  7.058,230  levas,  consigrned  to  the  following  countries: 
Great  Britain,  29  kilos;  Germany,  50  kilos;  Austria, 
100  grams ;  Italy,  480  grams ;  United  States,  7  kilos ;  France, 
30  kilos ;  and  Switzerland,  5  kilos.  During  tlie  fireft  four 
months  of  the  present  year  622  kilos  were  exported,  valued 
ait  36,090,004  levas. 

Newfoundland  Cod -Liver  Oil 

In  the  course  of  a  report  on  the  trade,  industries,  and 
resources  of  Newfoimdland  for  1925  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Field, 
senior  Trade  Commissioner  in  Canada  and  Newfovmdland,  it 
is  stated  that  in  1923-24  41,389  gallons  of  refined  cod-liver  oil 
were  exported  from  Newfoundla-nd.  Some  of  the  producers 
have  expressed  their  disappointment  to  Mr.  Field,  because 
United  Kingdom  importers  have  not  taken  a  wider  interest 
in  the  Newfoundland  product.  An  exporter  in  St.  John's, 
for  example,  told  him  that  he  had  written  to  twenty-eight 
English,  firms  offering  them  Government  inspected  and 
centified  Newfoundliand  cod-liver  oil  and  had  sent  them  each 
a  sample  battle,  a  pamphlet  and  a  local  newspaper  describing 
the  Newfoundland  oil.  He  complained  that  only  eight  firms 
replied;  the  remaining  twenty  did  not  acknowledge  his 
latter.  Attention _  was  recently  drawn  in  St.  John's  to  the 
fact  that  the  United  Kingdom's  purchases  of  foreign  cod- 
liver  oil  for  the  nine  years  1913  to  1921  averaged  1,225,000 
gallons  annually  compared  with  purchases  of  only  65,000 
gallons  of  Newfoundland  oil. 

Bulgarian  Rose  Oil 

In  a  recent  report  on  the  position  of  rose  oil,  Bontcheff  & 
KidofT,  Kazanlik,  state  that  the  rose  bushes  did  not  suflfer 
during  last  winter,  and  as  growth  was  quite  normal  an 
abundant  crop  was  counted  on.  From  April  10  to  30,  how- 
ever, it  was  noticed  that  the  bushes  had  comparatively  few 
buds,  due  to  .the  action  of  a  "  rust,"  which  attacked  the  leaves 
last  summer,  causing  them  to  drop  off  before  vegetation 
was  complete.  As  a  result  the  biislies  lacked  the  necessary 
reserves  for  the  formation  of  the  buds  this  year,  fortu- 
nately rain  fell,  otherwise  the  yield  woul-d  have  been  very 
mediocre  and  the  oil  would  have  been  twice  as  dear  as  last 
year.  Distillation  began  in  drj'  weather,  and  the  yield  was 
very  good.  Thanks  to  this,  the  shortage  of  flowers — 40  per 
cent,  less  than  last  year — has  been  compensated  for.  The 
following  figures  give  the  total  production  in  kilos,  from

Managers'  Salaries 

— There  are  two  important  factors  which  must  be 
iken  into  consideration  in  fixing  the  salary  of  a  manager 
1  any  business  concern  or  commercial  undertaking— 
rst,  the  economic  factor  or  the  figure  which  the  parti- 
ular  concern  is  capable  of  paying;  secondly,  the  earning 
apacity  and  organising  ability  of  the  manager  who 
pplies  for  the  job.  A  first-class  manager  could  take 
harge  of  almost  any  business  and  increase  its  turnover 
,nd  profits,  thereby  actually  earning  an  increase  in.  his 
alary.  As  a  manager  applying  for  a  berth,  my  first 
oncern  was  always:  "What  is  the  business  capable 
if  doing?  "  The  next  thing  was  to  accept  any  reason- 
ible  salary  on  the  understanding  that  I  received  an 
mnual  increase  as  sales  and  profits  grew  under  my 
iianageraent.  This  was  quite  a  happy  arrangement,  and 
invariably  worked  out  very  well  and  to  the  advantage 
rif  both  my  employer  and  myself.  As  a  proprietor  I 
fix  my  manager's  salary  on  this  basis,  10'  per  cent,  of 
the  total  turnover ;  but  I  expect  him  to  run  the  business 
at  a  net  profit  of  20  per  cent. — the  books  are  audited 
by  chartered  accountants,  so  he  is  given  a  square  deal, 
qnd  it  is  entirely  up  to  him  as  to  what  salary  he  earns.

Pharmacies  in  Leicester 

Sir, — There  are  two  things  which  strike  one, 
from  a  business  point  of  view,  after  rea-ding  your  survey 
of  Leicester  chemists  and  pharmacies  (C.  tb  D.,  July  17, 
p.  135).  The  first  is  the  number  of  pharmacies  You 
state  that  there  is  one  to  every  3,600  head  of  population, 
and  the  natural  query  arises  as  to  what  is  the.  spending 
capacity  per  head.  If  the  average  sale  worked  out  at 
sixpence  a  head  it  would  require  1.600  customers  a 
week  to  produce  a  turnover  of  £40.  returning,  on  the 
25  per  cent,  basis  taken  by  most  of  your  correspondents, 
a  gross  profit  of  £10  a  week ;  it  would  be  interesting 
to  hear  from  a  Leicester  chemist  what  the  approximate 
average  sale  per  head  is.  The  second  point  is  that 
practically  all  the  pharmacies  illustrated  or  described 
give  considerable  prominence  to  their  side-lines,  chiefly 
photographic  and  wireless  apparatus ;  and  it  looks  as 
though  many  of  the  pharmacies  were  relying  more  on 
these  items  than  on'  pharmacy  proper.  Now,  is  this 
caused  by  the  multiplicity  of  establishments,  or  is  it 
merely  a  keen  desire  for  business  and  expansion  ? 
Although  I  have  been  to  Leicester  on  more  than  one 
occasion  some  years  ago,  I  am  not  familiar  with  the 
modern  conditions  in  the  city.— Yours,  etc..

Service  on  Early  Closing  Days 

Sir, — In  more  than  one  recent  report  under  "  Insur- 
ance Act  Dispensing  "  {C.  Jb  D.,  June  5.  p.  747),  the 
question  of  the  service  on  early  closing  day  is  raised, 
and  it  would  seem  that  sooner  or  later  this  problem 
will  have  to  be  considered  generally,  and  not  locally, 
at  at  present.  In  some  districts  a  rota  system  has 
been  evolved  and  is  worked  satisfactorily,  while  in 
others  one  or  two  men  give  a  service  and  the  others 
close,  this  involving  a  hardship  on  those  men  who 
are  conscientious  enough  to  do  the  work.  It  also  affords 
a  practical  answer  to  those  correspondents  who  claim 
that  Insurance  dispensing  yields  a  profit ;  for  on  the 
early  closing  day  the  sale  of  most  of  the  general  lines 
is  prohibited,  and  if  the  Insui'ance  work  is  so  profitable 
it  is  a  certainty  that  those  shops  which  now  close  alto- 
gether would  not  miss  it.  In  some  areas  where  there 
are  branches  of  multiple  shops  or  pharmacies  under  a 
manager,  there  is  the  diflficulty  of  complying  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Shops  Act. — Yours  truly ^

Esquire  (12/7). — ^See  "  Income-Tax,"  C.  d-  !)■  Uinnj, 
1926,  p.  306. 

E.  <ij  (.T.  (2/7). — ^Vendors  of  vaseline  in  packages,  otJier 
than  Id.  or  2d.  tins,  must  be  persons  licensed  to  sell 
patent  medicines.  This  is  a  decision  of  the  Board  of 
Customs  and  Excise  of  many  years'  standing. 

J.  M.  (6/7). — Pulv.  ipecac,  co.  is  exempted  from  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations  so  long  as  it  is  not  mixed 
with  any  other  medicament  when  the  mixture  conies 
within  the  statutory  limitations.  Pulv.  ipecac,  co.  con- 
tains 1  per  cent,  of  morpliine  (anhydrous),  therefore 
dilution  with  a  medicament  must  be  greater  tlian  1  in 
5  to  take  the  mixture  out  of  the  D.D.A.  limit. 

T.  P.  (10/7).— You  will  see  by  the  reply  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Customs  and  Excise  (C .  ct'  Z>.,  July  3,  p. 
22)  that  a  chemist  who  purchases  from  a  manutacturer 
the  minimum  quantity  of  five  gallons  of  industrial  methy- 
lated spirits  may  sell  a  quantity  not  exceeding  one  gallon 
to  another  chemist,  provided  that  a  record  of  the  trans 
action  is  made  by  both  parties  in  tlie  manner  laid  down 
in  the  regulations  (6'.  <t:  I).,  January  9,  p.  49). 

Macs  (12/7). — What  is  the  customary  length  of  notice 
required  to  terminate  the  engagement  of  a  commercial 
traveller  who  is  paid  weekly '!  [There  is  no  recognised 
custom  as  to  the  length  of  notice  to  which  a  traveller  is 
entitled.  He  is  entitled  to  a  "  reasonable  "  notice,  the 
extent  of  which  is  a  question  for  the  decision  of  the 
court,  having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances  of  the 
particular  case.  It  is  commonly  held  that  a  traveller  ia 
entitled  to  three  months'  notice;  but  a  month's  notice, 
or  even  less,  might  be  sufficient  in  certain  cases.  How- 
ever, the  mere  fact  that  wages  are  paid  weekly  does  not 
make  the  contract  a  weekly  one.  A  knowledge  of  all  the 
facts  is  essential  before  a  definite  opinion  can  be 
expressed.  J 

Ajax  (8/7). — A  limited  company,  trading  as  chemists, 
consists  of  the  owner,  wlio  acts  as  secretary,  and  the 
qualified  manager,  who  has  no  financial  interest  in  the 
concern.  The  owner  states  that  the  annual  meeting  will 
not  be  held  this  year,  and  that,  in  any  case,  as  the  meet- 
ings are  purely  financial,  the  presence  of  the  manager  is 
not  essential.  Is  it  necessary  to  hold  the  meeting  and, 
if  so,  can  the  manager  claim  the  right  to  be  present? 
[It  is  provided  by  the  Companies  Act  that  the  general 
meeting  must  be  held  annually,  failing  which  the  officers 
of  the  company  are  liable  to  penalties.  Unless  the 
manager  is  a  director  of  or  holds  shares  in  the  company 
we  do  not  consider  that  he  has  any  legal  right  to  be 
present  at  the  meetings,  in  the  absence  of  a  special  pro- 
vision in  the  articles  of  association  giving  him  that  right.  J 

JR.  A.  (6/7),  who  bought  his  present  premises  (house 
and  shop)  on  March  5,  1926,  has  just  received  a  demand 
note  for  the  second  instalment  of  income-tax,  Schedule  A, 
on  the  property  as  assessed  for  the  year  1925-26.  The 
money  which  he  paid  for  the  property  was  borrowed 
by  him,  as  to  £550,  from  a  building  society.  He  asks  : 
(1)  What  is  his  own  liability  as  regards  the  tax  now 
demanded  from  him  ;  and  (2)  what,  if  any,  liability  rests 
on  the  building  society  to  pay  any  part  of  the  income- 
tax  levied  on  the  property?  [(1)  "  R.  A."  is  liable 
only  for  one-sixth  of  the  second  instalment  which  is 
demanded  from  him.  If  the  owner  of  the  premises 
from  wliom  he  bought  was  also  the  occupier,  the  best 
way  is  to  apply  at  once  to  the  District  Commissioners 
of  Taxes  to  apportion  the  tax  between  himself  and  the 
former  owner.  There  would  then  be  separate  assess- 
ments made  of  one-sixth  and  five-sixths.  If,  on  the 
other  hand,  a  tenant  was  in  occupation,  "  R.  A."  will 
have  to  pay  the  whole  of  the  instalment,  but  he  can 
recover  it  from  the  former  owner,  just  as  the  tenant 
could  have  done.  (2)  As  regards  the  building  society, 
no  question  arises  as  to  the  assessment  for  1925-26,  but 
interest  payable  to  the  society  should  have  income-tax 
at  4s.  in  the  £  deducted  from  it  when  paid,  and  the 
income-tax  so  deducted  has  to  be  paid  over  by  "  R.  A." 
to  the  tax  authorities,  and  the  loan  should  be  entered 
on  his  yearly  tax  return.  As,  however,  building  societies 
commonly  have  special  arrangements  with  the  Board  of 
Inland  Revenue  as  to  accounting  for  income-tax  on 
interest  paid  by  their  members,  it  would  be  well  to 
write  to  the  society's  secretary  as  to  this.J

upon  proprietary  articles  nor  to  publish  supposed 
formulas  for  them. 

Eldorado  (18/6). — (1)  White  oils. — ^More  body  is 
given  to  white  oils  by  incorporating  a  small  proportion 
of  ung.  resinit,  but  in  the  preparation,  the  formula  for 
which  you  enclose,  the  addition  of  some  ol.  arachis 
would,  we  think,  have  the  effect.  A  formula  containing 
acetic  acid  and  solution  of  ammonia  is  not  pharmaceu- 
tically  correct.  (2)  The  addition  of  sodium  stearate 
has  a  stiffening  effect  in  a  face  cream ;  you  might  try 
the  effect  in  the  case  you  mention. 

Punjab  (24/6). — Spirit  gum  for  theatrical  use.— The 
quantity  of  resin  in  your  formula  can  be  increased  to 
give  superior  adhesiveness,  or  the  following  recipe  may 
be  employed  : —

Rectified  spirit    Siij- 

Dissolve,  .strain,  and  allow  to  settle  until  dear. 

F.  J.  H.  (26/6). — Tennis-racket  gut  preserv.ative.— 
For  this  purpose  white  hard  spirit  varnish  or  copal 
varnish  is  employed.  The  former  may  be  used  undiluted 
or  mixed  with  an  equal  volume  of  spirit,  while  the 
copal  varnish  is,  we  are  informed,  used  undiluted. 

T.  T'.  (28/6). — (1)  Red  mite  in  cheese  cannot  be 
destroyed  by  any  process  of  fumigation  that  would  not 
affect  the  taste  of  the  cheese.  The  pest  should  be 
attacked  by  fumigating  the  empty  cheese  factory  after 
it  has  been  thoroughly  cleaned  with  soap  and  water. 
(2)  Oil  varnish  stain's. — These  are  made  Avitli  a  basis 
obtained  by  boiling,  boiled  oil  10  gallons  with  lead 
acetate  7  lb.,  manganese  sulphate  3^  lb.,  until  the  salts 
are  dissolved.  This  base  is  then  coloured  for  mahogany 
with  soudan  red,  oak,  in  addition  add  oil  brown,  valnvt, 
add  sufficient  aniline  black  to  the  oak  stain. 

W.  G.  (28/6). — Aerating  fluid. — This  preparation  is 
for  mixing  with  egg-yolks  in  cooking,  and  appears  to 
consist  chiefly  of  mucilage  of  gum  acacia  with  a  fair 
quantity  of  glucose,  a  little  acetic  acid  and  a  little  colour- 
ing. The  total  solids  are  36.6  per  cent.,  ash  2.4  per  cent., 
s.g.  1.120. 

B.  C.  L.  (29/6). — Treatment  of  warbles. — Much  can 
be  done  by  spraying  or  dressing  cattle  on  the  parts 
where  the  fly  strikes  with  either  of  the  following  j)re- 
parations  : —

(1/7).— (1)  Alcohol  is  the  alternative  to 
tr.  quillaise  for  suspending  chloroform  in  concentrated 
mixtures,  but  may  not  be  admissible  in  the  case  to 
which  you  refer.  "  (2)  Aspirin  test. — The  test  of  the 
B.P.  for  free,  salicylic  acid  in  aspirin  is  i'endered  more 
delicate  if  iron  alum  is  substituted,  but,  as  was  pointed 
out  by  Mr.  A.  J.  Jones  [C.  <[•  Z>.,  April  26.  1919, 
p.  402).  the  test  is  indefinite.  That  given  in  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  is  a  little  more  precise, 
but  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  subsequent  work 
of  j\Ir.  A.  Nutter-Smith  has  shown  that  the  presence  of 
free  acetic  or  other  acid  has  a  great  effect  in  modifying 
this  test  for  free  salicylic  acid. 

ir.  H.  H.  (2/7). — ^Sulphurous  acid  may  be  used  for 
the  preservation  of  alcoholic  wines,  non-alcoholic  wines 
and  cordials  and  fruit  juices,  sweetened  or  unsweetened, 
in  the  maximum  quantity  of  3  gr.  of  sulphur  dioxide  per 
pint.     The  equivalents  of  thiv.  gas  "in  various  sulphite 


preservatives  were  given  in  the  C.  ct-  D.,  February  7 
1925,  p.  196.  ^  ' 

E.  V.  (2/7). — The  herb  sent  for  identification  is  Linum 
Catharficum,  N.O.  Linacece.  It  occurs  in  the  hilly  and 
heathy  districts  where  it  is  commonly  known  as  purging 
flax,  being  as  purgative  as  senna.  It  is  stated  by 
Linnseus  in  his  "  Materia  Medica  "  to  be  used  for 
nephritis,  and  is  well  known  to  herbalists  as  an  efficient 
purgative.  An  infusion  of  one  ounce  in  a  pint  of  boiling 
water  is  taken  in  wineglassful  doses.  It  is  an  interesting! 
plant  for  botanical  students,  on  account  of  its  similarityj 
in  appearance  to  caryophyllaceous  plants  in  having 
opposite  leaves.  To  herb  collectors  it  is  rather  a  bug- 
bear, as  the  plant  weighs  so  little  that  it  takes  an  enor- 
mous number  of  plants  to  make  up  one  pound  of  dried] 
herb.  It  is  rather  puzzling  why  birds  should  eat  it,  aS; 
you  say  they  do,  as  the  seeds  are  very  bitter.  Perhaps,! 
however,  the  birds  take  the  seeds  as  a  medicine.  |

Water  75  to  100  gals! 

Run  into  a  cask  about  30  gallons  of  water.  Crush 
12  lb.  of  copper  sulphate,  tie  up  in  a  piece  of  sacking 
and  suspend  just  below  the  surface  of  the  wa.ter ;  or,  if 
preferred,  dissolve  the  bluestone  in  boiling  water,  and 
pour  into  the  cask.  Next  moisten  and  slake  Sib.  of 
lime— the  lime  must  be  allowed  to  swell  and  crumble 
slowly — when  it  has  been  well  slaked,  work  it  down 
first  into  a  thick  cream,  and  gradually  dilute  to  foiir 
or  five  gallons.  The  milk  of  lime  must  next  be  strained 
through  a  fine  sieve  or  piece  of  sacking  to  remove  grit; 
it  should  then  be  further  diluted  .  with  water  to  about 
10  gallons  and  poured  slowly  into  the  cask  containing 
the  solution  of  copper  sulphate.  As  the  tw"0  fluids  mix 
they  must  be  thoroughly  stirred.

Solubility  of  Salicylic  Acid 

At  the  Paris  Therapeutical  Society,  M.  Chassan  slated 
that  he  has  found  the  addition  of  citrat«  of  ammonia  to 
greatly  increase  the  solubility  of  this  acid,  either  in  alcohol 
or  in  water.  Thus,  while  40  or  50  parts  of  rum  are  required 
to  dissolve  2  of  the  acid,  if  1  part  of  the  citrate  of  ammonia 
bo  added,  only  8  parts  of  rum  are  required  to  dissolve  the 
2  parts.  If  from  2^  to  3  parts  of  the  citrate  be  added,  120 
parts  of  water  will  dissolve  2  parts  of  the  acid;  while 
without  this  addition  1,000  parts  of  water  would  have  "been 
required.    M.  Chassan  proposes  the  following  formulas:  —

Gelsemium  is  the  dried  rhizome  and  root  of  Gelsemium 
I  litidum,  Michaux,  a.  climhing  plant  growing  in  tho 
:  outhern  states  of  North  America,  and  there  known  as 
mellow  jessamine.  It  is  not,  however,  a  true  jessamine, 
md  is  best  distinguished  as  Carolina  jessamine,  as  it 
jelongs  to  the  LoganiaGcce,  whereas  the  true  jessamines 
(jasminnm)  belong  to  the  Oleacecv.  The  drug  in  commerce 
nostly  consists  of  the  underground  stem  or  rhizome,  with 
Dccasional  pieces  of  the  root.  The  rhizome  is  easily  distin- 
guished by  occurring  in  nearly  straight  pieces,  a>bouit  six 
to  eight  inches  long,  and  quarter  to  three-quarters  inch  in 
diameter,  having  a  small  dark  pith  and  a  purplish-brown 
loiigitudinally  fissured  bark.  The  root  is  smaU'-er,  tortuous 
and  of  a  ytellowish-brown  colour ;  lioth  have  a  radiate 
woody  struotur©  and  thick  miedullary  rays',  about  six  to 
eight  cells  in,  thickness.  When  fractured,  the  bark  shows 
a  few  projecting  silky  fibres.  The  -bark  has  a.  bitter  taste 
and  fatnit  aromatic  odour.  The  a-ctiv©  principles,  accord^ 
ing  to  fSayre,  resid-e  principally  in  the  bai-k,  and  the  root 
contains  less  than  the  rhizome  ;  the  tincture  is,  therefore, 
likely  to  vary  in  strength  according  to  the  amount  of  bark 
present.  It  also  varies  in  different  samples.  The  tincture 
made  from  the  fresh  rhizome  is  more  active  as  a  heart 
depressant.  A  process  which,  according  to  Squire  ("  Com- 
panion "  to  the  B.P.,  1916,  p.  647),  gives  very  satisfac- 
tory and  concordant  results  is  recorded  in  "  Proc.  Amer. 
Pharm.  Ass.,"  IV,  1917  (p.  367).  Gelsemium  cont/ains 
three  alkaloids,  only  one  of  which,  gelsemine,  has  been 
obtained  in  the  crystalline  sitaite ;  it  is  only  sparingly 
soluble  in  water,  but  the  hydrochloride  is  readily  and 
comptetely  so.  This  alkaloid  must  not  be  confounded  with 
gelsemin,  whiioh  is  a  resinoid  eclectic  remedy  reeembling 
the  alcoholic  extract.  Grelsiemium  also'  contaiais  a  8 
methyl-cesculetin,  known  also  as  gelseminic  acid  and 
scopoletin;  in  alkaline  solution  it  exhibits  a  bluish-green 
fluorescence,  which  may  sen've  to  indicate  the  presence  of 
gefsiamium,  although  it  occurs  also  in  belladonna,  and 
scopola.  Gelsemium  is  a  powerful  drug  and  should  be 
iised  with  caution,  as  untoward  results  sometimes  follow 
comparatively  small  doses.  It  is  used  sometimes  in  con- 
junction with  croton  chloral  hydrate  in  neuralgia  Cif  the 
fifth  nerve.  An  allied  species,  Gelsemium  eletjans,  Benth., 
is  used  in  Chfna  as  a  crimiml  poison ;  its.  effects  arte  very 
rapid. 

Gelsemium  Poisoning. — ^In  cases  of  poisoning   (1)  an 
emetic  is  administered ;    (2)  an  injection    of  atropine 
.  sulphate  -ji^  gr.  ;  (3)  stimulants  and  artificial  respiration 
■when  necessary. 

Gelsemium,  Preparations — Gelsemium  root  contains 
two  amorphous  poisonous  alkaloids,  and  consequently 
comes  within  Part  II  of  the  Schedule  of  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  The  same  remark  applies  to 
aU  preparations  of  the  root.  The  Labelling  of  Poisons 
Order,  1924,  requires  "  B.P."  to  be  added  on  the  label 
of  the  tincture  if  sold  alone,  or  if  in  a  mixture  the 
proportion  contained  therein.  The  same  remarks  apply 
to  preparations  containing  the  alkaloids,  while  the  latter 
Bold  alone  come  within  Part  I  of  the  schedule. 

General  Medical  Council — ^The  General  Medical 
Council  was  established  by  the  Medical  Act,  1858,  most 
of  the  fifty-five  sections  of  which  include  a  direct  or 
indirect  reference  to  it.  The  Council  consists  of  forty-one 
members,  chosen  in  the  manners  laid  down  in  Section  7 
of  the  Medical  Act,  1886,  as  subsequently  modified.  A 
memorandum  on  the  constitution,  functions  and  proce- 
dure of  the  Council  was  drawn  up  early  in  1926  by,  the 
registrar,  by  direction  of  the  President,  and  was  pub- 
lished as  Appendix  IV  of  No.   368  of  the  Council's 


minutes.  This  memorandum  occupies  fourteen  pages,  and 
includes  among  its  list  of  authorities  Harper's  "  Legal 
Decisions  upon  the  Medical  and  Dentists  Acts"  (Con- 
stable &  Co.,  Ltd.).  The  following  passages  are  taken 
from  the  Appendix  : — 

"  The  Council  now  consists  of  eighteen  members 
appointed  by  the  Universities  in  the  United  Kingdom 
having  medical  faculties ;  of  nine  members  appointed  by 
the  medical  corporations,  such  as  the  Royal  Colleges  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons ;  of  five  members  appointed  by 
his  Majesty  in  Council ;  and  of  six  members  directly 
elected  by  members  of  the  profession  as  a  whole — a 
total  of  thirty-eight.  To  these  are  added  three  dentists 
who  are  mem'bers  of  the  Dental  Board  and  are  appointed 
for  dental  business.  .  .  .  the  eighteen  members  appointed 
by  the  Universities,  and  the  five  members  appointed  by 
his  Majesty  in  Council,  may  all  be  laymen  .  .  . 
the  two  great  functions  which  the  Council  in 
the  public  interest  discharges  are,  first,  to  pre- 
vent the  unfit  from  gaininig  access  to  the  Regis- 
ter, and,  secondly,  to  remove  the  unworthy  from 
it.  Except  as  to  a  few  subsidiary  matters,  such 
as  the  pre;paration  and  issue  o£  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  the  control  of  diplomas  in  public  health, 
the  scrutiny  of  the  Midwives'  Rules,  and  the  like,  all 
its  powers  and  all  its  work  in  relation  to  the  medical 
profession  have  reference  to  these  two  functions.  It 
is  a  Council  of  Education  and  a  Board  of  Registration, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Privy  Council,  which  may 
direct  it  to  amend  its  errors,  if  any,  or  supersede 
if  it  persists  in  them.  .  .  . 

"  By  successive  judicial  decisions  of  the  High  Court 
and  the  Court  of  Appeal,  it  has  been  laid  down  that 
in  its  procedure  the  Council,  sitting  as  a  tribunal, 
must  as  nearly  as  possible  follow  the  forms  and  rules 
customary  in  other  courts.  But  it  has  no  authority 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  to  administer 
oaths,  or  to  call  for  the  production  of  docnments.  It 
has  only  one  judginent  to  give  when  a  charge  of  mis- 
conduct is  proved  to  its  satisfaction,  namely,  '  guilty 
of  infamous  conduct  in  a  professional  respect  '  ;  and 
only  one  sentence  when  judgment  is  given,  namely, 
'  erasure  from  the  Register.'  From  this  sentence  and 
judgment,  given  after  proper  inquiry  and  without  malice, 
the  High  Court  of  Justice  has  pronounced  that  there  is 
no  appeal.  .  .  .  The  meaning  and  scope  of  the  statutory 
verdict  of  the  Council — '  guilty  of  infamous  conduct  in 
a  professional  respect  ' — were  given  by  the  definition  of 
the  Court  of  Appeal  in  1892.  '  If  it  is  shown  that  a 
medical  man,  in  the  pursuit  of  his  (profession,  has 
done  something  with  regard  to  it  which  would  be  reason- 
ably regarded  as  disgraceful  or  dishonourable  by  his 
professional  brethren  of  good  I'epute  and  competency, 
then  it  is  open  to  the  Council  to  say  that  he  has  been 
guilty  of  "  infamous  conduct  in  a  professional  respect."  ' 
...  It  will  be  seen  that  the  inquiries  take  place  \inder 
two  heads,  viz.,  those  relating  to  convictions,  and  those 
relating  to  '  infamous  conduct.'  To  deal  with  all  such 
cases,  the  Council  has  set  up  a  special  committee  of 
five,  which,  assisted  by  the  judicial  assessor  and  the 
solicitor,  acts  the  part  of  a  grand  jury,  and  considers 
whetheii  there  is  prima  faoie  evidence  calling  for  a 
formal  inquiry  by  the  Council,  or  whether  the  circum- 
stances suggest  that  a  letter  of  warning  may  suitably 
be  sent,  or  whether  in  the  absence  of  relevant  evidence 
no  further  action  is  necessary.  With  regard  to  convic- 
tions, the  Council,  by  the  direction  of  the  Home  Office 
in  England,  and  the  corresponding  authorities  in  Scot- 
land and  Ireland,  receives  fiom  the  police  all  over  the 
Kingdom  reports  of  convictions  of  medical  practitioners 
for  any  offence  whatsoever. 

"  When  the  inquiry  takes  place  the  complainant  or 
complainants  may  be  represented  by  counsel  or  solicitor, 
or  in  the  event  of  there  being  no  personal  complainant 
or  lawyer  representing  him,  as,  for  Instance,  in  tlie  case 
of  a  criminal  conviction,  the  facts  may  for  convenience 
be  laid  before  the  Council  by  its  own  solicitor,  who 
formally  proves  the  conviction  and  informs  the  Council 
of  the  circumstances  as  reported.  The  practitioner  is 
entitled  to  be,  and  as  a  rule  is,  present;  and  he  also 
may  be  represented  by  counsel  or  solicitor.  The  hearing 
is  in  public,  witnesses  are  called  an,l  examined  and 
cross-examined,  as  in  the  ordinary  courts  of  law.  ,  .  • 
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The  judicial  assessor  is  always  present  to  assist  the 
Council  in  regard  to  any  points  of  law  or  procedure 
which  may  arise,  and  if  there  "is  a  conflict  of  evidence, 
he,  as  a  rule,  sunrs  up  and  indicates  the  legal  weight 
to  be  attached  to  each  part,  in  the  same  way  as  a 
judge  sums  up  for  a  jury.  When  a  criminal  conviction 
has  been  proved,  it  has  to  be  accepted  as  a  fact.  .  .  . 
A  practitioner  whose  name  has  been  erased  may,  under 
the  conditions  set  forth  in  the  standing  orders,  apply 
to  have  it  restored  ;  and  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council 
it  will  not  be  prejudicial  to  the  public  interest  to  grant 
his  request,  his  name  is  thereupon  replaced  upon  the 
Eegister.  It  may  here  be  remarked  parenthetically  that 
the  Council  has  no  jurisdiction  over  the  licensing  bodies 
in  regard  to  the  withdrawal,  under  their  by-laws,  of 
their  qualification  from  one  of  their  own  members  or 
licentiates.  More  recently  the  pi-actice  of  advertising, 
whether  directly  or  indirectly,  for  the  purpose  of  obtain- 
ing patients  or  promoting  a  practitioner's  professional 
advantage,  was  brought  before  the  Council  in  connec- 
tion with  some  particularly  flagrant  cases ;  and  each 
ca-se  had  to  be  judged  on  its  merits — or  demerits.  The 
character  of  the  advertising  varied.  .  .  .  Accordingly 
the  Council  warned  the  profession  against  conduct  of 
that  kind,  and  where  a  formal  and  duly  attested  com- 
plaint of  such  conduct  is  received,  it  holds  an  inquiry 
into  the  alleged  facts.  When  the  inquiry  elicits  evidence 
of  deliberate  bad  faith,  or  of  wilful"  exiploitation  of 
the  public  for  gain,  tJie  offence  of  '  unprofessional 
advertising  '  is  naturally  held  to  be  aggravated.  It 
may  be  added  that  the  publication  in  the  Press  of 
articles  on  medical  subjects  by  medical  practitioners  has 
not  been  condemned  by  the  Council,  unless  it  has  been 
proved  that  the  articles  come  under  the  terms  of  the 
'  Warning  Notice,'  or  are  otherwise  of  an  objectionable 
character." 

Geneva  Convention  Act.— The  Geneva  Convention  Act, 
1911,  makes  it  unlawful  for  any  person  to  use  for  the 
purposes  of  his  trade  or  business,  or  for  any  other 
purpose  whatsoever  without  the  authority  of  the  Army 
Council,  the  heraldic  emblem  of  the  red  cross  on  a  white 
ground,  or  the  words  "  Red  Cross,"  or  "  C4eneva  Cross." 
The  penalty  on  conviction  is  a  fine  not  exceeding  £10, 
and  forfeiture  of  the  goods  in  connection  with  which 
the  emblem  or  words  were  used.  Use  of  the  Red  Cross 
for  trade  purposes  ceased  on  November  1,  1915. 

Gentian. — The  official  root  is  derived  from  Gcntiana 
lutea.  Linn.,  a  handsome  perei:pial  herb  about  three  feet 
high,  with  whorls  of  yellow  flowers  growing  in  grassy 
Alpine  pastures  in  the  middle  and  south  of  Europe.  The 
dried  root  of  commerce  is  in  irregular  contorted  pieces 
several  inches  in  length  and  half  to  one  inch  in  thick- 
ness, of  a  brown  colour,  much  wrinkled  and  longitudinally 
flexible,  owing  to  their  retaining  about  16  per  cent,  of 
moisture,  internally  spongy  and  of  an  orange  brown 
colour,  with  a  distinctive  odour  and  a  very  bitter  taste. 
The  root  is  marked  in  tlie  upper  portion  with  numerous 
transverse  rings,  indicating  the  former  attachment  cf 
leaf  bases,  as  the  root,  like  that  of  the  dandelion, 
appears  to  be  drawn  below  the  surface  during  growth. 
The  odour  and  colour  of  gentian  root  appear  to  be  due 
to  fermentation,  to  which  it  is  subjected  by  being  placed 
in  heaps  and  allowed  to  heat  before  drying,  and  it  is 
used  in  Bavaria  and  Switzerland  for  the  manufacture  of 
a  potable  spirit  known  as  Etnianpeist.  Sometimes  a  form 
of  gentian  root  has  been  imported  from  Bordeaux,  and 
is  possibly  the  root  of  Gcnfiona  Bvrseri,  Laip.,  usually 
known  in  this  count^ry  as  white  gentian,  which  has 
evidently  not  undergone  fermentation  and  is  more  dis- 
agreeably bitter  than  that  of  the  ordinary  gentian  root. 
In  pharmacy  it  is  disliked  by  patients,  ^^-lio  miiss  the 
aromatic  flavour  of  ordinary  gentian  root.  The  bitterness 
of  gentian  is  due  to  gentiopicrin,  a  neutral  crystalline 
body  easily  soluble  in  water.  It  exists  in  the 'root  to 
the  extent  of  a  little  more  than  0.1  per  cent.  It  is 
destroyed  if  the  tincture  is  mixed  with  solution  of  caustic 
potash,  and  in  a  few  days  loses  its  bitterness;  tlie  root 
also  contains  a  small  quantity  of  gentiin.    G-entian  root 


is  sometimes  of  more  than  one  species;  the  German  Phar' 
macopoeia  permits  the  use  of  those  of  G.  pannonica,  Scx)p.. 
G.  purpurea,  linn.,  and  G.  p^inctaia,  Linn.  That  of 
G.  pannonica  is  more  slender,  rarely  exceeding  half  an 
inch  in  diameter,  and  has  slender  branches.  That  of 
G.  pwpurea  is  branched  at  the  apex  or  crown,  and  that 
of  G,  punctata  iis  a  brighter  reddish  brown  internally 
Gentian  root  finds  its  way  into  English  commerce  chiefly 
through  Germany,  but  some  is  shipped  from  Jlarseilles 
and  Bordeaux,  and  a  considerable  quantity  from  Spain 

Geraniol  (and  its  esters) — Geianiol,  Cj„H,gO,  is  one 
of  the  very  important  basic  materials  for  the  perfume 
dndustry.  It  occurs  naturally  in  a  large  number  of 
essential  oils,  especially  in  palmarosa  and  citronella  oils. 
It  is  not  manufactured  (synthetically,  but  is  invariably 
an  isolated  aromatic.  It  is  a  colourless  oil  with  a  sweet 
rose-like  odour,  and  is  used  in  all  compositions  which 
have  a  rose  odour,  and  is  one  of  the  principal  con- 
stituents of  artificial  otto  of  rcise.  It  is  found  in 
numerous  essential  oils  in  the  form  of  esters,  principally 
the  acetate  and  tiglate,  but  it  is  generally  extracted 
from  two  oils  in  which  it  is  principally  in  the  free  state, 
namely,  palmerosa  oil  and  Java  citronella  oil.  That 
extracted  from  the  former  oil  is  of  finer  odour,  and  com- 
mands a  higher  price ;  the  geraniol  from  citronella  <.*il 
is  difficult  to  free  from  the  odour  of  the  citroneUal 
accompanying  it  in  the  oil.  It  has  the  following  charac- 
ters:  Specific  gravity,  0.881;  optical  rotation,  0°;  re- 
fractive index,  1.4770;  and  boiling  point,  228°-230° 
Geraniol  can  be  separated  from  the  remaining  constituents 
of  an  oil  by  concentrating  it  in  the  appropriate  fraction 
under  reduced  pressure,  and  then  mixing  the  fraction 
witli  an  equal  weight  of  powdered  calcium  chloride,  free 
from  moisture.  The  mixture  is  then  allowed  to  stand  in 
a  desiccator  for  sixteen  hours  at  a  temperature  of  2-6°. 
The  pasty  mass  is  then  extracted  with  petroleum  ether, 
and  the  insoluble  compound  of  geraniol  and  calcium 
chloride  is  decomposed  by  warm  water,  and  the  liberated 
geraniol  purified  by  redistillation.  Geraniol  is  estimated 
in  essential  oils  by  the  usual  acetylatioii  process.  In 
working  up  Java  citronella  oil  for  geraniol,  the  residues, 
which  consist  largely  of  citroneUal,  are  frequently  used 
to  adulterate  the  natural  oil  with,  but  are  sometimes 
worked  up  for  citroneUal.  If  geraniol,  prepared  from 
Java  citronella  oil  is  boiled  for  several  -hours  with  a 
dilute  solution  of  caustic  soda,  the  traces  of  citroneUal 
are  resinified  and  the  geraniol,  on  rectification,  is  much 
improved  in  odour.  Commercial  rhodinol  (alt,hough. 
rhodinol  is  a  separate  alcohol)  usually  contains  a  good 
deal  of  geraniol.  Several  of  the  esters  of  geraniol  are 
used  in  perfumery,  especially  where  a  special  "  note  "  is 
required  to  give  the  perfume  an  individuality.  Geranyl 
acetate,  C„H,,OOC.CH,,  is  a  constituent  of  numerous 
essential  oils,  but  is  usually  made  by  the  acetylation  of 
geraniol.  It  occurs  to  the  extent  of  over  65  per  cent, 
in  the  oil  of  Eucalyptvs  Macarthuri ,  but  the  oil  is  not 
produced  on  a  commercial  scale.  It  is  a  sweet-smelling 
oil  of  specific  gravity,  0.917 ;  optical  rotation,  0° ;  re- 
fractive index,  1.4620;  and  boiling  point,  242°-245°.  It 
is  a  constituent  of  many  rose  perfumes.  Geranyl  benzoate, 
CioHijCOOCjH,,  is  used  in  the  compounding  of  artificial 
flower  ixiuquets."  Geranyl  butyrate,  C,„H,COOC,H,,  is  an 
oil  of  very  sweet  rose  odour,  finer  than  that  of  the 
acetate,  and  is  of  great  value  to  the  perfumer.  It  is 
prepared  by  the  interaction  of  geraniol  and  butyryl 
chloride  in  the  presence  of  pyridine.  It  is  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  artificial  otto  of  rose  and  various  floral 
perfumes.  Geranj'l  formate,  C,„H,,COOH,  is  a  valuable 
ester  for  perfumery  purposes.  It  is  formed  by  condens- 
ing geraniol  with  formic  acid  in  the  cold,  in  the  presence 
of  a  trace  of  sulphuric  acid.  It  resembles  the  tea  rose, 
and  the  green  rose  leaf  in  odour,  and  is  very  useful  as 
a  modifier  in  rose  bouquets.  The  commercial  ester  should 
contain  not  less  tban  95  per  cent,  of  pure  ester,  and 
have  a  specific  gravity  about  0.923,  and  refractive  index 
1.4650.  Geranyl  isobiityrate,  isovalerianate  and  propion- 
ate are  all  prepared  commercially,  and  are  used  to  a 
small  exitent  in  artificial  rose  perfumes.  Geranyl  ti^lata 
is  the  principal  odour  bearer  of  ordinary  geranium  oil.

85th  ANNUAL  MEETING,  Held  June  9th,  1926 

The  following  extract  Is  taken  from  the  ANNUAL  REPORT  presented  by  the  PRESIDENT 
OF  THE  SOCIETY  (Mr.  PhiHp  F.  Rowsell,  M.P.S.,  F.C.S.)  :— 

THE  PHARMACOLOGICAL  LABORATORIES: 

"  ITiere  is  one  way,  however,  in  which  the  retailer  can  assist  the  laboratories,  and  that  is 
by  creating  a  demand  for  tested  products.  This  is,  perhaps,  not  the  place  for  me  to  labour 
this  point,  but  those  of  you  who  are  anxious  to  use  Galenicals  of  the  highest  accuracy  will 
not  need  to  be  remmded  of  the  assistance  you  can  give  the  Society  by  expecting  your 
manufacturing  houses  to  supply  standardised  preparations.
